COUNT 1 


THE GRAND JURY CHARGES: 





1. Atall times material to this indictment: 

(a) a publication called "The Final Nail" was published on an Internet 
website maintained under the name of the Animal Liberation Front ("ALF"). The Final 
Nail advocates releasing animals and causing damage to fur-related businesses asa 
means of forcing those businesses to cease or curtail their operations. The Final Nail 
included a list ("the target list") of fur farms, ranches, and similar agricultural targets 
(collectively referred to as "the fur farms"). 

(b) The activities of the fur farms affected interstate commerce in, that the 
farms purchased, used and sold articles and commodities that moved in E 
commerce among the states. 

2. During the period from on or about October 17, 1997, through on or about 
October 29, 1997, in the Western District of Wisconsin, and elsewhere, the 


defendants, 


PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 
JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 


did knowingly and intentionally conspire and agree with one another and with other 
persons unknown to the grand jury, to obstruct, delay, and affect commerce as that 
term is defined in 18 U.S.C. 8 1951, and the movement of articles and commodities in 
such commerce, by extortion, as that term is defined in 18 U.S.C. 8 1951. 

3. In furtherance of this conspiracy and to effect the objects thereof, the 
defendants, PETER DANIEL YOUNG ("YOUNG") and JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL 
("SAMUEL"), together with other serene unknown to the grand jury, agreed to induce 
and to attempt to induce the fur farms to voluntarily cease business operations or to 
curtail their business in fur production as a result of the increased cost of engaging in 
the fur trade resulting from the damage and T or threat of such damage and loss, of 
fur bearing livestock caused by the wrongful use of actual and threatened force, 
violence and fear of injury to property. 

4. It was part of the conspiracy that the defendants YOUNG and SAMUEL and 
unknown co-conspirators, obtained, kept, maintained and relied upon a printed copy of 
the target list and employed methods published and advocated in the Final Nail and 
other ALF materials to release fur farm livestock, to inflict damage on fur farms, and to 
avoid detection and apprehension. 

5. It was further part of the conspiracy that the defendants YOUNG and 
SAMUEL and unknown co-conspirators: - 


(a) obtained, kept, maintained and relied upon detailed local maps for 


use in locating addresses on the target list, including the fur farms. 

(b) conducted surveillance of fur farms listed on the target list. 

(c) trespassed on fur farms and on adjoining properties for the purposes 
of conducting surveillance and gaining clandestine access to the farms. 

(d) participated in raids on fur farms at night under the cover of 
darkness. 

(e) cut fences and locks, destroyed property, and released livestock. 

OVERT ACTS 
6. In furtherance of the conspiracy and to effect its unlawful objectives, the 
defendants YOUNG and SAMUEL committed the following overt acts, among others: 

(a) From on or about October 16 to October 17, 1997, the defendants 
traveled in interstate commerce from South Dakota to lowa. 

(b) From on or about October 21 to October 23, 1997, the defendants 
traveled in interstate commerce from lowa to Wisconsin. | 

(c) Between on or about October 16, 1997 and October 29, 1997, the 
defendants caused to be transported in interstate commerce a copy of the fur farm 
target list along with bolt cutters used to facilitate the release of fur farm livestock. 

(d) On about October 16 or 17, 1997, the defendants: (i) trespasséd 
onto the property of the Turbak Mink Ranch in Watertown, South Dakota, (ii) 8 holes 
in the exterior fence; and (iii) opened cages and released approximately 2,400 mink. 

(e) On or about October 17 or 18, 1997, the defendants or their co- 
conspirators: (i) trespassed onto the property of the Circle K Fur Farm, Sioux City, 
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lowa; (ii) cut and knocked down sections of fencing; and (iii) released approximately 
2.000 mink and numerous foxes from their individual cages. 

) On or about October 21, 1997, the defendants or their co- 
conspirators: (i) trespassed onto the property of the Fassett Fur Farm in Webster City, 
lowa; (ii) destroyed paper tags containing valuable identification and breeding 
information regarding the mink; and (iii) unsuccessfully attempted to release mink from 
the cages. 

(g) On or about October 24, 1997, the defendants trespassed onto a 
property adjacent to the Short Fur Farm of Granton, Wisconsin. 

(h) On or about October 25, 1997, the defendants: (i) trespassed onto 
the property of the Smieja Fur Farm in Independence, Wisconsin; (ii) cut and knocked 
down — ee 30 feet of perimeter fence of the Smieja Fur Farm; and (iii) 
released from the Smieja Fur Farm — 800 breeding stock mink. _ 

(i) On or about October 26, 1997, the defendants: (i) trespassed onto the 
property of the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, Wisconsin; (ii) cut and knocked down 
approximately 400 feet of perimeter fence of the Dittrich Minkery; (iii) released from the 
Dittrich Minkery approximately 2,500 mink; (iv) trespassed onto the pea of the Ott 
Mink Farm in Tomahawk, Wisconsin; (v) opened a gate to a perimeter fence; and 
. (vi) opened approximately 350 mink pens releasing more than 350 mink. 

All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1951, and Title 18, United 


States Code, Section 2. 


COUNT 2 
THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES: 

1. Atall times material to this Indictment, the Smieja Fur Farm, of 
Independence, Wisconsin, was engaged in breeding and harvesting Blue Iris mink in 
interstate commerce and its activities affected interstate commerce in that it purchased, 
used and sold articles and commodities which moved in interstate commerce from 
states outside Wisconsin. 

2. Onor about October 25, 1997, in the Western District of Wisconsin the 
defendants, | 

PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 

JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 
did knowingly and unlawfully obstruct, delay, affect, and attempt to obstruct, delay and 
affect commierce as that term is defined in Title 18, U.S.C. 8 1951, and the movement 
of articles and commodities in such commerce, by extortion, as that term is defined in 
Title 18, U.S.C. 8 1951, in that the defendants did attempt to obtain the property of. 
Smieja Fur Farm with its consent induced - the wrongful use of actual and threatened 
force, violence and fear, including js of economic harm, in that the Jende did 
deliberately release approximately 800 Blue Iris breeding stock mink valued i : 
approximately $200,000, with the intent that the loss of the fur farm's livestock case 
economic harm to the fur farm, and fear of economic harm, to such degree that the 
owners of the farm cease or curtail their business operations. 

All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1951, and Title 18, United 


States Code, Section 2. 


COUNT 3 
THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES: 

i. Atall times material to this Indictment, the Dittrich Minkery of Medford, 
Wisconsin, was engaged in breeding and harvesting mink in interstate commerce and 
its activities affected interstate commerce in that it purchased, used and sold articles 
and commodities which moved in interstate commerce from states outside Wisconsin. 

2. On or about October 26, 1997, in the Western District of Wisconsin the 
defendants, 

PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 

JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 
did knowingly and unlawfully obstruct, delay, affect, and attempt to obstruct, delay and 
affect commerce as that term is defined in Title 18, U.S.C. § 1951, and the movement of 
articles and commodities in such commerce, by extortion, as that term is defined in 
Title 18, U.S.C. § 1951, in that the defendants did attempt to obtain the property of the 
Dittrich Minkery with its consent induced by the wrongful use of actual and threatened 
force, violence and fear, including fear of economic harm, in that the defendants did 
deliberately release approximately 2,500 mink with the intent that the loss of the 
minkan livestock cause economic harm to the minkery, and fear of economic harm, 
to such degree that the owners of the minkery cease or curtail business operations. 

All in violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 1951, and Title 18, United 


States Code, Section 2. 


COUNT 4 
THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES: 

1. Atall times material to this Indictment, the Ott Mink Ranch of Tomahawk, 
Wisconsin, was engaged in breeding and harvesting mink in interstate commerce and 
its activities affected interstate commerce in that it purchased, used and sold articles 
and commodities which moved in interstate commerce from states outside Wisconsin. 

2. Onor about October 26, 1997, in the Western District of Wisconsin the 
defendants, 

PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 

JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 
did knowingly and unlawfully obstruct, delay, affect, and attempt to obstruct, delay and 
affect commerce as that term is defined in Title 18, U.S.C. 8 1951, and the movement of 
articles and commodities in such commerce, by extortion, as that term is defined in 
Title 18, U.S.C. 8 1951, in that the defendants did attempt to obtain the property of the 
Ott Mink Ranch with its consent induced by the wrongful use of actual and threatened 
force, od and fear, including fear of economic harm, in that the defendants did 
deliberately release approximately 300 mink with the intent that the loss of the mink 
ranch's livestock cause economic harm to the mink ranch, and fear of economic harm, 


to such degree that the owners of the mink ranch cease or curtail their business :

COUNT 5 
THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES: 
4. On or about October 17, 1997, through on or about October 29, 1997, in the 
Western District of Wisconsin and elsewhere, the defendants, 


PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 
JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 


knowingly and intentionally conspired and agreed with one another and with other 
persons, unknown to the grand jury, to travel in interstate commerce for the purpose of 
causing physical disruption to the functioning of animal enterprises, and with the intent 
to cause physical disruption to the functioning of fur farms which are animal enterprises 
as that term is defined in 18 U.S.C. 8 43(d), by damaging property and causing the loss 
of animals and records, thereby resulting in economic damage of more than $10,000 to 
those enterprises. 
OVERT ACTS 

2. in furtherance of'the conspiracy and to effect its unlawful objectives, the 
defendants YOUNG and SAMUEL committed the overt acts listed in Count 1 of this 
تا‎ Paragraphs 6 (a)-(i), incorporated herein by reference.

COUNT 6 
THE GRAND JURY FURTHER CHARGES; 
On or about October 26, 1997, in the Western District of Wisconsin and 
elsewhere, the defendants, 


PETER DANIEL YOUNG and 
JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL, 


did knowingly travel in interstate commerce for the purpose of causing physical 
disruption to the functioning of an animal enterprise, and did intentionally cause 
physical disruption to the functioning of the Dittrich Minkery of Medford, Wisconsin, an 
animal enterprise as that term is defined in 18 U.S.C. 8 43(d), by damaging property, 
destroying records and causing the loss of animals, thereby resulting in economic 
damage of more than $10,000 to that enterprise. 
In violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 43(a) “and Title 18, United 


States Code, Section 2. 
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The following investigation was conducted by 


Special Agent (SA) JEFFREY S. HILL, La Crosse Resident Agency, 
Milwaukee Division: 


On October 27, 1997, Washington State Motor Vehicles 
Records were queried regarding the registration for license plate 
number 560GDO. The query revealed that that license plate was 
assigned to a red Chevrolet Geo Metro owned by 
20320 10th Place S.E., Snohomish, Washington 98290. 


On October 28, 1997, SA JEFFREY S. HILL contacted 
Detective Sergeant Alan Lacy, Mercer Island Police Department 
(MIPD), Mercer Island, Washington, regarding 
Lacy advised that MIPD arrested QJ date of birth, 

February 6, 1970, along with JUSTIN C. SAMUEL, date of birth, 
December 31, 1978, and PETER D. YOUNG, date of birth, 

June 26, 1977, on August 30, 1997, for Criminal Trespass, 
Possession of Stolen Property, and Malicious Mischief. They had 
taken over a vacant house in Mercer Island without permission of 
the owner. At the time of their arrest, numerous pieces of 
stolen property were. found withih the house. Found on | Was 
a vial of Acepromazine Maleate, an animal tranquilizer. Found in 
the area of the house they occupied were numerous items related 
to animal rights activism. Among the items were stickers reading 
"Animal Liberation Now”, "Meat is Murder”, and the word “FUR” in a 
circle with a slash through it (universal 'No' symbol); a book 
"Free the Animals - The Untold Story of the U. S. Animal 
Liberation Front and Its Founder"; copies of pages from a book on 
home brewing explosive compounds; a book "Unleashing Rights’, 
related to the birth of the Animal Liberation Front (ALF), Court 
Decisions, and Rights and Tactics; numerous maps of Washington 
and Oregon; and a book "Who's Who - In the Egg and Poultry 
Industries in the USA and Canada'. 





Lacy advised that in the past several years Mercer 
Island had experienced a number of incidents of animal rights 
vandalism. PETER YOUNG has long been a suspect. YOUNG has 
admitted to police that he is involved with animal rights groups. 
In October 1996, YOUNG was stopped in the early morning hours by 
police in Mercer Island. A campaign of malicious mischief 
regarding animal rights activism had been ongoing in Mercer 
Island for approximately six months. The mischief included 
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incidents such as fast food restaurants having their windows 
smashed and "Meat is Murder" spray-painted on the walls. YOUNG 
was found to be in possession of a number of pairs of gloves and 
ski masks. Following that stop, animal rights vandalism ceased 


for awhile on Mercer Island, but picked up in other nearby 
cities. 


Lacy advised that he believes that JUSTIN C. SAMUEL is 
also involved in animal rights activism. Lacy received a report 
from Snohomish, Washington, that a mink farmer in that area 
observed a car stopped outside of his farm at 1:00 a.m. on 


July 14, 1997. Around the car were three males and a female, all 


wearing dark clothing and all having duct tape wrapped around 
their pants cuffs. The farmer wrote down the car's license plate 
number, and subsequent investigation revealed that it Was 
registered to SAMUEL'S parents. Lacy believed that the woman 
outside the car was and that the three males were 
PETER YOUNG, JUSTIN SAMUEL, and who was also 
arrested at the vacant house in Mercer Island on August 30, 1997. 









Lacy noted that when YOUNG, SAMUEL, and 


00 were arrested on August 30, 1997, all had shaved heads. 
Lacy advised that, due to his experience in animal rights 


activism criminal investigations, he knows this to be a 
characteristic of an extreme animal rights faction known as the 
"Straight Edge". To show their dedication to animal rights, they 
not only shave their heads, they abstain from using alcohol and 
drugs, do not engage in premarital sex, and are vegetarians. 
some wear shirts with an "X" or “XX” on them. The “xx” supposedly 
indicates that the wearer is not only a vegetarian, but also does 
not consume foods related to animals, such as milk, cheese, or 
eggs.

Summary of Facts: 


08/30/97 at approximately 0153 hours, Ofc. Morris of the Mercer Island Police Department was working the 
oraveyard shift, between 2300 - 0730 hours. He was in uniform and driving a marked Patrol unit. At this time he 
was checking the vacant D.O.T. housc located ar 6420 SE 24th, on Mercer Island. The house is owned by D.O.T. 
and has been vacant for quite some time. While checking the exterior of the house, he found a window on the North 
side that had been broken out, and would allow & person to enter the house through that window. Further checking, 
the officer found a second window on the South side of the house that was also braken out and would allow 
someone Lo enter il. Ofe. Morris noticed thal a door next to this second window had a pad lock on it. The officer 
noticed a worn path next to the house so he followed it on, On the East side of the house he found a door to the 
lower level of the house. He walked down a set of stairs and tried this door. Tt was unlocked so he entcred the 
house. When Ofc. Morris got into thc house he found 3 people sleeping on the floor of the room he just entered. 
He identified himself, At this time he identified onc suspect as EE who is known to him. The other 
suspects identified themselves as ERR 20d Justin Samucl. Ofc, Morris noticed a large amount of property 
that indicated that someone had been using the house fora long period of time. There were mattresses, sleeping 
bags, back packs. (ood, cooking stove, heater, candles, gallon bottles of water, and other items present that he could 
see. Ofc, Morris asked if the suspects had permission to fram D,O.T. to be in the house. The suspects stated that 
they did not. Ofe. Morris asked how the suspects got into the house, and suspect Brasfield stated that they had used 
a key. Ofc, Morris asked him to clarily his answer, and Brasfield stated that he had replaced the old door handie 
thar was in the door, with onc of his own. The suspects were arrested for Criminal Trespass |. They were 
handcuffed, Prior to transporting the suspects to the office, they were asked what property they owned, Each 
suspect told the Ofc. Morris what items they had in the housc. They declined to identify orher items that were 
laying around. Atthis time Ofc. Morris checked several large canvas bags that were nol claimed by any of the 
suspects. He found a number of items in the bags that appeared to match stolen property taken from a waterfront 
barge, in a burglary on 08/01-04/97 CR97-2074. This included an Acetylene cutting torch, which was in plain 
view. Suspects still denicd ownership or knowledge of the items. The suspects were transported to the Mercer 
Island Police station. Officer then inventoried the suspects property for safekeeping due to the arrests. While 
inventorying some of the property that no one claimed. the officers. found numerous items that were reported 
stolen. These items were dive cquipment that. belonged to victim Simmons, reported in CR 97-2074. The items 
were found in bags belonging AN ‘The items were taken to the station. The victim was called and 
Simmons came to the police statian and identified the property as his. They obtained a statement from Simmons. 
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Simmons also gave the narnes of other victims who could identify additional property. The items were taken in a 
burglary of a waterfront storage facility. During the second trip to collect morc of the items, Suspect Young arrived 
and entered the house. 14۶ was contacted by Ofe. Franklin and asked why he was in the house. He did not respond 
to this question. Officers had found unclaimed property that belonged to Young, in the house prior to his arrival. 
During the scarch of Young, thcy found Microsoft identification, and a bus pass that was nor in his name. It was 
identified as belonging to Microsoft employee Petersen. idm had 3 vials of an unknown liquid, and 
several syringes. ‘The labels on the vials had been partially removed, One vial was identified by label us 

. ACEPROMAZINE MALEATE. The others could not be identificd at this time. The bottles were sealed with 
rubberized metal tops, which a needle could bc inserted into to remove the liquid. The bottles did not appear to be 
tampered with or ultered. Det. Rucker was able to ascertain that the Acepromazine i$ uscd as an animal 
tranquilized. The boules were taken to the WSP crime Lab for analysis. Det. Rucker contacted DOT personnel and 
obtained information on who owns the property, when and how il was secured and that the suspects did not have 
permission to be in the house. Witness Forinash contacted Det. Rucker and stated that he had locks put on the house 
and that it was posted with a No Trespassing Sign. Hc had checked thc house on several accasions and found it to 
be secure. On 09/09/97 He was at the house cleaning it and found the No Trespassing Sign had been torn down and 
put on a book shelf inside the housc. It was identified as WSDOT's by the DOT worker and phone numbers on it. 
He found that all of the locks that DOT put on the house were superglucd shut so a key would not fit. He found 
superglue in the house. He found several items af damage, and will supply the repair cost receipts, damage, and 
statements. Det. Rucker contacted additional victims to identify property. Det. Rucker contacted Witness Juhl at 
Hollywood video and determined from the bar codes, that the items belonged to them, and that the items-were listed 
us being in the store, were in fact stolen.

IN A WRITTEN STATEMENT AT MIPD, WITNESS/VICTIM GRADY SIMMONS WRITES 
THAT HE RECEIVED A PHONE CALL FROM MERCER ISLAND POLICE DEPT. 
REQUESTING HIM TO COME DOWN TO THE OFFICE TO SEE IF HE MIGHT IDENTIFY 
SOME EFFECTS THAT HE HAD STOLEN FROM A WORK BARGE SEVERAL WEEKS 
AGO. ON LOOKING THROUGH THE OBJECTS, HE RECOGNIZED THEIR 
(WATERERONT CONSTRUCTION) CUTTING TORCH SET, SOME OLD SCUBA DIVING 
GLASSES. DRILL BIT SETS, AND SOME OTHER ASSORTED HAND TOOLS THAT 
WERE STOLEN. 


THE CASE NUMBER ON THE FIRST TIME THEY WERE BROKEN INTO WAS 97-2116. 
HE WAS THE ONE WHO REPORTED THE BREAK IN. THE SECOND TIME THEY

Island. Some of their literature suggests that it is acceptable to steal if it helps sustain them to further their 
animal rights cause. We bave an open case where onc of these subjects is the suspect in the theft of three 
laptop computers and a VCR from one of our schools.

I then wrote down the information and 
resealed the package, marked and tagged it in the Techs presence. 1 then opened the other package and 
found 2 small bottles of clear liquid. I cut the top on one bottle and attempted to field test it. H was 
negative. Î then sealed this bottle inside another container, and marked it. | repackaged both of the boules 
in the evidence package and rescaled it. I marked and tagged it in the Tech's presence. I called 
Walgreens Pharmacy to determine what the drugs were. They did not know. [ called Ovcrlake Hospital 
Pharmacy and spoke to Darren. He stated that the Accpromazine is similar to Thorazine and is used in 
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Psych. patients. He stated that Acepromazinc is not made in the U.S., but is European. [t is rarely used in 
people, and it’s primary purpose is for use in veterinary clinics. 1 called the Animal Medical Center of 
Bellevue and talked to Dr. Linda Wheeler. She stated that Acepromazine is an animal tranquilizer used to 
sedate animals. She stated that it is not a controlled substance, but docs require a prescription to obtain it.

STATEMENT CF DETECTIVE RON CORCORAN. 


On October 23, 1997, at approximately 10 p.m. Detective Ron Corcoran 
of the Trempealeau County Sheriff's Dept. while off duty did stop at a place 


of business called the Budget Mart. This Budget Mart is located in the City 


of Galesville, County of Trempealeau, State of Wisconsin. 


Prior to entering the Budget Mart, Detective Corcoran did observe a 


Red Chevy Geometró parked in the parking lot of the Budget Mart. Detective 


Corcoran observed that this Geometro did have a State of Washington license plate 


and that the license plate number-was 560GDO. As Corcoran walked by the Red 


Geometro he observed that the vehicle contained sleeping bags and other clothing 


inside of it. Corcoran 


did enter the Budget Mart and did walk to the rear of the building where there are 
two booths located. 


It appeared the interior of the vehicle was quite messy. 


One booth was occupied by a person Corcoran knows as Dick 
McKeeth and the second booth was occupied by two unknown white males, ages 


approximately 21 to 23 years. Both of these young males had their hair cut 


very close to the scalp or their hair had been recently shaved and showed new 


regrowth. Both young males had dark brown or black hair and both were approximately 


5 feet 10 inches tall and appeared to weigh approximately 150 lbs. Their clothing 


appeared to be baggy or loose on them. They appeared to be dirty and wrinkled 


and some of their clothing was torn. One of the males wore glasses. This 


subject Corcoran observed had some type of stickers and also what Corcoran believed 


to be burdock attached to his shirt. It appeared as if the person had walked or 


laid down in a wooded area. One of the young males wore a military style pants 


which were green in color and Corcoran did observe laying in the booth next to 


him was a book titled "The Rise of Facism".. Both of the young males were 


eating food that they brought into the Budget Mart with them. The Budget Mart 
employee apparently gave them permission to use the microwave to heat their food. 
Detective Corcoran started a conversation with both young males and they stated 
they were from the State of Washington and that they were not college students. 
They stated that they were just on a trip to visit friends and that they were 
now on the way to the Green Bay-Sheboygan area and then possibly to Virginia and 
on to Florida. Corcoran asked them if they were taking Highway 54 which intersects 
the Southern edge of Galesville and travels across the State of Wisconsin to the 
Green Bay area and they advised they did not know which route they were taking 


as they were now looking for a place to spend a few hours resting.

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Corcoran asked them why they had got off the interstate and were traveling 
on Highway 53 and one of them responded they just wanted to see the country.

On 10/29/97, at 2 p.m. Detective Corcoran did recover 3 pieces of 
wire from the Smieja Fur Farm located at W22875 State Rd. Highway 121, 
Independence, WI. The location of the recovery of the wire was the area 
described by employee, Tom Olson, as the area where the suspect or suspectís) 
cut the wire that was attached to the steel fence post and chicken wire allowing 
the fence to be pushed or fall to the ground. Two pieces of wire were found 
on the ground near the fence post and one piece of wire was found still 
attached to the steel fence post. The approximate lengths of the 3 pieces of 
wire are 8 inches, 7 inches, 16 inches.

OLSON advised that SFF had been previously 
warned by the FUR COMMISSION, USA, that animal rights activists 
were known to be conducting raids to release animals on fur farms 
in the Midwest at present because it is pelting season.  OLSON 
attributed the release at SFF to those activists.

BRONEY MATCHEY, Manager, SMIEJA FUR FARM (SFF), W22875 
State Road 121, Independence, Wisconsin, telephone number 
(715) 985-3020, was interviewed regarding the release of mink 
from their cages at SFF between 7:00 p.m. October 24, 1997, and 
6:15 a.m. October 25, 1997. MATCHEY advised as follows: 


MATCHEY came to work on Saturday, October 25, 1997, at 
6:15 a.m. On approaching SFF he initially noted several mink 
were loose on the property. He then saw quite a few were loose 
and knew something was seriously wrong.  MATCHEY investigated, 
and determined that all of the mink in one of the sheds had been 
deliberately released, as had the mink in half of a row of cages 
next to the shed. 


MATCHEY explained how he knew that the mink had been 
deliberately released.  Mink are not kept in large quantity, 
unsegregated, in large structures, where they could escape 
enmasse if a door were accidentally left open.  Mink are kept in 
cages, Lwo to a cage, usually brother and sister to minimize 
fighting. Attached to each cage is a wooden coop where the mink 
sleep and take shelter. The coop has a hole in it which fits 
over a hole in the cage and allows the mink to go from the coop 
to the cage and back. The coops are removable. The cages are 
placed on wire stands, in rows, under a shed. The stands are 
approximately three feet off the ground, which facilitates 
feeding and handling the mink, and which allows mink droppings to 
tall free of the cage. In the shed where the mink were released 
chere were four rows of cages. The shed contained 352 cages, 
each cage having a male and a female Blue Iris mink. When 
MATCHEY investigated the reason for the loose mink, he noted that 
che coops on all of the cages had been removed. In one row, the 
coops had been placed on top of the cages for approximately one 
half of the row. Thereafter, and in the other three rows, the 
coops were placed on the ground in front of the cages.  MATCHEY 
noted a similar occurrence in a row of cages adjacent to the 
shed, where 30 coops, each containing a male and female Blue Iris 
mink, had been removed from their cages and placed on the ground. 
MATCHEY noted that the placement of the COOps was obviously not 
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something that the minks could have accomplished, and had to have 
been done by humans. No SFF employee would have placed the coops 
as they were found; the mink would escape through the cage 
pass-through hole in the coop. 


MATCHEY also advised that approximately 30 feet of 
perimeter fence adjacent to the shed where the mink were released 
was cut and laid on the ground. This allowed the mink to escape 
trom SFF premises. The fence is four feet high and constructed 
of a medium gauge wire. The only part of the fence that was 
breeched was that 30-foot section adjacent to the shed where the 
mink were released. 


MATCHEY advised that all of the mink released were 
breeding stock. The lineage/breeding records for each mink was 
kept on the coop. As of 2:00 p.m. on October 27, 19897, all but 
104 of the released mink had been recovered. Their value as 
breeders was now nil however, inasmuch as there is no way to know 
which mink lived in which cage/coop. Lineage and breeding cannot 
be accounted for. Some males may be retained for breeding, 
regardless, but the rest will be used for pelts. 


MATCHEY advised that pelts sell for $50.00 - $60.00 
each. Value as breeding stock is higher. Males are worth 
approximately $300.00 each; females $150.00 each. MATCHEY 
figured that he lost approximately 764 breeder stock mink, half 
of which were male, half female. Given the above values, the 
loss to SFF is approximately $171,900.00. If all the mink are 
recovered and the pelts sold at $60.00 each, the loss would be 
off-set by $45,840.00, and would be 5126,060.00, 


MATCHEY advised that he estimated the time of the 
release of the mink to be between 1:00 a.m. and 3:00 a.m. on the 
morning of October 25, 1997. MATCHEY based his estimate on the 
amount of food remaining in the empty cages. The mink are ted 
daily, and by 6:00 a.m. the feed is usually gone. The empty 
cages had approximately 1/4 of the feed left, indicating to 
MATCHEY that the mink were released prior to 3:00 a.m. but 
probably not before 1:00 a.m. 
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MATCHEY advised that there has only been one suspicious 
activity that he knew of that might be connected to the release 
of the mink. On Saturday, October 25, 1997, and on 
October 27, 1997, a blue and white Single engine Cessna was seen 
circling the farm. No tail number was noted. On . 

October 27, 1997, the plane was observed at approximately 
10:30 a.m., at approximately 500 feet. The plane departed the 
area in a westerly direction.

INITIAL OBSERVATION 

On Saturday, October 25, 1997 at 2:00 a.m. while on patrol going west on Clairemont Ave, I observed a 

vehicle make an illegal U-turn at the intersection of HWY 37 and Clairemont Ave. After making the U- 
turn the vehicle headed south on HWY 37 from Clairemont. After catching up to the vehicle I activated 

my emergency lights and the vehicle pulled to the right shoulder and stopped. The vehicle was occupied 
by two males. | 


CONTACT WITH DRIVER 
I approached the vehicle on the driver*s side and made contact with the driver. I identified myself and 
informed the driver why I had stopped him and asked for his driver's license. He produced a Washington 


Photo DL identifying himself as Peter Daniel Young, he was a male white with a DOB of 06-26-77. The 


address listed on the DL was 2760 76th Ave SE in Mercer Island WA. 98040. I asked the Young why he 
had made the U-turn and he stated that hc was looking for a place to park so the two of them could take a 
nap. I told him that he had passed a couple motels and Young then asked where the next rest area was. I 
told him that there was a rest arca around mule post 41 if thcy were going to be going west on the 
interstate, I then advised Young that I would be issuing a written warning for the violation. I returned to 
my cruiser and ran the Young's DL and the plate number through DOT. The registration check showed 
that the plate listed to another vehicle, At that time I went back up to the vehicle and asked the occupants 
why the plates listed to a different car. I was told that the car had just been purchased and the passenger 
produced paperwork to that effect. I verified the VIN from the paperwork against the cars VIN and 
returned to my cruiser to complete the warning. After doing so I went back up to the car and explained 
the warming to the Young and had him sign it in the appropriate spot, After he had signed it I gave him 
his copy and asked if there were any questions and being none I released the vehicle and occupants. 


ADDENDUM 
On November 4, 1997 I was contacted by Agent Jeff Hill of the FBI and informed that the two individuals 


in the vehicle had possibly been involved in the release of mink from a mink farm 1n Independence, WI.

DITTRICH advised that the mink sheds are arranged in a 
north to south direction and that he has approximately 15 sheds 
in total.

DITTRICE allowec interviewing Agent to view the 
individual cages which had contained the mink and observed the 


cur fenceé area. At this point during the interview, interviewing 
Agent asked DITTRICH to cuz or have one of his employees cut 
samples of wire from the fence for evidentiary purposes. This 
task was accomplisnea by PAUL SCHMIDT who had turned over three 


samples of wire fence to interviewing Agent prior to the 
termination of this interview.  DITTRICH advised that any wire 
that was cut as a sample- would have a bend, approximately 

90 degrees, to differentiate the end of the wire which shoulda not 
be examined by any laboratory and that the examination should be 
made on the straight end cut by the unknown individuals. 


| DITTRICH advised that another individual by the name of 
ROGER KUBITZ (phonetic) is another mink rancher in Athens, 
Wisconsin, who may have some information of a suspicious vehicle 
chat he had observed approximately one to two weeks ago. 
DITTRICH advised that he personally is not aware of, or has seen, 
any suspicious vehicles around his fur farm prior to this 
release. 


DITTRICH advised the name of the individual who may 
have stopped by to alert him at 1:30 a.m. is TOM HOBL who 
previously may have had telephone number (715) 748-4159. 


DITTRICH advised that another friend and rancher of a 
fur farm is MIKE PATRICK, address W3746 West Rib Road, Westboro, 
Wisconsin, telephone number (715) 427-5260. DITTRICH advised 
chat PATRICK's farm is approximately 15 miles away from his and 
chat PATRICK allegedly saw a strange vehicle pull into his fur 
farm. 


DITTRICH advised that to his knowledge most of, if not 
all, mink ranchers are identified on the Internet in some fashion 
and that it would probably not be very difficult for individuals 
to target the various farms. 


DITTRICH was asked to estimate as much as possible the 
dollar value in damage and/or loss at the present time. DITTRICH 
advised that in his opinion the loss would be approximately 
$40,000,00-$60,000.00 and at this point many mink had been 
recovered and DITTRICH advised that he estimates approximately 
300 are still missing. 
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DITTRICH provided interviewing Agent with a copy of the 
following bulletin/magazine, No Compromise - The Militant Direct 
Action Magazine of Grassroots Animal Liberationists and Their 
Supporters, Volume I, Number 4 dated October 1996. It should be 
noted that in this document ALF claims are abundant to various 
and specific cities within States containing fur ranches where 
animals were released by specific dates, as well as, other 
techniques and propaganda. 


DITTRICH was again contacted on October 31, 1997, and 
asked to assist interviewing Agent with a more thorough search of 
the west boundary guard fence in hopes of finding additional wire 
samples suitable for cómparisons. DITTRICH was advised that a 
red Geo Metro vehicle was stopped in Sheboygan County. 


DITTRICH provided writer with additional wire samples 
which he referred to as wire clips which assist in holding the 
wire fence to the metal fence posts, as well as a small section 
of fence.

Agent (SA) NORMAN ED BRUNER on October 28, 1997, at Medford,

minimizing the loss to the rancher. In addition individuals 
could contact various alarm-type security companies as it was 
suggested modifications could be made to perimeter guard fences 
Lo detect when and if the fence were to be cut affording an 
egress for the released mink. Additionally, SA BRUNER advised 
checking into hidden cameras activated with infrared devices 
utilizing infrared film.in order to obtain photographs of unknown 
Subject(s) engaged in the process of releasing the mink 
illegally. It was further advised that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) in no way is sponsoring or making the 
recommendation for any particular brand or type of equipment but 
merely that these types of items exist and are readily available 
in supporting catalogs such as CABELO's which are utilized by 
hunters to take nighttime photographs of wild game. 


Ranchers also expressed concerns as to ultimate 
prosecution and types of charges which were partly answered by 
District Attorney Mutter and explained that potential State 
charges could also be duplicated by Federal charges of 
potentially higher significant penalties but no Specific Federal 
violations of law were cited. 


On October 29, 1997, writer received by United Parcel

IMPOUND OF VEHICLE 

On 10/28/97 at approximately 1415 hours I, Deputy Fuller was 
advised via the radio that a subject calling on a cell phone was 
behind a vehicle that I had received information about at the تق‎ of 
my shift that may be involved in release of mink from mink ranches. 
The vehicle was described as a 1991 GEO Metro red in color, bearing 
Washington registration plate 560-GDO. There was also an attempt to 
locate on this vehicle for the FBI who wanted the vehicle stopped and 
the occupants I.D.'d. This vehicle was ultimately located and the 
vehicle was impounded pending an application for a search warrant of 
the vehicle. 

The driver of the vehicle was later identified as a Peter Daniel 
Young, M/W, DOB 6/26/77, believed to reside at 2760 76th Ave. SE, 
Mercer Island, WA., home phone number unknown. The passenger and only 
other occupant was later identified as Justin Clayton Samuel, M/W, DOB 
12/31/78, believed to reside at 20320 10th Pl, SE, Snohomi, WA., home 
phone unknown. 

The caller later identified as Linda 8. Zimbal, F/W, DOB 5/20/58, 
residing at 6020 Wilson-Lima Rd., Oostburg, 564-2118 advised the 


dispatchers that she had observed the Metro on Abraham Ct. at the end

of which is a mink ranch run by Zimbal and other members.  Zimbal had 
received information via other mink ranchers that the Metro in 
question had been seen in the vicinity of sevexal other mink ranches 
in the state, some of which had incidents of mink releases at nearly 
the same time the Metro was seen, 

I was then given Zimbal’s cellular phone number and I called her 
while I was en route to Oostburg which she said was the Metro's last 
direction of travel southbound on CTH A. Zimbal and I maintained 
phone contact until I contacted. Young and Samuel. 

Zimbal said she followed the vehicle as it entered the Village of 
Oostburg and ultimately pulled into the Wykhuis Foods parking lot 
where it parked by a dumpster and the driver later identified as Young 
exited and started rummaging through the dumpster retrieving some 
yellow tennis ball shaped objects which later were determined to be 
apples and re-entered the vehicle. They then parked in an alley 
between Daane Hardware which is located at 926 Center Ave. in Oostburg 


and the Deli immediately to the east of Daane Hardware. 





Zimbal said that the male passenger appeaxed to be looking at a 
map. Shortly thereafter myself, Deputy Nelson, Trooper Reese and 
State Patrol Inspector Wright arrived. I made contact with Young and 


asked him for identification. Young waa seated in the drivers seat of

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the Metro with Samuel sitting in the passenger seat. As I approached 





I observed him stuff what appeared to be a map in the glove box area 
of the vehicle. Young said his drivers license was underneath the 
seat and I asked him to exit the vehicle. Young did do ٥ aBking what 
was going on. I told Young that I did not feel comfortable by 
allowing him to reach under the seat, as for officer's safety reasons 
I did not know if he had some type of weapon underneath the seat. I 
asked Young if I could reach underneath the seat and gxab his billfold 
and he allowed me to do so. 

Young produced a Washington photo drivers license from his 
wallet. At this point Inspector Wright had Samuel exit the vehicle 
and was standing with him at the back of the Metro. I took Young 
aside where I could speak with him separated from Samuel. I asked 
Young where he was coming from and he stated Washington. I asked him 
where he was going to and he said Florida. I asked Young what he was 
doing in the area and he said they were just driving through. I told 
Young that we had a witness who said he had been on Abraham Ct. and he 
denied being there. I asked Young what he had been doing in the 
dumpster and he said he had been looking for food, that they are 
hungry and did not have much food. I explained to Young that another 


law enforcement agency had put out an attempt to locate on the Metro

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he was driving and asked that the person be identified and that it was 
related to some type of activity involving mink ranching. Young made 
à comment to the effect that he had no idea what that would be about. 
Young was wearing clothes that I would describe as outdoors type of 
clothing. They were tan or brown and did not appear to be of blue 
jean material. Young had an extremely short haircut and also had a 
darker colored hooded sweatshirt type jacket on. 

I then spoke with Samuel who advised that he did not have any 
identification on his person but it was in a backpack in the vehicle. 

I asKed Samuel where they were coming from and he said 
Washington. I asked him where he was going to and he said the east 
coast. When I asked him for a more specific destination he said 
Florida. I asked Samuel what they had been doing in this area and he 
said just passing through. He also denied being on Abraham Ct. Not 
once did either one of them say anything to the fact that they had 
never heard of Abraham Ct. or had no idea where it is. 

Samuel was then asked to step to Trooper Reese's car where he 
verbally identified himself to Reese in front of Trooper Reese's squad 
video camera. Hé then retuxned to my location which was alongside the 
Metro. At this point Samuel's duffelbag was on the hood. 


I advised Samuel that I did not feel comfortable for officer's 
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safety teasons of allowing him to open the backpack and pull his 
wallet out, as I did not know if it contained any weapons. I asked 
Samuel if I could open up his backpack and retríeve his I.D. or wallet 
and he said no. 1 asked him again indicating that I would like to see 
some type of identification and he again refused. I spoke with Samuel 
for a few more seconds at which point he looked over at Young and then 
stopped talking completely and refused to respond verbally to any 
questions including when I asked him what his current address was. 
Young's backpack was ultimately returned to the vehicle without being 
opened. 

I then had some phone conversations including one with an FBI 
agent out of the Lacrosse Office named Jeff Hill, who had some 
knowledge reference this incident. I explained to him the information 
T had and the circumstances and Mr. Hill advised he would be 
contacting Trempeleau County officials where the Metro had been seen 
recently and would recontact our department witb any information 
concerning any possible charges. 

I then spoke with Zimbal as I wanted to get more information from 
her as to what she had observed.  Zimbal said she was inside her 
residence when she observed the Metro westbound on Wilson-Lima Rd. 


She then got into hér car to follow it. The Metro proceeded

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northbound on CTH A and turned east onto Abraham Ct. The Metro 
continued eastbound while she pulled over onto the side of Abraham Ct. 
and watched the vehicle as it drove forward for some distance and then 
Stopped. It was stopped along the shoulder of the road for 
approximately i minute at which point she was able to observe the 
passenger looking at what appeared to be a map. According to Zimbal 
the only property passed the one other house which is at the 
intersection of CTH A and Abraham Ct. would be the mink xanch 
property.  Zimbal said that they were in a position that they could 
easily have seen the mink ranch. The vehicle then turned around and 
she followed it into Oostburg where I ultimately made contact with the 
occupants. 

I also had phone conversations with Capt. Rakow and Lt. 
Bruckbauer regarding this incident and the current status. 

In looking through the windows and open drivexs side window of 
the vehicle, I could observe some pieces of clothing, all of which 
were dark in color except for two pairs of boxer shorts. Also there 
appeared to be two sleeping bags in the rear seat and in a trunk area 
which was a windowed hatchback, was a supply of food including oatmeal 
or dried oats. In the open glove compartment was a crumpled map of 


what appeared to be Wisconsin and the front page to a map, unknown if 
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it dic the same one, stating southeastern Wisconsin. The price was $5 
and by looking at the index it appeared to be a very detailed map of 
thé southeastern portion of Wisconsin. There were also several bags 
containing what appeared to be magazines, but I wag unable to 
determine the title or publisher of any of these by looking through 
the window. There was also a large paper bag which had a hole at one 
end which also appeared to contain dark colored clothing. While 
looking at the contents it appears that the subjects are basically 
living out of their vehicle, 

Ultimately I was advised by Lt. Bruckbauer to ask Young for 
consent search of his vehicle and if he refused the consent, to then 
advise him that the vehicle was going to be seized and an application 
for a Search Warrant of the vehicle. I asked Young if he would give 
us consent to search his vehicle and he said no. I then advised him 
we would be impounding his vehicle and applying for a Search Warrant. 


L told Young that if he needed any personal item out of the vehicle he 


could remove it however I would first have to inspect it and it may be 


subject to possible search with a search warrant if I felt it had some 
evidentiary value. 
I then advised the same to Samuel who asked if he could have his 


wallet. I told Samuel he could but under the condition that I be

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allowed to search it and anything that I found in there that I felt 
may be of evidentiary value, would be returned to the car in the event 
we were able to obtain a Search Warrant. Samuel said that would be 
okay and I then also advised him that I would have to be the one to 
remove his wallet from the backpack. I removed Samuel's backpack from 
the car and put it on the hood of the Metro. There appeared to be 
several different compartments to the backpack and I asked Samuel 
which one it was in and he pointed to the top one. I started to qrab 
the zipper and he said I do not want you to search it. I advised him 
that I would only be opening it to remove his wallet and if he did not 
like that option I would return the backpack to the Metro unopened. 
Samuel then made some statement to the fact allowing me to open it and 
retrieve his wallet. I then partially opened the top compartment and 
pointed to a black item which appeared to possibly be a wallet and he 
said that was not it, it was further down. To do this I had to open 
it up further at which point he pointed to a black wallet which I 
immediately removed and closed the compartment. There was also in 
this compartment what appeared to be some type of black clothing or 
fabric, however I was not able to determine what exactly it was as 
once I had observed the wallet, I immediately closed the compartment. 


I then removed all of the contents of Samuel's wallet and 
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retained several papers and cards with phone numbers on it as well as 
a credit card and some medical cards. I returned to Samuel his 
drivers license, his wallet containing approximately $86 in cash. The 
paperwork that I removed was put on the dash board of the vehicle as I 
did not want to re-open the backpack. The backpack was placed in the 
front seat of the vehicle. 

Both Samuel and Young were offered rides to the Sheriff's 
Department or another location, and they did accept the offer for the 
ride and they were ultimately transported to the McDonald‘ s/Mini-mart 
on STH 28 and I-43 by Trooper Reese. 

Carlton's Automotive was called for the impound tow. Prior to 
Samuel and Young leaving I gave Young my business card advising him he 
could contact the Sheriff's Department whenever he wanted to as to the 
atatus of his vehicle, but that there was no longer time today to 
apply for the search warrant so it would be tomorrow, 10/29/97. 
Carlton Automotive arrived and hooked up to the vehicle. The vehicle 
was then transported by Carlton to the Cascade Shed where it was 
secured with evidence tape and an evidence tag was placed on it. I 
did follow Carlton directly to the Cascade Shed and it did not leave 


my sight until evidence tape had been applied on all doors and 6 
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hood with my initials and the complaint number placed on each strip of 


evidence tape.

The vehicle, after stopping for three to four minutes, 
then turned around and she followed it into the Village of Oostburg. 
U.S. v. Samuel 
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I made contact with the vehicle in the Village of Oostburg. The 
vehicle was a 1991n GEO Metro, red in color, Washington registration 560- 
GDO. The driver of the vehicle was Peter Daniel Young, d.o.b. 6-26-77, who 
claimed to reside at 2760 - 76th Avenue SE, Mercer Island, in the state of | 
Washington. The passenger was identified as Justin Clayton Samuel, d.o.b, 
12-31-78, residing at 20320 - 10th Place SE, in Snohomi, in the state of 
Washington. When I made contact with the vehicle, it was parked in an 
alley behind Daane Hardware in the Village of Oostburg. As I approached 
the vehicle, the male passenger appeared to be looking at a map but quickly 
stuffed the map into a glove box area in the vehicle. When I contacted 
Young, I asked him where he was coming from and he stated the state of 
Washington and I asked him where he was going and he said Florida. When I 
asked him what he was doing in the area, he said he was just driving 

hrough. When YI asked him if he was on Abraham Court, he denied being 
there. I had told him there had been a teletype of attempt to locate that 
vehicle concerning activity involving mink ranching in Trempealeau County 
and Young indicated he had no idea what that would be about. Young was 
wearing outdoors type clothes, tan or brown, had extremely short hair, and 
a darker colored, hooded, sweatshirt-type jacket on. 

I then contacted Samuel who indicated that he was coming from the 
state of Washington going to the east coast, specifically, Florida, and 
when asked what he was doing in the area, he said he was just passing 
through and he denied being on Abraham Court. In looking through the 
windows and open driver's side window of the vehicle, I observed some 
pieces of clothing, all of which appeared to be dark in color, except for a 
pair of boxer shorts. There appeared to be two sleeping bags in the rear 
seat and in the trunk area, which was a windowed hatchback was a supply of 
food including oatmeal and dried oats. In an open glove box compartment 
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a crumpled map of what appeared to be Wisconsin and the front page to a‏ وہ 
map, unknown if it was the same one, stated "Southeastern Wisconsin" and‏ 
the price was $5.00. It appeared to be a very detailed map of the‏ 
southeastern portion of Wisconsin. The vehicle was seized pending Search‏ 
Warrants.‏ 

I received a teletype from Trempealeau County Sheriff's Department. 
Said teletype is an official report of Detective Ron Corcoran of the 
Trempealeau County Sheriff's Department. Said document indicates that on 
October 23, 1997, at approximately 10:00 p.m., while off-duty, Detective 
Corcoran was at the Budget Mart in the City of Galesville, County of 
Trempealeau, State of Wisconsin. Prior to entering, he had observed in the 
parking lot a GEO Metro, Washington license plate 560-GDO. Walking past 
the vehicle, he had noted that it contained sleeping bags and other 
lothing inside of it. He indicated it was quite messy. When he entered, 
he had seen only booths occupied, one by an individual Detective Corcoran 
knew, the other by two young, white males, approximately 21 and 23 yeara of 
age, hair cut very close to the scalp or their hair had recently been 
shaved and showed new regrowth. The two individuals I had Btopped are 
similar in description. He indicated they had dark brown or black hair, 
5110" tall and appeared to weigh approximately 150 pounds. One of the 
males had glasses. When I pulled the vehicle over, Young was wearing a 
pair of glasses and they both fit the description Detective Corcoran 
indicated. He observed laying in the booth next to one of the parties a 
book entitled "The Rise of Fascism". Detective Corcoran made contact with 
them and they both indicated they were from the state of Washington, that 
they were not college students, they were on a trip to visit friends, and 
they were on their way to the Green Bay/Sheboygan area, possibly heading to 
Virginia and onto Florida. They asked directions on how to get there and 
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161 they indicated they wanted to take back roads, Detective Corcoran 
asked them why they did not want to take the Interstate, they indicated 
they liked the scenery. Detective Corcoran indicated that it was at night 
and they wouldn't be able to see much scenery. At approximately 
10:35 p.m., the two subjects got up from the booth, entered the vehicle and 
left the area. 

Trempealeau County further indicates that on October 25, 1997, a Ray 
Snieja of Independence, reported that somebody cut the fence on the west 
side of their mink barn, entered the mink barn and released certain minks, 
Approximately 352 female minks were released and 352 male minks were 
released. On today's date, October 29, 1997, I made phone contact with a 
Sergeant at the Trempealeau County Sheriff's Department, he advised that 
there were approximately 100 mink that had not been recaptured. Section 
443.75 of the Wisconsin Statutes makes it a crime to intentionally release 
an animal that is lawfully confined for farming purposes without the 
consent of the owner. Mx. Smieja had indicated to Trempealeau County 
authorities that they had not given anyone permission to release these 
minks. They informed the officer that they had been notified by a mink 
organization concerning a group known as the "Animal Liberation Front" or 
"ALF", He indicated it waa a militant underground animal rights group, 
going to various states, releasing animals from mink farms. The 88 
indicated that the release took place between October 24, 1997, at 4:30 
p.m. and October 25, 1997, at 6:00 a.m. 

Trempealeau County also provided, via this teletype, information they 
had received from FBI Agent Jeff Hill of LaCrosse, Wisconsin. Jeff Hill 
indicates in documentation that Peter Daniel Young, d.o.b. 6-26-77, in the 
State of Wisconsin, was arrested in Mercer Island, Washington, for trespass 
to a condemned house. At that time, found on him were Animal Liberation 
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ront literature and bolt cutters. Further, that Justin Samuel, d.o.b. 
12-31-78, of Mercer Island, Washington, was arrested with him on 
August 30, 1937, for trespass to a condemned building and also had ALF 
literature and bolt cutters with him. When I ran the license plate of the 
vehicle that I had found Samuel in, it was registered to one MANN 
ot Seattle, Washington. The FBI literature indicates that ghe also had 
been arrested on August 30, 1997, with the other two individuals for 
Cregpasg to a condemned house and ALF literature was found on her also. 
The Trempealeau County reports concerning the entry to the Smieja mink 
ranch indicates wires had been cut in order to obtain access to the minks. 
Agent Hill indicates that he had had contact with Detective Alan Lady of 
Mercer Island Police. They had informed Agent Hill that when these 
individuals had been arrested on August 30, 1997, for criminal trespass, 
ound on them was a vial of Acepromazine Maleate, an animal tranquilizer. 
Some of the documentation concerning ALF included a book entitled "Free the 
Animals", 

The vehicle in impound is described as a red, GEO Metro, bearing 
Washington registration 560-GDO, two-door vehicle with a hatchback, 
presently in the impound at the Cascade shed. 

Based on the above information, your Affiant obtained a Search Warrant 
from the State of Wisconsin, Circuit Court for Sheboygan County, 
authorizing himself and other members of the Sheboygan County Sheriff's 
Department and/or the Federal Bureau of Investigation to enter said vehicle 
to search for violations of section 943.75 of the Wisconsin Statutes, 
including wire cutters, dark clothing, surveillance pictures or photos of 
fur farms, diagrams or maps, animal rights activists literature, credit 
card receipta and evidence of travel to Trempealeau County, target lists 
and lists of address of fur farms, soil samples from mud boots and shoes to 
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2 used to compare the soil samples from the Trempealeau County farm area, 
address books and other contact numbers. Your Affiant states that with 
this warrant, he performed a sBearch of the above described vehicle on 
October 29, 1997. Numerous items as listed above were recovered from the 
vehicle, including, inside of a red can in the rear of the vehicle, an ATT 
Numeric pager, being black in color with no serial number and a liquid 
crystal display on the top. Your Affiant states that from past training 
and experience, he knows that within the circuitry of said pagers, numbers 
are contained and recorded whenever anyone calla into the pager, reflecting 
the telephone numbers of the originating calls and/or where the calling | 
party is wishing the pager holdex to call them back. These numbers would 
be reflective of the contact numbers sought after and considered to be 
relevant to the criminal activity and materials that were the subject of 

he earlier Search Warrant and could be highly vital in this investigation. 

Attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference as if set forth 
herein in full as Exhibit 1, is the Search Warrant Affidavit that led to 
che previous Search Warrant. Attached hereto and incorporated by reference 
ad Exhibit 2, is the Search Warrant that had previously authorized the 
search of the GEO. This is the Search Warrant and Search Warrant Affidavit 
that I used to search the vehicle on October 29, 1997, Also attached 
hereto and incorporated herein by reference as if set forth herein in full 
is a two-page document listed as Exhibit 3 that was found during the course 
of the execution of the Search Warrant. Under the heading "Independence", 
it has Highway 121. The Smieja farm is located on State Highway 121 in 
Independence. Further, listed is "Oostburg" with the address of 6020 
Wilson-Lima Road which is the address of Linda Zimbal, the owner of the 
Zimbal Mink Farm. Comments are made next to a number of the addresses that 
appeared to indicate that they have gone to various communities in 
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isconsin to check out the area. Listed to addresses in Tomahawk are "no 
found", two addresses in Medford, "nothing", an address for Granton is 
listed as "Amish confrontation"; an address for Mishicot is "Massive", 
This would indicate that they are checking the area out potentially for 
other members of the Animal Liberation Front. The pagers are often used to 
communicate back and forth to various people. The ATT numerical pager 
would list other phone numbers that they had been told to contact. This 
would be relevant to determine other individuals involved in the violation 
of Bection 943.75 of the Wisconsin Statutes out of Trempealeau County and 
also potential conspiracies under federal law. 

Your Affiant, therefore, submits this Affidavit in support of a Search 

Warrant authorizing myself and other members of the Sheboygan County 
Sheriff'a Department and/or Federal Bureau of Investigation to dismantle or 


otherwise extract these numbers from the said ATT Numeric pager.

RANCH at 3285 370th Street, Story City, Iowa 50248. 


| Investigation did determine that RONALD D. JACOBSON, 
formerly doing business as the L AND R MINK RANCH, is no longer 
in business. 


The FASSETT FUR FARM is physically located at 939 North 
White Fox Road, Webster City, Iowa 50595, and is owned and 
managed by JIM and TOM FASSETT, with telephone numbers 
(515) 832-2094 (farm) or (515) '832-5058 (residence). The FASSETT 
FUR FARM is physically located one mile north of Old Highway 20 
north of Webster City, Iowa. 


The HILLPIPRE MINK FARM is no longer in business but 
was managed and owned at one time by CHRIS HILLPIPRE, who 
currently resides at 136 Parkview Drive, Webster City, 
lowa 50595, telephone number (515) 832-2953. 


It is noted the address of 136 Parkview Drive, 
Webster City, Iowa, is in fact a residence and is not located in 
rural Hamilton County, thus explaining the notation "residence," 


The TWILIGHT MINK FARM is physically located at 
1395 240th Street (airport road), Webster City, Iowa 50595. 
Investigation determined that NEIL and SUSAN BROMM were the 
owners of the TWILIGHT MINK FARM but are no longer in business

On December 2, 1997, Mrs. SUSAN BROMM, -wife of NEIL 
BROMM, stated she and her husband were doing business at one time 
as the TWILIGHT MINK FARM. Mrs. BROMM stated, however, that she 
and her husband went out of business in 1990, basically because 
of the animal rights movement when a lot of customers stopped 
buying fur coats.  BROMM reported that RONALD JACOBSON, formerly 
doing business as the L AND R MINK RANCH of rural Story City, 
lowa, is also out of business, as is also CHRIS HILLPIPRE, TONES. 
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formerly doing business as the HILLPIPRE MINK FARM. Both 
JACOBSON and HILLPIPRE went out of business at the same 
approximate time as did the BROMM family. Mrs. BROMM stated that 
only the FASSETT FUR FARM and the ISEBRANDS FUR FARM are still in 
business in the local area. 


On December 2, 1997, contact was made with the Hamilton 
County Sheriff's Office to determine that the FASSETT FUR FARM 
was in fact vandalized on October 21, 1997, and paper name tags 
were torn off by the vandals and kept in their evidence locker 
for any possible latent fingerprints.

As aforementioned, FASSETT and his father learned from 
the Fur Commission about other incidents; and the Fur Commission 
routinely updates the mink farmers in the United States by what 
is called “Urgent-Security Alert" flyers. FASSETT provided for 
this agent a copy of a recent flyer, which is attached and made a 
part of this report. 


After informing FASSETT of the fact that his address 
location appeared on an apparent animal rights activist “raid 
list," it might explain the notation Following his address of a 
question mark because of the fact the vandals at his location 
were apparently scared off before they could do much damage. The 
vandals did, however, go through and attempt to open all of the 
cage locations but did not do it in such a manner that would 
allow the escape of any of the minks. The three minks that did 
escape did so because of faulty wiring in the cage. 


FASSETT also knows that NEIL and SUSAN BROMM were doing 
business at one time as the TWILIGHT MINK FARM on Airport Road, 
south of Webster City, Iowa, but have been out of business for 
some years. FASSETT offered his opinion that the notation

FASSETT stated that the unknown subjects went into his 
north shed and tore off the little paper name tags that he and 
his father had placed up over each cage. Those name tags would 
have the number of the mink and their grade of parents. Also, 
those name tags would have contained information which litter the 
mink had come from, as well as the breeding dates of their 
parents and their birth dates. The unknown subjects tore the 
tags into pieces and put all of those pieces into one pile in the 
north shed, rather than tearing them off at random and leaving 
them as they did so. The vandalism was reported to the Hamilton 
County Sheriff's Office, particularly to Deputy Whitmore. 
However, the pieces of paper torn by the vandals were later 
provided to Sheriff Anderson of the Hamilton County Sheriff's 
Office, which is maintaining those pieces of paper for 
evidentiary purposes.

Lair Fox Ranch, owned by Blaine Leffers in Ft. Wayne, Indiana, was attacked last night

approximately 2’ x 8’. All péns in the fox shed were opened, and 35 fox were removed 
out of a total of 99 housed on the farm. With the help of neighbors, Mr. Leffers has 
recovered most of the fox, but at least one was killed by an automobile, and another must 
be euthanized because of injuries it sustained in the animal rights attack. Local law 
enforcement authorities and the FBI have been notified and an investigation has begun. 


This incident continues a pattern of animal rights violence in the Midwest during the last 
two months. Recently, there have been numerous reports by farmers of suspicious 
activity, including sightings of strange vehicles, and light aircraft circling fur farms. Fur 
Commission USA has passed along all of these reports to federal investigators, who are 
following up on them. 


Please treat seriously any and all suspicious activity near your farm, and report if 
immediately to law enforcement authorities, your local FBI office and Fur Commission 
USA. Note descriptions of any strange vehicles, with license numbers, and any aircraft 
flying over your farm. In the case of aircraft, look for identifying numbers on the tail or 
wings.

Re:  Proffer of Justin Clayton Samuel 
Dear Mr. Coffey: 


Your client, Justin Clayton Samuel, has been charged in an indictment with animal 
enterprise terrorism and interfering with interstate commerce by threat of violence. Of 
course, the government welcomes any information that may aid it in reaching a proper 
determination of this matter. Accordingly, the government seeks a proffer of the testimony 
of Mr. Samuel regarding his knowledge of the facts underlying this matter. 


The government requires a completely truthful statement by Mr. Samuel in this 
proffer. No direct use will be made of his statements, or any information provided by him, 
in the government's case-in-chief at trial, or in aggravation of his sentence, pursuant to 
USSG § 1B1.8. 


The indirect use of Mr. Samuel's statements, or other information provided by him, 
is permitted by this agreement. The government is completely free to pursue any and all 
investigative leads derived in any way from the proffer, which could result in the 
acquisition of evidence admissible against your client. 


If your client subsequently testifies at any trial or hearing contrary to the substance 
of the proffer, or presents a position inconsistent with the proffer (for example, during 
cross-examination of witnesses, through witness testimony, or during arguments), the 
government is completely free to use the statements and other information from the 
proffer at sentencing for any purpose, at trial for impeachment or in rebuttal testimony, or 
in a prosecution for perjury. These provisions are necessary to assure that your client 
does not make false statements during this proffer and does not commit perjury when 
testifying at any trials or hearings.

By his signature, Mr. Samuel also acknowledges that he is 
voluntarily and knowingly waiving his right not to discuss any matters which might 
incriminate him and that he is voluntarily and knowingly agreeing to make statements 
and answer questions according to the terms and conditions set forth in this letter.

Steven Casper, FBI crime lab tool mark identification analyst,- 


Would testify to his background and qualifications as a Tool Mark identification 
expert with the crime lab. He would testify that he received the wire cutting samples 
taken from the sites of the attacks previously mentioned and the bolt cutters and tools 
taken from Young and Samuel’s red Geo Metro by the Sheriff's Dept. 


Mr. Casper would testify that he tested/compared the wire samples to the 
impressions/ marks left by the bolt cutter and tools, and identified a positive match. The 
bolt sutters and tools possessed by Young and Samuel had been used to cut the wire 
at the site of the farm attacks on the Turbak, Smieja and Dittrich farms. 


Finally, to confirm all the evidence above, the Gov. would have the testimony of 
Justin Samuel: 


Samuel would testify that he and Young planned to and did drive through various 
states in the Midwest, including Wisconsin, trespassed onto the farms, cut down fences 
and released mink from the farms. 


He would testify that their intent was to (1) free the mink and (2) disrupt the mink 
farm operation , causing economic harm as a disincentive to operating the mink farm.

MR ANDERSON: All right. The witness we're calling is Justin Samuel. 
Would you take the stand and be sworn in by the foreman, please? 


THE FOREPERSON: Would you please stand and raise you right hand? 


JUSTIN SAMUEL, 
having been first duly sworn in by the foreperson of the Grand Jury, 
was interrogated and testified as follows: 


THE FOREPERSON: Thank you. Please be seated. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 
Q Justin, would you state your name and spell the last name, please? 
A My name is Justin Clayton Samuel. Samuel is S-a-m-u-e-l. 
O How old are you, Justin? 
A I'm 21 years of age 
O What's your date of birth? 


A December 31, 1978. 


Q All right. And where is your original place of residence? 


A Original place of birth or residence? 


QO: Both? 


A I was born in San Jose, California, but I've lived mostly near 
Seattle in Washingtons LES Snohomish; S-n9ooh-o-m-r-s-h, Washington, 


Q Okay. A couple of things before we get started, and this is Peggy 
Lautenschlager - - excuse me, shouldn't have drank that - - the U.S. 
Attorney in our district, in case you never met her. I don't know if 
you have, and she's going to go through the substance of information 
you provided to investigators from the FBI last week and there will be 
some additional things. There's more details that we'll ask you about 
as well. 

First of all, I want you to know as a witness appearing before a Grand 
Jury - - By the way, this is the Grand Jury, the people assembled to 
help us investigate federal offenses and eventually vote on 
Indictments, and after we're done asking questions, they'll have a 
chance to ask questions as well. 

I also want you to understand that as a witness appearing here, you do 
have a right, if you have an attorney, to have that attorney outside 
and if at some point in time in questioning you want to ask your 
attorney a question, normally we would let you go outside to ask your 
attorney a question, but your not exactly mobile so we probably would 
let the attorney come in here and talk to you, if you want that 
Opportunity; 7ھ‎ 


A Okay. 


O And you do have an attorney, right? 


A Yes, I do. 


O That would be Mr Coffey, right? 


A Correct. 


O In case you didn't know, he is outside available for you if you do 
have something you want to consult with him about, okay? 


A Okay. Thank you. 


Q The other right which witnesses normally have involves their 5th 
Amendment right to not incriminate themselves. But as you understand, 
and so the Grand Jury understands, you entered a plea yesterday to 
charges related to the events we are going to talk about. Do you 
understand that? 


A That is correct, yes. 


O And you did enter the plea, right? 


A Yes. 


O And therefore as to the events we are going to talk about, since you 
plead guilty to those, you really no longer have a 5th Amendment right. 
You waived that in entering the plea, correct? 


A Correct. 


Q Again, if you have any questions concerning that or anything, feel 
free to ask to consult with your attorney, okay? 


A Okay. 
Q All right. I'll turn it over to Peg now. 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: I don't know if that's a good thing or bad thing, 
Justin. Good morning. 


THE WITNESS: Good morning. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. First I have a personal question to ask. Does one pronounce it 
vegan or veegin? 


A Depends on the person. Different people, different ways. 
O There's no preferred pronunciation? 
A No. 


O Okay. We'll move on then. Justin, as you know, we're here to talk 
about some events involving the release of mink at various mink farms 
across the country. Is that right? 


A Correct, specifically relating to the Indictment made against me. 


Q Right. Okay. And this Grand Jury actually has never heard testimony, 
have they? 


MR ANDERSON: They did one witness 
A GRAND JUROR: Back in April. 
MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Back in April, okay.

BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. That's right. They've heard just some testimony regarding the 
allegations that were in the original Indictment, so what I'd like to 
do is sort of walk through some of the information which you gave to 
Agent Strong the other day and some of the information which has come 
up in a previous Grand Jury, if that's okay with you? 


A Okay. 


Q Okay. Let's start with your time as a student at the University of 
Washington, and during that time, did you have an opportunity to me 
Peter Young and [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee]? 


w eS wp ub. 


Q Okay. And how did you meet them? 


A I met them through a student organization for animal rights. 


Q Okay? 


A Around campus. 


Q Do you recall the name of the organization? 


A Students for Animal Liberation. 


Q Okay. Was that related to any other organizations involving animal 
rights- grouüup Ol was it Simply a campus OgEOallzeabLron- 


A It was an independent campus organization. 


Q Okay. What sort of activities did that group get involved in? 


A Mostly on University-related types of information distribution and 
protest of, like, ongoing campus things that were against the beliefs 
of the group. 


O And do you want to just briefly summarize the beliefs of that group? 


A The beliefs of the group were mostly to the extent that animals 
should not be used for human purposes. 


O That would include not eating animals? 


A That would include not eating animals. 


Q Include not eating products from animals? That animal might be held 
in captivity, some sort of situation where they'd be milked or used in 
Some way - - 


A Correct. Correct. 


OQ — — for food products, and it would also mean that you wouldn't use 
animals for clothing items or things like that? 


A That is correct; 


O What about research areas? 


A The group is opposed to research. Any type of use of animals would 
just be against, like, them living their normal lives. 


Q Okay. And these beliefs are ones which are probably commonly held by 
a lot or animal rights organizations, is. that fair? 


A I would say so, yeah. 


O Okay. And, indeed, one of the things that brought you together with 
Mr. Young and [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] was the 
fact that you all believe - - you all believe this? 


A Correct. Correct. 


Q Certainly at that time? 


A I was a participant in this group, Students for Animal Liberation, 
yeah. 


MR ANDERSON: So I have a reference, it just says when you were at the 
University of Washington. Can you tell me what year that would of been? 


THE WITNESS: That would of been probably - - I was only at the 
University itself maybe from the summer of '96 to the spring of '97 
maybe. 


BY MS. LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. 


A I think that was the time; 


Q One year about? 


A I had previous college education at the communtiy college before 
transferring there. 


Q Okay. Now what sorts of activities would you do with Mr Young and 
[name omitted by Peter Young Support Committe] when it came to your 
involvement in that group on campus? 


A A lot of things, such as distribution information, leafleting, going 
around campus and handing out information on vegetarianism or the 

testing done there, the research on animals done by the medical school 
of the University. Other - - other issues, too. Just general cosmetics 


testing in general, not specifically related to the University. 

Also, every now and then a protest, if something was happening on 
campus. For example, if like on a specific day, like, just holding 
signs outside of the medical building where they do research on animals. 


O By and large it was protests, letting people know what your concerns 
were, that sort of thing? 


A Yeah. Yeah, pretty much. 
MR ANDERSON: Did you, when you were doing these things with them, did 


you discuss the ideas of the animal rights movement with Justin? I mean 
Peter Young and with [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee]? 


THE WITNESS: Yes. With a lot of other people, too; other people in the 
group, other people who weren't in the group. That was kind of the 
whole point was to discuss the issues. 


MR ANDERSON: And you found your ideas matched with them? That's why you 
hung out with them more? 


THE WITNESS: I guess our ideas matched. That's probably why we all 
ended up together in this organization and the group there. 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q When you had this qroup conversation, it sort of - - you all had this 
common interest and it was fun to get together and talk about these 
ideas and figure out what you could do, what you could - - 


A Yeah. We all had interest in trying to just like raise awareness 
generally into, you know, promoting these ideas, so that what actually 
the whole purpose of the group was. 


O And among the members of the group, you became particularly familiar 
with Mr Young and [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] and 
the three of you sort of hit it off with a friendship? Is that a fair 
assessment? 


A Yes. We became friends, yes. 


Q Okay. During that time did you continue to explore animal rights 
issues and the various organizations involves in the advocating for 
these sorts of animal rights? 


A Yeah. Yeah. 
Q Okay. And in doing so, did you also check on things like the Internet? 
A Yes, I would look at animal rights things on the Internet, too. 


Q Are there a lot of sites involving animal rights? 


A There's at least a couple I am familiar with, yes. 


Q Okay. What sorts of sites are you familiar with? 


A There's sites - - The Animal Liberation Front Information Service, 
which is just a service that provides kind of updates of things that 
have appeared in the news, that have been done on either - - related to 


the ideals of the people who, like, work on the Web site about what the 
ALF should do or whatever. But it's an informative kind of thing. like 
what to do if people are interested in these issues, the reason behind 
them, things that have happened in the past.

A There's other Web sites, too. There's other just kind of general 
vegetarian sites. 


Q Is the Animal Liberation Front a part of PETA then, or was a part of 
PETA? 


A I don't think so in any way. 
Q Was it a membership type group? 


A No. No. From what it says on the website, as far as I am aware of it, 
it says that any person who wants to do something in accordance with 
these beliefs of the people who set it out on the internet - - can 
claim themselves as part of the ALF or something. I don't think there 
is any tyoe of membership. 


Q I know. For example, PETA sends out little fund-raising letters. I've 
received them in the mail and they tell me if I send $25, they'll 
continue to send me letters asking me for more money and send me little 
address labels or something like that. Does ALF do that sort of thing, 
too, or they're just simply informational? 


A Not that I'm aware of, no. I think people can give money the 
information service, just like the JM group that helps get 
information out about them. But from what I've read on there, I've 
never seen anything directly relating to the Animal Liberation Front. 
It's just a group of people providing information about the Animal 
Liberation Front. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON 


O But as you stated, if someone commits an action consistent with the 
objectives or goals stated in the materials for the Animal Liberation 
Front, they can consider themselves a member of the group? 


A That's how it states itself, yeah. 


Q Okay. Did you eventually at a point in time when you engaged in 
actions consider yourself an arm or member of this group? 


A NO, actually T. did not; 


O Did you - - The stuff on the Internet Web site, let me show you a 
couple of things. One of the things on the Web site would be a thing 
called, a document called The Final Nail, right? 


A Correct. 
Q You had seen that before, hadn't you? 
A UOS 


Q Let me ask you this. When you say you had looked on the Web sites, 
did you have a computer of your own? Did you use someone else's 
computer? 


A I had a computer of my own. I used the University computers, parents' 
computers, friends' computers, just whenever I wanted to use one. 


Q Okay. 
A Whatever was available? 


O And did the materials that were on the Web site, did you share the 
information form those materials or print off materials and share them 
with Peter and [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee]? 


A They would probably see them independently, too. I don't know if we 
discussed them. I think we probably had other copies, not from the 
Internet, just around as part of information, just among the mass of 
different kind of animal rights information through = = giving Lo 
people if they were interested. 


Q In addition to being available on the Web site, when you attended 
rallies or meetings or something, did they have copies of The Final 
Nail available? 


A Yes. Sometimes I had seen them, different types of like, information 
like stalls, information stalls, a stand. 


Q And had you, if not looking for the documents with Peter and [name 
omitted by Peter Young Support Committee], had you at least discussed 
the ideas that are expressed in the Final Nail about, toward mink farms 
lu Particular? 


A Yes, we have. 


Q Okay. One of the things that, in addition to - - By the way, Peg had 
placed in front of you Grand Jury Exhibit No. 1. Just looking at that, 


it has a Web site www.envirolink.org/alf/articles. Is that Web site 
70. you? 


A Yes t is. 


Q Okay. And looking at this document, and this was from the document 
index or chronometer or whatever you would call it. Looks like it was 
printed in December of 1996. Has an article Many Faced of the Fur 
Industry, The Fur LS Dead; listing types of animals; chinchilla, fox, 
mink. Listing farms in various states, including Wisconsin. Has an 
article Free at Last and Maximum Destruction, Not Minimum Damage. 
Released Mink Can Survive in the Wild. 

Had you seen these articles before? 


A Yes. I'm sure I read the whole thing probably. 


Q Okay. Now, in these articles, and then there is also for the same Web 
Site, this is Exhibit No. 4, www.enviroweb.org/alfis, which is the 
Animal Liberation Front Information Service, is that right? 


A. e$ 
Q Is that what you were talking about earlier in terms of news? 
A. eg. 


Q This has a listing on this particular page, this exhibit, Animal 
Liberation Front Guidelines, and had you read the guidelines of the 
Animal Liberation Front before? 


A Yeah. Yeah, I have. I'm assuming they're the same ones written here, 
yeah. 


Q It lists, To liberate animals from places of abuse, i.e., 
laboratories, factories, farms, fur farms, et cetera, and place them in 
good homes where they may live out their natural lives free from 
suffering. 

Second objective; inflict economic damage to those who profit from the 
misery and exploitation of animals. 

Next, to reveal the horrors and atrocities committed against animals, 
and it goes next, to take all necessary precautions against harming any 
animal, human or nonhuman. 

Next, any group of people who are vegetarians or vegans and carry out 
according to ALF guidelines have to right to regard themselves as part 
of the ALF. 

And, finally, the Animal Liberation Front consists of small, autonomous 
groups of people all over the world who carry out direct action 
according to the ALF guidelines. 

Are those all familiar to you? 

A Yes, they are. 


Q Okay. So one of the objectives of the Animal Liberation Front is not 
only to free the mink, but to try and stop the fur industry, correct? 


A That's correct. 


Q And so to achieve that objective, to make it not profitable for the 
mink farms to operate, economic harms to the farms is advocated, right? 


A Yeah. It appears to be, yes. 


O And, in fact, when you decided to go out and commit the actions you 
committed, did you commit those actions with the ideas of those 
objectives in mind? 


A I understood those would probably be definite side effects, but my 
primary motivation at the time actually really fully related to saving 
of the lives of the individual minks. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Justin, if I might ask, essentially what happened is somewhere along 
the line while living with Mr Young and [name omitted by Peter Young 
Support Committee], you and Mr Young decided that you were going to 
travel across country and figure out where some mink farms were and 
release as many mink as possible, is that fair? 


A hat's fair: 


O And you were kind of on your way to Florida because once you got 
there, after you released all these mink, you were going to hang out on 
a beach like any other kid who's 19 or 20 is anxious to do. Is that 
Bop 


A That's correct. 


Q And when you do this, in part you want to release the mink and make 
sure that they're set free. Would that be - - 


A Yeah. The idea was to give then the best chance of surviving as 
possible. 


QO Okay. And, but, in doing so, do you think you could have figured out, 
I mean, the way in which you did it, you essentially came with barbed 
wire cutters, cut down portions of fences, outside fences and went into 
the barn type structures in which the mink were kept, correct? 


A Correct. 
Q And then you would take off the back portions or whatever of the cage? 
A Open the cages. 


Q Open the cages, tip them over and let the mink run free? 


A Correct. 
O Did you assist the mink in getting out of the cage? 


A No. They tended to leave, almost all of them immediately. Some of 
them were, like, curious for a few seconds first, but I think they just 
- - It's just a very small cage and being curious animals, only one 
direction to go outside of the cage, so they tended to leave on their 
OWn. 


O Kind of mean animals, too? Particularly when held in captivity? 


A I don't know. I think they probably don't have a very - - very much 
love for the people because of their, like negative interactions with 
them their whole life, but they weren't like trying to attack or 
vicious. If they felt threatened, like your hand is next to them in the 
cage, they'll bite you, but - - 


EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O Can I clear something up? I'm sorry. Let me clear something up about 
that, when you released the mink. In your statement to the 
investigators last week, you said when you released the mink out of the 
cages, you had cut down the perimeter fence ahead of time, correct? 


A Correct. 


O Then you released the mink from the cages and once you had opened the 
cages, you got out of there quickly, you and Peter, right? 


A Yeah. Correct. 


So if the mink were milling around the farm, not going out of the‏ و 
fence, you just got out of there anyway, right?‏ 


A Yeah. Correct. But we would cut down the fences outside ahead of time 
to kind of aid them in being able to get past the fence. 


Q If they found their way out that fence, so you didn't take time to 
shoo them out? 


A No. Probably for various reasons, one just being time and the idea 
that maybe more would find their way out if all of them had a chance to 
run around individual going across the fence. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


O Did you do much research prior to this in terms of the likely 
survival for these minks if they were to be released? 


A Some things. Like, there was an article in there, The Final Nail 
there, and there's probably other articles on the Internet and I had 
read things such as this here, No Compromise. Going to go through, and 
that probably talks about that, LOO SO =-= 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: No Compromise, just for the record, No Compromise is 
marked as Grand Jury Exhibit 3? 


MR ANDERSON: Three 

MS. LAUTENSCHLAGER: Is that correct? 
EXAMINATION 

BY MR ANDERSON: 

O You've heard of No Compromise before? 
A Yes, I have. 


Q Correct me if I'm summarizing wrong. It's sort of a newspaper, news 
article magazine or magazine on animal liberation? 


A CUOIISOL: 
Q Does it have different issues occasionally, or - - 


A Yeah. It talks largely about things like protests, from what i 
remember right. I haven't seen any, like, recent copies in a long time, 
but I had seen that one before. 


Q That particular one? 


A Yes. But it talks about everything, the issues of liberating animals, 
issues of the demostrating, things to talk about. Likewise to 
distribute information. Like events to go to. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


O Is it fair to say that one of your goals was to make sure that in 
ideal world, that there will be no more mink farms? 


A I think that's fair to say. That was part of my beliefs. 


Q Part of you actions were to make sure that we don't keep having mink 
farms around, is that fair? 


A Yeah, I think. 


Q Put them out of business? 


A I think my vision of the ideal world definitely would have been 
without mink farms. 


Q And at the time you left, your thought was kind of like these actions 
would in part help achieve that ultimate ideal goal? Is that fair? 


A Definitely, yeah. Yeah. 
Q Okay. 

EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O Because the farmers were, whether the mink got out, escaped or not, 
the farmers were aware that there was someone out there that could take 
action against them that would cause increased security costs for the 
farm? They'd have to increase their cost of producing the mink and that 
that might drive them out of business? 


A Well, these are definitely issues that were, that are discussed as 
part of the idea of liberating mink. But once again, different people - 
- I mean both people who, like, just like people on the street, I would 
talk to other people in these organizations, would just have different 
opinions on their own priorities on what was important, whether it was 
like the individual mink in the cages or whether they were concerned 
about more abstract economic things. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 
O Did you talk to Peter at all about what was motivating him to go? 


A He - - I don't know if his beliefs would be exactly the same as mine, 
but I guess, I mean, from my understanding, I guess it would be fair to 
say that it was just kind of maybe most people's beliefs that I spoke 
to who believed in the idea that in an ideal world, there shouldn't be 
mink - - Some sense of understanding of all the different issues. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O This is beyond protests, what you guys were doing? This is what is 
Galled, direct action; right? 


A Correct. 


Q Direct action means affirmative, physical use of some sort of action 
against an animal-producing or animal-using industry, right? 


A You say against, but it might be - - Actually the terms "direct 
action" might be taken as direct action for an animal. Not saying 
against an industry. 


Q Getting back to when you released the mink and weren't so concerned 
about scooting them out, but getting out quickly, was it also, from 
reading the materials you had also known to you, that once you released 
the mink from those cages, there was a loss of value of any mink that 
were breeding mink? 


A I was aware of that, but - - but you said I was concerned about 
Scooting out quickly. That also came as a desire not to get caught. I 
was aware that what I was doing was illegal and there was the concept 
that if you - - if you get caught, you can't go to the next farm the 
next day. 


O Not just illegal, but these farmers wouldn't be too happy with you? 
A It's probably not the safest to be found either, so - - 


O Right. Right. You understood once you released the mink from their 
cages, even that action, from what the material advocates, does some 
harm to the mink farm in not being able to tell which breeding mink are 
which? 


A Yes. I was aware of that. 
MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Let me - - 
MR ANDERSON: Okay. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


O: Let me get back to you guys hit the road. [name omitted by Peter 
Young Support Committee] opts out or coming with you. Is that fair? 


A I don't know about opts out. [name omitted by Peter Young Support 
Committee] just wasn't interested from the start. I don't know exactly 
what [her/his] feelings were. [omitted] just, when the idea was 
presented to [omitted], the idea of driving to Florida, while on the 
way stopping through various mink farming states in the Midwest and 
releasing mink, just for [omitted] own reasons - - I don't know what 
those were, if it was like legal or personal or beliefs - - [omitted] 
just was not interested in coming. 


Q [Question omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] 


A I don't know exactly. 


O You don't know. But later when you ended up in, near Sheboygan, 
Wisconsin and needed a bus ticket, you knew to call [name omitted by 
Peter Young Support Committee] out there? 


A Yeah, so [omitted] must have - - I don't know if I knew [omitted] 
plans, but I guess I must have known [omitted] was going out there and 
[omitted] given me a phone number, so in that case, I guess I probably 
did know. I'm not sure if it struck me as that big of a deal at the 
time, but - - 


Q So the two of you go out. You've got the red Geo Metro and that red 
Geo Metro is in [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] name? 


A Correct. 


O And it is owned, though, by all three of you? You ante up a third of 
the money, or approximately? 


A Approximately a third. I'm not sure if it worked out exactly, but - - 


O [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] said, Go ahead, use 
the Car; but lm Hot going with: you 


A Yeah. Yeah. It was kind of from the standpoint, even though the title 
was in [omitted] name, like [omitted] wasn't really the sole owner of 


it. It was jointly owned. So the two of us wanted to use it. [omitted] 
was - - We wanted to know if [omitted] wanted to come along at that 
time. [omitted] didn't need it, use of it, so - - 

( Ose += 


MR. ANDERSON: Did any =" = 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Well, during this time, though, you were not sure that you remembered 
[omitted] was going out east at the time you left? 


A See, I - - It was just a question I wasn't, like, thinking about, but 
I guess I must have known because I remember I did have the phone 
number, like how to contact [him/her]. 


Q So you had it when you left? 


A Yes. Yes. 


Q Okay. 


EXAMINATION 


BY MR ANDERSON: 


Q How much did each of you kick in for the car? 

A l don't know. I think. around 5700. 

O A piece? 

A Yeah. 

O Tell me this. Before you bought the car, did you have a job? 

A Yeah. I worked at different places. I had worked at a fast-food 


restaurant before. I had worked at an engineering firm. I had worked at 
a supermarket. 


Q What about Peter? 

A I'm not sure about him. 

O What about [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee]? 
A I believe [omitted] had a job at [omitted]. 


Q Okay. So the money that was used for the car, where did you get your 
money from? 


A My money? 
Q Yeah? 


A It came from previous savings, and also because I was a student I 
wasn't always working, my money was also combined with money like I was 
getting from my parents from just living off of, so it was a 
combination of savings or money I had saved and not spent while my 
parents were helping me live as a student. So, but the breakdown of, 
like, what part of what, I don't know. 


O When the car was seized in Sheboygan and then held, why didn't you 
try to get the car back after the police were done with it? 


A Well, from my part, I wasn't interested exactly in showing up there 
soon afterwards because I didn't know, like, my legal status. So I 
wanted to get better legal information, and I think - - I don't know 
for [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee] part. I don't know 
if [omitted] was very interested in going because maybe a cross between 
not needing it and not being - - [omitted] not having that much money 
invested in it and maybe not knowing the legal ramifications, too, and 
if it was being held as, you know, evidence or something. But that's 
just conjecture. I don't know. 


MR ANDERSON: Okay 


EXAMINATION 


Br-MS LAULTBENSCHLAGER: 


O Lets go to the first mink farm that you went to. That was one you 
remember fairly vividly? 


A The name of that? 


Q The one in South Dakota. There was a mink farm in South Dakota and 
you indicated Watertown, South Dakota? 


A Okay. Yeah, I believe that was mink and fox. 


Q I believe it might of been, yeah. I think so. And it was one that 
took a while for you, is that correct? 


A Yeahs that's correct; 


Q Okay. And this is the first one you hit and you had some memories of 
it because it took a while, is that correct? 


A Yes, that’s ETON. 


Q Okay. I think you reported to Agent Strong that it was about three 
Hours ie COOk- you guys: Lo complete Ir? 


A Yeah. At least, yeah. 


O And at that time it was you and Mr. Young? 


A Correct. 


Q Who went there? No one else? 


A No one else? 


O Is that correct? Okay. And you cut the holes in the perimeter fence 
and released mink and maybe fox? You're not sure? 


A I believe there were fox there. If I told him I wasn't sure about 
fox, it was because I couldn't remember if that was the farm that had 
fox. But I think there was one farm with fox and so that was probably 
it, yeah. 


Q Okay. But, and these raids kind of blur together in your memory after 
a while? 


A Yeah. I visited like a week and a half or something like that. It was 
just different farms, not knowing the area. 


O Do you know about how many you hit during that time? 


A Somewhere around maybe six. 


O Okay; 


A I was mostly relying on the Indictment to tell me the exact numbers. 
I don't know if it was seven. 


Q Okay. And by and large you ended up executing these raids on farms in 
South Dakota, Iowa and Wisconsin, is that correct? 


A Correct. 


Q And you picked the Midwest because of concentration of mink farms? 


A That's correct. 


O Indeed, I've discovered Wisconsin has an inordinately high number of 
Mink. farms, 19 that 7 


A Yeah. Yeah, I think so. 


Q And some of these were actually on the western side of Wisconsin, is 
that correct? 


A Yeah. Yeah. 


Q Then you went to the eastern part of Wisconsin geographically. 


A That was probably the route we took. We were traveling that direction 
Sona = 


Q Between South Dakota and Wisconsin, you also made a stop or two in 
lowa? 


A Correct. 


Q Okay. Now during these times you relied on an atlas, is that correct, 
to find your way around: 


A I don't know if it was an atlas or various maps. We had at least two, 
DUT = = 


O Do you recall telling Agent Strong that you stopped off oftentimes at 
the Barnes and Noble bookstore because then you could do some reading 
while you were there before buying the maps? 


A Yeah. Yeah, because we would have to get the maps in, like, detailed 
outlets. If we had a big road atlas, I wouldn't have detail to go down 
and finding individual places. 


O Do you remember stopping at the Barnes and Noble in Omaha, Nebraska? 


A I don't remember that one individually, but probably did, so - - 


O And you purchased those bolt cutter tools, did you do that along the 
way or did you use the same bolt cutters. or - - 


A We had - - I know we at least probably changed the bolt cutters once, 
but we did repeatedly use some of them. 


Q But you did have a number of bolt cutters and not just the same set? 
A Yeah. I think at least once maybe we had thrown them away. 
Q Okay. 


A But - - But I think we tended to, especially later on, like after the 
first few days, just keep - - 


Q They were getting a fair amount of use or were they just cheap bolt 
0000 7 


A Probably both. We were, you know, using them and they were probably 
cheap too. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O I'm sorry. Does one of the things that, the materials that you've 
read from the animal version advocate that you not reuse things that 
can tie you to event? 


A Yeah. I think that's information that's probably in The Final Nail, 1 
would guess. 


O Did that factor in throwing away bolt cutters, getting new ones, too? 


A I don't know if the idea came from there originally, but the general 
idea was knowing that they could be linked to you like - - like 
analysis ort The prints and = = 


Q Tool marks? 
A - - the tool marks, yeah. 

EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Before you get to one of these or when you first get to one of these 
farms; do you doa bit OF surveillance; 15 that 7 


A Yes. 


Q You checked out to make sure there weren't large fences or dogs or 
things like that that might impede you in your mission. Is that fair? 


A That's correct. We would look for, like, a place to park and just 
like, just kind of get an idea of the layout of the place. 


Q Okay. You were using a list from the Final Nail of mink farm 
locations? 


A That's correct. 


O And then you would make notations in your Final Nail copy of these 
farms and information about the security, correct? 


A Yeah. 


EXAMINATION 


BY MR ANDERSON: 


O Let me ask you, did you have, when you went and you were using this 
list, these various places, did you have any prior reconnaissance 
information from other people that had been involved? 


A No. We just had a list of addresses and it was kind of hit or miss as 
to whether we actually find them, like because not knowing the area and 
not - - the addresses, I don't know if I had the impression at the time 
that whoever made the list probably had never been there. They maybe 
had just gotten the addresses from some, I don't know, list of 
businesses or something, but - - 


O And the notes that were made on the list were made by? 


A Those were made by Peter. 


EXAMINATION 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. Peter was the driver during that time, correct? 


A He drove because I didn't know how to drive stick, so - - 


Q Okay. Now despite your lack of memory of specific farm sites, as you 
mention, they all sort of blur together, you do have some 
recollections, however, of various incidents which took place during 
this trip through the Midwest, is that fair? 


A That's correct. 


Q And among those recollections would be your recalling having your car 
towed from a ditch that was near a fur farm in Iowa. Do you remember 
Elo 


A That's correct: 

Q What happened with the car, do you remember? 
A HOW It got SulekE- OE 7 ۷۳ 

Q Yeah? 


A How it got stuck. I think we were maybe a few miles from a fur farm 
or looking for one and then we were kind of off a main road and, like, 
a farming area and we were trying to turn around in an intersection, 
and there was some, like, bushes and it looked like solid ground maybe 
or something, but the back tire got stuck and we had to have it towed 
Qut 


Q Okay. Did you call à tow truck? 
A Yes, we did. 


Q Okay. Did you communicate with anybody other than the tow truck 
driver that day? 


A Maybe just like a farmer nearby. Not a mink farmer but just a person 
who owned a nearby farm asking them if they could help pull us out of 
the ditch, but I don't think he wanted to just because maybe legal 
things, not wanting, if he damaged our car, if we would be mad at him, 
so he told us we'd be better off calling a tow truck. 


Q You did that then? 

A Yeah. Yes. 

Q Again this entire time, it's you and Peter Young? 
A Correct. 


Q Okay. And then do you recall being in western Wisconsin and being 
interviewed by a policeman at a minimart? 


A Yes; d doi 
Q Okay. What were you doing at the minimart, do you recall? 


A I think we were just reading and maybe it was nighttime and there was 
lights in there and so we were eating dinner, using, like, hot water 
and the microwave to heat up some food. 


O Do you recall what part of the state you were in? 


A NOx No; I «dort. 


Q Okay. And you were - - Were you in that location as a result of 
checking out some fur farms? 


A Either we were crossing through from one of the previous places and 
another, or there was a fur farm nearby. One of the two, but - - 


Q Okay. Do you recall what the nature of the conversation of the 
policeman was that night? 


A I think he was mostly just wondering what we were doing there, like 
two kids from Washington, you know, in his, like, town and asking us 
where we were going and - - 


O You had Washington plates on the vehicle - - 


A Yes, we did. 


Q - - at the time, too, and this was a small town? 


A Yes, it was. 


Q Okay. And then do you recall as well running into an Amish farmer in 
Wisconsin? 


A. Yes. Lodo. 


Q And was that near the site of a fur farm? 


A Yes. I believe it was somewhere near by. I think we were parking the 
car to get out of the car to go maybe look around on foot, just kind ot 
walk down the main road. 


MR ANDERSON: Do reconnaissance on the farm? 


THE WITNESS: During the day, to see like what we thought of the place. 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. Did you talk with the Amish farmer at all? 


A Yes. I don't know if we were walking away from the farm, but at some 
point we got his attention and he told us we were on private property. 
We had to leave, and so we left. 


Q Did you do a raid on the fur farm that was nearby? 


A l.don't believe so. 


O Do you also recall having contact with a state trooper for making an 
illegal turn while you were in Wisconsin? 


EK Xes. udo; 
Q And do you know what the circumstances were surrounding that? 


A I don't know if it was just we made a U-turn and in some city we 
didn't know and, like, just not knowing the streets or maybe turned, 
like, the wrong way down a one-way street or something, but it was a 
Minor traffic violation and I don"t think anything more than a citation 
was, Or, like .a warning, not a citation. Just. don't do 1t again kind orf 
thing. 


Q Okay, And, now, when you had these circumstances where you run into 
two members from law enforcement and these various farmers and 


whatever, did that in any way dissuade you from continuing on with the 
mink release or - - 


A Maybe it played some part, but at the time, for myself, I just - - it 
was kind of just there was a feeling of just wanting to go out and, 
like, there is these mink in cages and I didn't want them to be there 
and I knew they were going to be slaughtered for their fur soon and it 
was kind of like this feeling of maybe making a sacrifice for them. And 
So that was kind of what was driving me was just this feeling of, it 
wasn't exactly by the safest, the way that I thought of doing things. 

O You knew the pelting season was coming up? 

A That's correct. 

Q Winter was soon to be there? 


A That's correct. 


Q Okay. I don't think we've ever asked you about time frame. Do you 
recall the time frame, like when you left on this trip and when these 
releases started? 


A I left sometime in early October. 
D SOR. 


A And to tell you the truth, the estimate here is made really from the 
Indictment because I wouldn't remember dates, but, because I've been 
looking at the materials I've had legally so long, I could tell you it 
Started like the 16th through the 23rd or something. 


O You could pretty much say with certainty it's the fall? 
A Yeah. Yeah. 
Q In what year? 


A bw ال‎ T. 


Q Okay. Now at some point, though, as you're going to all these fur 
farms, you end up in Sheboygan County where you're looking at a fur 
farm, is that correct? 


A That's correct. 


O And during that time you ended up with contact with the police in 
terms of a search of your vehicle, is that correct? 


A They didn't search it immediately. They seized it, they said on the 
grounds of getting a search warrant. That's correct, yeah. 


Q Right. And they eventually obtained a search warrant? 

A Yeah, -L found out later. 

Q Now, when they seized your vehicle, what did you do with the vehicle? 
A Peter and I were given the option of, by a state trooper, we could 
either stay there, he could drive us to the station or he could drive 


us into the town, which I guess was Sheboygan, and just drop us off 
there because we didn't have a car. 


O Okay. When you were stopped and the vehicle was seized, you were in 
Oostburg, Wisconsin. Does that sound familiar? 


A That sounds familiar. 


Q Okay. That's near Sheboygan and, indeed, then they took you to 
Sheboygan, is that correct? 


A Yeah. It was either Sheboygan or Oostburg. I don't know the towns, 
but it was a town that had a larger, like a gas station and, like, a 
motel or something and some - - I don't know if it was Oostburg or 
Sheboygan; but. = سی‎ 


Q And once you were taken to the town, what did you do? 


A The first thing we did was I called [name omitted by Peter Young 
Support Committee]. 


Q Okay. 


A And I told [omitted], like, the car got taken away and I don't- - I 
don't think anything more needed to be said than that, and [omitted] 
must of inferred like what Peter and I had been doing. 


Q Okay. Well, [omitted] knew when you left that you guys were going to 
release mink, fair? 


A I don't know if it was - - See, there was never, like, definite plans 
made, but I would guess [omitted] was probably certain we were going to 
go, you know, do something like that. 


Q So when you called [omitted], it's your assumption that [omitted] 
knows the car has been taken away? You need to get out of there? 


A Yeah. That was my assumption. I remember that's kind of how the phone 
call went. 


O Probably trouble ahead, so might as well get on the next bus to 
wherever? 


A That's correct. I didn't have money for the bus. 


MR ANDERSON: [Omitted by the Peter Young Support Fund] didn't ask you a 
lot of questions because [omitted] knew that, basically, what would 
happen if you got caught? 

THE WITNESS: Yeah. [Omitted by the Peter Young Support Fund] was 


probably aware that we were doing something illegal related to 
releasing mink and so [he/she] had no interest in knowing the details. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 
Q Do you recall if you called collect or called on a calling card? 


A I don't recall, but - - I don't know. Obviously didn't have enough, 
like, change because, you know, money to the east coast, so it was 
either collect or calling card or both. I don't know. 


Q So you made the call to [omitted by the Peter Young Support 
Committee] and what did [omitted] tell you? 


A [Omitted] told us that we should - - [omitted] would get us a bus 
ticket for us and that we should pick up the bus ticket. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 
Q Question omitted by Peter Young Support Committee 
A That's what I've been told. I at the time - - 
Q Didn't know that? 


A That's what the FBI agents and the proffer told me, but at the time, 
that was just the number I had for [him/her]. 


Q Lets make sure this is clear because there's a couple places in the 
Statement that you're talking about [name omitted by Peter Young 
Support Committee] and I'll tell you what the reports says here 
initially. Samuel stated - - this is before you went on the trip - - 
Samuel stated that he and Young had planned to take the car across 


country to visit Florida, and along the way they would hit a few fur 
farms to release mink. Samuel stated he'd visit Florida, relax on the 
beaches. Samuel stated that this plan was discussed with [name omitted 
by Peter Young Support Committee], but [omitted] stated [she] was not 
interested in getting directly involved with the release of these 
animals. Is that correct? 


A That sounds correct. 


Q Samuel stated that he, Young and [name omitted by PYSC] had general 
discussions about their previous involvement in the animal rights 
movement and [omitted] gave them consent to use the car titled in 
[omitted] name to take this trip. 

Is that right, you discussed your prior involvement in animal rights 
and [he/she] said, Go ahead and use this car for this trip? 


A See, as far as the way it worked, that's - - that's maybe one way to 
put it, but I don't know if it is misleading because the way we saw the 
car was jusb jolntly owned it with = = It. wasn't, This is my car and 


you- Can use my car to-do this. Iti was just kind ot, look, vou don't 
need the car. We want to take this trip and it's our car, too. And 
[omitted] is like, I don't need it and I don't have an interest in 
coming. That was more to the point. You can - - You can phrase it like 
that that from a title ownership 


O To the extent [omitted by the PYSC] had ownership interest in it, 
[omitted] allowed you to use [omitted] ownership interest for this trip? 


A Yeah. [omitted by the PYSC] had no - - no use for the car at the 
time, so [omitted] was not concerned with us using it for whatever 
purpose, whether it be to travel or releasing mink. It was just 
[omitted] didn't have a need for it. 


OF And zm planning ERLE, you got = = you got the fur farm list? Peter 
went and got some other addresses of fur farms from the library or some 
other source? 


A I don't know where they came from, but probably the library I think, 
yeah. 


O And so when you started out on this trip, although you say your 
ultimate objective was Florida, it was intended to be part of the trip 
that you hit these mink farms and release mink, right? 


A Correct. That was part of the plan Peter and I had, was that it 
wasn't just one or the other. It was this kind of - - It was a dual- 
purpose LEID. It wasm't Just s trip bo Plorida and. at wasn't just a 
trip to go release mink. That we also wanted to travel and so - - 


Q And it's those plans you also discussed with [name omitted by PYSC] 
and tried to encourage [omitted] to come along, right? 


A I don't know about - - I don't know if it was, like, forcible 
encouraging.  don'b5 know, DUC = = 


Q You asked [omitted]? 


A We asked if [omitted] would be interested and I don't know how 
indirectly because there is kind of a thing where, you know, you don't 
know, like, what people really think about, you know, what people think 
about these things happening. But you don't know what people think 
about being more closely involved, this kind of thing, and so you're 
kind of concerned about asking someone. I don't know how indirect the 
asking was, or how indirectly. 


EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 
O The three of you are living together at the time, is that correct? 
A No. No. No, not = = 
Q You weren't in the house at the time? 
A The house? 
O: Mercer Island. 
A Thet was shortly = — a short period thing SO = = 


O [Omitted] knew you were going? And by and large knew the purpose of 
VOU: “Gro and em. = 


A Yeah. I would say [omitted] generally knew that we had plans of 
releasing mink, but as to whether, like, you know, how - - how directly 
we laid out for [omitted], like what we were going to do, I don't know. 
Kind of concerned indirect conversations maybe Peter and I had with 
[him/her]. 


O Is it fair to characterize this as not that you all sat down and had 
a single conversation saying this is what we are going to do and these 
are the farms we hope to hit, et cetera, but, instead, during the 
course of your regular contact with one another, things came up like, 
well, we're going next week. You sure you don't want to come along? 
Something like that, where things would come up incidentally within the 
course of regular conversations? Is that a fair characterization? 


A Well, see, it's been a couple of years, first of all, and I would 
also assume - - I guess my point here is I don't know how direct the 
conversation we ever had. Maybe they were - - Definitely it wasn't 
never known, like, what farms, or, you know, what states or things. It 
was just kind of this general plan, we think we want to do this and 
we're pretty sure we want to do this and we want to go out and see how 
it works. We don't know what it's going to be like, so - - 


EXAMINATION 


MR ANDERSON: 


Q But you definitely had a plan to attack fur farms, although you 
didn't discuss details? You didn't plan out details, this one we're 
going bo. hrb, that -one we're goornung to ht, you didn't plan Chat; Trohet? 


A No, Peter and I had - - By the time we left, we were definitely sure 
we were going to mink farms in the Midwest. 


O That's what you told [name omitted by the PYSC] you were going to be 
doing on the trip? 


A I don't know how directly we stated where we were going or these kind 
of things, but I think it was made clear to [omitted] that our interest 
was into, like, if [omitted] wanted to come, we would like [omitted] to 
come and help us. 


O [Name omitted by PYSC] statement was to you, correct me if I'm wrong 
in paraphrasing this, was [he/she] didn't want to be that directly 
involved, right? 


A I don't know - - I don't know if that's a proper paraphrase. I think 


QO How did [omitted] put it? 


A I think it was like - - [omitted] really didn't want to be, like 
involved in any way. I don't know if [omitted] was aware of any 
complications with - - [omitted] knew the title was in [omitted] name. 
I'm sure I couldn't - - [name omitted by PYSC] is not dumb. [Omitted] 


probably was concerned about that, like not wanting to participate by 
having the title of the car in [omitted] name, but it wasn't like, I 
think, it wasn't an issue of a degree of close involvedness. 

It was and issue of probably having some idea that - - of what we were 
about to do and not wanting to be involved. But to say not directly 
involved, my concern there is like saying [omitted] was somehow, like, 
participating in some noncage-opening way. But the extent of the help 
was just to, as a personal level, not on an animal liberation level. 
But, for example, when I called [omitted] and I needed a bus ticket 
because I didn't have any money - - 


Q Right. So [omitted] had an idea, knew what you were going to do with 
the discussions you had and chose not to come along to be that directly 
involved in it. 


A You say "that directly involved." I just don't know. It just depends 
what you consider, like directly. You say - - 


Q [Omitted] chose not to come along, but did, gave - - knew what you 
guys were going to do and supported your ideas and your efforts in 
doing. that; wight? 


A When you say supported ideas and efforts, I think would, as part of, 
like, these, for example. That's what everyone else in the animal 


rights group on campus supports the ideas there, but that doesn't 
necessarily mean that - - [omitted] aided us in, you know, doing things 
like purchasing materials or researching. 

But to say [omitted] had similar ideas, I think we talked about that 
before, is that all of us in this group kind of had the same ideas 
about animal suffering. 


Q So when you were stopped and called, [omitted] didn't need to ask any 
questions because [omitted] knew what you were up to? 


A [Omitted] knew we were going to do something illegal and on the way 
to Flordia, releasing mink. 


Q [Omitted] arranged to get you the bus ticket in Milwaukee, right? 
A Yeah. I don't know if it was Milwaukee or - - 
O Well, you get bus tickets from [omitted], correct? 
A Correct. 
O And [omitted] got those tickets in a fake name, right? False name for? 
A I believe they used different names, yeah. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


Q Okay. You told Special Agent Strong that you had used different names 
so that - - Let's see. Where's the part here? 


A I'm not sure - - I'm not sure if we had our I.D. Maybe we gave I.D. 
and we didn't want to use our names because of maybe not knowing the 
legal ramifications of being stopped and wanting to leave a trail of, 
like, where Peter and I were going to go. 


O Do you recall telling Mr. Strong, We went to the bus station where 
you'd be wired a pair of bus tickets that you could pick up utilizing a 
code word because you could not use your real names? 


A Yeah. Yeah. 

Q Do you recall the code word? 
A No. 

Q Okay. 

A No. 


Q It was some other name, is that - - 


A Yeah. Probably just John Smith. I don't know. Just something. 


MR ANDERSON: That was [omitted] idea to do this, right? 


THE WITNESS: I'm not necessarily sure that's true. 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER 


Q Let me start with this. You call [omitted] and [omitted] says, Let me 
get you some bus tickets? 


A No. We call up and say, Can you help us? Can you get us some bus 
tickets to get out of here? We did not have anything. 


Q [Omitted] says yes? 


A [Omitted] says yes. 


Q Did you ask from where [omitted] 1S going to get the money none of 
you guys 7 


A You say none of us. [Omitted] had been working. [Omitted] had been 
working before we left. I never knew [omitted] to be poor, have trouble 
paying the rent, so some bus tickets I guess I wasn't concerned about. 
Peter and I didn't have much money when we were stopped. And the car, 
we spent money on gas and stuff. I'm not sure if we left money in the 
Cdr, 


Q So you didn't ask [omitted] the source of funding for these bus 
tickets? 


A No, L didn't. I.kind of assumed [omitted] was paying out. of 
[omitted]’s own pocket because I wouldn't see a need for [omitted] to 
take a loan from [omitted]’s parents to buy some bus tickets or 
anything. 


Q So you get these bus tickets and you're in, is it Milwaukee, I 
believe? 


A I'm not sure exactly. Sheboygan or - - 


Q Milwaukee, okay? 


A Okay. 


O It was one of those cities. Did you go anywhere from the time the 
trooper dropped you off till the time you picked up the bus? 


A It might have been Chicago. I don't know. We took a bus from the 
original place, whatever, Oostburg or Sheboygan or some Wisconsin town 


Q In eastern Wisconsin? 


A Yeah, to, I think it might have been Chicago. Just a big city where 
there's a Greyhound station and then from there. 


Q Okay, Do you know how you got the tickets from the location in 
Wisconsin to Chrosqgo2 


A From the location, I think - - I believe we used possibly our own 
money to get to a large Greyhound station. Just a short ride, but we 
needed more money for, like, a trip to get a ticket, for example, to 
Washington DC, which is where we went. 


Q Okay. You got the tickets in Chicago and you go to Washington DC, is 
that correct? 


A That's correct. 


Q And when you get there, what do you do? 


A When we get there, we decide what we want to do basically. For myself 
I-- at the time we didn't know what was going to happen with the car. 
We knew it had been seized and we knew they were going to try to get a 
search warrant, but we didn't know what would happen if they'd get a 
Search warrant, if there would be charges against us. 


O You figure there might be a possibility of trouble, though, in terms 
of some sort of legal ramifications for your actions? 


A Yeah. Yeah. For myself, what I was really interested in was kind of 
having some kind of watch what was going to happen and think about it. 
Take - - You know, just kind of go my own pace and not have it dictated 
for me in the sense that I wanted to have some distance. You could say 
be hidden, but the idea was I'd just kind of be able to watch and find 
out what was going to happen. 


O What did you do then when you got to Washington? 


A When I got to Washington, I decided I wanted to actually start 
traveling in Europe, so I asked [name omitted by PYSC] for help to get 
a plane ticket to England. 


Q And you got a plane ticket to England? 


A Correct. 


Q And who purchased that? 


A [Name omitted by PYSC] did. I asked [omitted] to buy me a plane 
ticket. I didn't have money. Peter didn't have anything either, so - - 


O Did [Name omitted by PYSC] have money to buy you a plane ticket to 
England? 


A [Omitted] got a plane ticket to London. 


O [Omitted] Xs starting Lo cough UD LOL. OE. casn Lor you guys; smt 
[omitted]? 


A [Omitted] is a good friend. I don't know if it's really that 
expensive if your best friend comes to you and says, Look, I need a 
couple hundred dollars or even a thousand dollars or something and 
they're in real need and they're a very good friend of yours. I don't 
know that's exactly like, you know, cutting off a limb or breaking the 


bank to help someone out with a plane ticket who's really in need or 
perceives themselves in need, so - - 


Q Okay. And then, so, [omitted] gets you a plane ticket to England? 


A That's correct. 


Q Did you stay in Washington for long before you left for England? 


A This is an issue I would actually like to talk to my lawyer, if you 
want to continue here with these questions. 


Q We'll get your lawyer. Actually, while Bob is doing that, why don't I 
ask you some questions along a different line? Do you recall what Peter 
did when he got to Washington? 


A He didn't want to travel outside the country, to leave the country. 
But, beyond that, I wasn't sure what he was going to do. 


O Did you spend any time with him while in Washington? 


A Well, we were discussing, like, a lot along the way what we were 
going to do and I think it was - - I kind of remember deciding that 
there was maybe no reason to really directly, like, know where, what 
the other person is going to be doing. 


Q Okay. 


A And where they're going, just as long as we kind of knew we didn't 
want the same thing, so - - 


Q Okay. 


(Recess at 10:36 a.m., until 10:45 a.m. for the witness to confer with 
his counsel off the record.) 


BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 


O Justin; just a Couple more questions. First. of all, getting back. to 
where we were, you got to Washington DC, is that correct? 


A That's Correct. 


O And at that time did you stay in Washington DC for a brief period of 
time? 


A No, not for very long. I had decided I wanted to take a plane out of 
the country to go to England, or actually just to Europe anywhere. I 
wasn't too concerned with where, but I had to wait somewhere until, 
like, the plane ticket would be purchased and the date for the trip 
would come on. 


O And [name omitted by PYSC] was the person who helped you purchase a 
plane ticket? 


A That's correct. 


O And [omitted] did indeed purchased the ticket? 


A [Omitted] purchased it. I didn't have any money, so - - 


O And between the time you caught the plane to Europe and the time you 
arrived, from the time you arrived in Washington DC until the time you 
caught the plane to Europe, did you spend some time in the Washington 
DC area? 


A I spent - - [name omitted by PYSC] arranged for me to stay somewhere 
in Maryland until the time where I would take my plane. 


O Do you recall the mane of the city in Maryland where you stayed? 


ABONO LOO. not- 


O Was it near Washington DC? 


A I don't know East Coast geography. I think Maryland is next to 
Washington DC. 


O You didn't stay with [name omitted by Peter Young Support Committee], 
Que 7 


A No. [omitted] arranged for a place for me to stay. 


Q Did you stay in a home? 


A I stayed in a home. 


O Do you recall the people with whom you stayed? 


A I would like to speak to my attorney. 


Q Do you know anything about the way in which [name omitted by Peter 
Young Support Committee] made arrangements for you to stay? 


BIO... odo NOC; 


O Okay; 


MR ANDERSON: Whoever it was that you stayed with, did you talk with 
them about what had happened, about your trip and = = 


THE WITNESS: I would like to talk to my lawyer. 

BY MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: 

Q Okay. Did you then go from Maryland to New Jersey? Is that correct? 
A That's correct. 

O-And = = 

A لہ‎ dert TIOMA = 

Q How did you get from Maryland to New Jersey? 

A I was driven. 


Q Okay. And when you were driven to New Jersey, you took a plane flight 
to Europe, is that correct? 


A That's correct. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O Do you remember back in 1980 - - I'm sorry - - 1996, you and Peter 
Young and [name omitted by PYSC] were talked to by a news 7 from 
a newspaper when you were - - 


A Yes. Yes, Ido. 
Q - - involved in some sort of protest? 


A Various times, but I'm sure the one you're talking about is the one 
in the discovery material. 


O Yeah, the one article in the discovery material? 


A It wasn't weird to talk to 9M because that was a lot of the 
point for Students for Animal Liberation is media and talking to 


Q Right. So you remember having done that, right? 


A Various times, yeah. 


Q And is it correct that you stated, Economic damage is the ultimate 
goal. As soon as it's not profitable, these businesses will stop doing 
it, and you're referring to animal production businesses? 


A Yeah. Specifically, actually, in the sense that's kind of a case of 
sensational line-grabbing. It definitely, like, was a 
Statement I probably said. I'm guessing something along those lines, 
but I think it related directly to something that occurred nearby, and 
the EB bad cone to ask the group, Student for Animal 
Liberation, on campus, like, why is it that people do these thing, and 
various people in the group, like chipped in. 
That was my two cents worth was that's why people do these things, 
because as soon as, like, the actions are not profitable, they don't do 
these things because that's - - We were a group that would speak for 
the actions that were done just based upon our knowledge of reading 
these materials. And so, regardless of, like, you know, personal 
beliefs, that question actually was answered in regard to an event that 
happened nearby that was in the media. 


Q Right. But that was your belief and your association with this animal 
rights movement, right? 


A I think it's more than - - I think it would be anyone's belief that 
if something isn't profitable, that people don't do it. As far as 
answering that's my belief, I think I just said that. 


Q It's not your interest in market forces, but by the actions of the 
animal rights group that you may be acting on, you're hoping that that 
dissuades or causes the economic harm that could cause them to go out 
Or business, Light? 


A Well, at the time I was - - I was a believer in just the idea that, 
like, animals should not be used that cause them to suffer, and so I 
think I would have just about agreed with anything that wouldn't cause 
injury to person or animal. So I would say that was probably true, that 
you could say that statement. Even though it was meant for applying for 
some action for someone else, probably could be applied to my beliefs, 
COO; 


Q One more thing. In the material you had when you were stopped in 
Sheboygan, in the address or phone number list was the phone number of 
[name omitted by PYSC], right? 


A That's what I've been told. 
O And you knew [name omitted by PYSC], correct? 


A I may have met [omitted]. I did not know کی کر‎ I do not and do did not 
know [omitted] personally. 


O Were you at, maybe the year before this, at a protest at UC Berkeley 
where you and [name omitted by PYSC] were both arrested? 


A No. 


0 You don't ہے‎ = 


A Not that I recall. I don't think I was ever at a protest at UC 
Berkeley. 


Q Okay. Why did you have [name omitted by PYSC] phone number in your 
materials? 


A I was not aware at was there until I was informed of this a week and 
a half ago. 


Q Who's phone number was that? 


A The possibility of that was arrived at when I spoke with the FBI. I 
probably had the number for maybe some other person, or someone had 
given it to me as a contact number for them at some point where they 
were living. But as far as I it being [name omitted by PYSC] number, 
that was not the reason I had it, if I did. It might have also belonged 
to someone else. I don't know. I could have it. I just don't know. 


O When you took any of the actions you did, the attacks on farms we 
talked about, did you contact someone from the Animal Liberation Front, 
from the press office, the Information Service and tell them that you 
committed the action? 


A Nos. JI -drxc mot. 


Q Okay. The Animal Liberation Front adopted as one of their actions the 
attack that you made at the Turbak Mink Farm in South Dakota. Did you 
know that? 


A Not necessarily, no, I didn't. 


Q They keep a diary of actions on the website, too, right? 


A I think they tend to. It's kind of my belief that they list just 
about everything that comes out in press articles. 


Q They did that then? The fact the Wisconsin farms were attacked would 
have been listed as an ALF activity, too, wouldn't it? 


A I was assuming they were. Probably everything that happened was 
listed because I think it was all in the media. It was, to my - - It 
was kind of my assumption that everything - - 


O Had you ever seen the Diary of Actions, this kind of thing? 


A I've seen it. I think it's in No Compromise even, and on the 
internet, so I've see it before. 


O Did you see the Diary of Actions after the events took place you were 
involved in? 


A Sometime between now and then I probably had. I don't know what I 
LOOK NOC OE. 


QO My point is it lists October l7, 1997, Watertown, South Dakota and 
what happened there, and it registers that as an ALF attack. But, in 
contrast, the attacks in Independence, Tomahawk and Medford, Wisconsin, 
the farm, the other farms in the Indictment that we talked about, those 
are the ones, when you got caught in Wisconsin, and you were associated 
for certain of those attacks when you were stopped, right? 


A Could you repeat that? 


O You were, at the time you were stopped in Sheboygan, they were 
associating you, connecting you with those raids, those attacks in 
Wisconsin which is one of the reasons you were stopped, right? 


A Yeah. I think they were associating it. I assume, like, with all the 
raids in South Dakota and Iowa, too. I though that was kind of all 
connected the area. Arbitrary state borders I assume. 


O You didn't know at the time they had connected you to the South 
Dakota raid because you got away from that and weren't caught in South 
Dakota, 7 


A I don't know if I was looking at it like that specifically. I was 
mostly concerned there was going to be some charges made against me. I 
don't know if I was thinking about the ramifications of being in one 
place and not in the other. 


O The point I want to get at here is did you communicate with anyone 
from the Animal Liberation Front or press office or Craig Rosenbraugh, 
David Barbarath, any of those people to let them know of these actions 
that you had committed or that you had been stopped in Wisconsin and 
they should not claim those actions in Wisconsin, to disassociate 
themselves from those? 


A No. I had no contact with these people. 
Q So they knew this independently? 
A They - - Yeah. They knew it independently. 


O And although I think you said earlier you didn't consider yourself a 
member, or did you say you did? 


A See, I don't know. I guess it was, from my understanding, that this 
is my personal understanding that I had at the time of what the Animal 
Liberation Front is, is it's just a name that someone puts on some 
actions: It's not A real Organization and 9 Just kind Orgy don't 
know, for media purposes or for putting on information. But I guess I 
never really considered it an organization you could or couldn't be a 
part of as far as, like, membership organization kind of things go and 
so I never really concentrated, focused that much on it, whether I did 
or didn't consider myself. 


My interest was more in, like, actually like going out and releasing 
mink. Not whether or not I would consider myself part of some 
rgand ELON. 


Q The Diary of Actions I referred to is Exhibit No. 5. And, but even 
though you state what you state in regard to your consideration of 
membership or non-membership, they adopted you as a member of the 
Animal Liberation Front and used you as somewhat a poster boy for 
prisoners of war, didn't they? 


A See, I would - - I think - - It makes sense, I guess. The way I see 
it is that if there's a group who believes in releasing, you know, mink 
and liberating animals and someone gets arrested and charged with this, 
that they're going to, you know, claim them as, like, you know, one of 
theirs. If they did or whatever, that at least they're going to support 
them. 

It's like part of the same cause because they make assumptions, if the 
person is charged with it, even though I at the time, if they did that, 
I hadn't been found guilty. They - - It seems to make sense to me, I 
guess, if that's what you're asking. 


O So they established a support group, s Support rund for you, 7 


A Yeah. I think there's support, like fund out there, just people who 
never met me who, like, read in the paper that say, oh, such and such a 
person, some person somewhere was arrested and is charged with such and 
such, and they have maybe similar beliefs or whatever and so they want 
to give money, whether or not they've ever met the person, whether or 
not they - - maybe they - - I don't know. They would have no reason to 
know what the evidence or the situation is, but just people who hear a 
name. It could be any name. The just want to support the person. Yeah, 
those exist. 


O Right. Exhibit No. 7 is a page, some pages from a website that - - 
your support website? 


A That would be the Justin Samuel Support Fund, yes. 

O That's a picture of you? 

A That's a picture of me. 

Q That's Belgium or something? 

A It looks like it. I was probably younger. 

Q The support fund, do you know who's in charge of that? 
A No. I know - - 


Q Are you in communication with them? 


A I think my dad actually is running the Justin Samuel Support Fund in 
the State of Washington. Just like of people want to send money, 
because he's helping me with, like, the legal cost and so, like, really 
it's, like, an attempt to get money. So there's a post office box that 
he had set up in Seattle. That would be it. 


Q Legal defense fund? 


A Yeah. Keep in mind that this is an issue where it's been an expensive 
legal thing and if there's people out there who want to give money, 
they never met me and they just want to give money to help me for - - 
whether they want to, they believe in the justice of the system and 
they want to see justice, true justice served or they want to see me 
get out, whatever their beliefs, they want to give money, and my family 
and myself are more than happy to accept it. 


O Have you had any communication with anybody else that's running these 
Ide 


A I've received letters from people who consider themselves part of my, 
like, support group when I was in Belgium. I had my - - 


O Beyond moral support? People - - I'm talking about people that may be 
in control of the funds? Did you know there's a Justin Samuel Support 
Campaign Fund in Europe? In London? 


A I think there is, yeah. There's just different, in different 
countries. There's people who set it up, like in that country, because 
they have their own, like, magazines and stuff. Like, for example, like 
this seems to probably be a U.S. thing, and I'm sure that there's, 
like, these same groups in, like, England, and so someone sets it up in 
England. 


Q Okay, and in Canada, too? 


A Probably, yeah. Yeah. From My previous - - Back when I was involved 
with Students for Animal Liberation, I remember the office for one of 
the support groups being in Canada, so, yeah. 


Q So you know they categorized you as a prisoner of war, right? 


A Yeah. They take that upon themselves to call me a prisoner of war. 


O And one last thing. One last topic. Since you were involved in this 
and took off to Europe, have you had any communications with [name 
omitted by PYSC] since then? 


A I think I'd like to speak to my attorney. 


Q Okay. How about contact? 


A I don't know. I guess I'd like to speak to my attorney. This is 
within the bounds of - - 


Q I'll ask you another question. Have you had any contact or 
communication with Peter Young? 


A I think this is in the bounds of - - 


Q Okay. All right. That will be all then. Any questions from the grand 
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A GRAND JUROR: Mine is - - I'm just a little confused, I guess on this. 
[Omitted] helped you out on the bus and on a plane ticket or whatever. 
Why would you and [omitted] have a car together? I guess I'm confused. 


A We had originally purchased the car back in Seattle because it was a 
time where we all had thought we might want to travel. We were moving 
out of our apartments. I had just left the University. I think 
[omitted] had graduated and maybe was leaving the house or apartment, 
SO it was kind of a way to be able to transport things. 

We probably used it for, like - - like setting up information stalls 
and going to protests and these kind of things, too. 


Q So both orf you had to but, but didnt. have enough funds: = = 


A Actually all three of us, Peter, [omitted] and myself contributed. 


Q None of you owned your own vehicles? 


A No. I'm not sure if [omitted] owned one and sold it. I don't know. 


O: You didn't own one? 


A I didn't own my own vehicle. I had been using my parents' vehicle 
until then. 


Q Why would you buy a vehicle you can't drive? 


A Why would - - Because I knew we - - I wanted to travel. Like that was 
one of the reasons we bought it, was to travel. 


QO But you can drive it. It's a stick shift. Why would you buy a vehicle 
you can't drive? 


A Well because if you want to travel, you want to be able to, use your 
- - use it for purposes, such as I wanted to help contribute, to use it 
for things like settin gup information, like stalls and going to 
demonstrations and things, and to me it wasn't that much money at the 
time. And even if I can't use it, the two other people who purchased it 
- - Well, I spend time with them and they know how to drive and we do a 
lot of the same things together, so I wasn't that concerned with it. 


O But you don't know how to drive it. Who's name is on the title of the 
vehicle? 


A Who's name? [name omitted by PYSC] 


Q [Omitted] let you guys take the car, though, and knowing that you're 
Going. qo be -doing Something that would =< gay = = ThaL ts a == 


A [Omitted] name is on the title. I'm not sure if it was for insurance 
reasons or what because [omitted] was older and I think I probably had 
some effect on it. I'm not sure exactly how arbitrary their decision 
was, but, yeah. I don't know how big [omitted] concerns were. I'm 
assuming they must have been large I'm assuming, after calling that 
day, that must have been one of [omitted] major thoughts. I don't know, 
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MS. LAUTENSCHLAGER: Let's start over there and work this was. 


A GRAND JUROR: I've got a few of them. You worked at a - - Are you a 
vegan? 


A Yeah. Yes. 

Q You worked in a fast food restaurant? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Did you get squeamish when you handed someone a burger? 


A At the time actually, when I started there, I was - - I still ate 
some animal products. It was later on. That was before my time I was 
going to the University. That was years ago, but I had saved up money 
that, knowing I was going to the University. That was part of the 
reason I was working there. 


Q Okay. So your parents are paying for your lawyer right now? Legal 
counsel? 


MS. LAUTENSCHLAGER: We don't really want to get into some of that 
unless it's directly related. 


A CRAND: JUROR: LI. think te directs to Ibo. I do; IS «rund. paying for xt, 
or - - Does the fund pay for it or is the parents supporting your whole 
legal counseling? 


A I guess I would have to help you be clear. The fund site is an appeal 
to anyone who, for any reason, wants to send money to me to help my 
dad. Actually my mom has told my dad she'll pay him back, but my dad is 
bearing the burden of it and he's willing to take money from - - I am, 
too - - for whoever wants to give it, for their personal reasons, 
whether they know me or not, whether they think I've done the things 
I've been charged with before or not. So it's - - I don't think it's 
anything my dad would be, like, ashamed to tell you he's the person who 
collects the checks from the Justin Samuel Support Fund. But that's the 
point of it to just, you know, help pay for any legal costs, whatever 
people's motivation for giving it is. 


Q On your trip, who paid? Who paid? How did you get money for your 
2, سس‎ ۵ 


A We had - - We had saved up money beforehand. We were - - We had a car 
that was gas efficient. We weren't like, really, like, throwing out 
everything along the way, like we talked about before. We'd maybe done 
that like once, but we actually ended up keeping most of the stuff and 
just kind of traveling fairly cheap. 

We, you know, didn't eat at expensive restaurants. We had sleeping bags 
and so we would just, like sleep in the car along the way. So it wasn't 
very expensive to be able to take this trip. The biggest expense was 
maybe gas and that was fairly cheap. 


Q Okay. 


A GRAND JUROR: I think I missed it. From the time you arrived in DC, 
until the time you left for England was how long? Was it a week? Two 
weeks? 


A About a week. 
MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Somebody up in the front, I think? 


A GRAND JUROR: I have a question. Was that the first time you'd gone to 
۲12072 


A Yes, it was. 
O So you had to wait to get a passport? 


A Actually I had a passport. I had traveled out of the country before, 
like down to Mexico with my parents, so I did have a passport already. 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Do you remember when you obtained your passport? 


A It was right after I had - - It was in the period of time where I was 
waiting to get the plane. That was one of the reasons I had to wait was 
I had to get my mom to send it to me. It was at [omitted] apartment at 
the time. 


Q Okay. Okay. 


A GRAND JUROR: When you had the Geo Metro, what kind of car did [name 
omitted] have at the time when Peter had the Geo Metro? What was 
[omitted] driving back in Washington? 


A It wasn't just - - What do you mean? 

O Did [omitted] have a separate car besides that trip? 

A When we left on the trip? I'm not sure if [omitted] had a car. 
Q Right. How much did the bus ticket cost? 


A I don't recall. The cost was probably, from Chicago to DC, somewhere 
between 70 and 200. I don't know. 


O How much was the airline ticket from New Jersey to Europe? 
A That's a good question. Probably 400 to 700. 


O If the three of you didn't have resources, how could [name omitted by 
PYSC] personally pay ror thart? 


A To say we don't have resources - - 


Q You would have bought a nicer car than a 92000 car probably if you 
were planning on taking it across the country? 


A I'm not sure. We were looking for gas economy. 


O My point is what is the likelihood [name omitted by PYSC] was 
reimbursed by the ALF for the money put out for the bus and airline 
tickets? 


A I don't know. That would be pure speculation. All I know is I asked 
[omitted] to help me out with the money. I had no reason to believe 
[omitted] was in financial difficulties. I would say [omitted] was 
financially the best off from, like, the three of us and - - 


O Did you and Peter discuss possibly [omitted] could go to the ALF and 
be reimbursed for that? 


A No, we didn't. 


O How did you get your spending money for Europe? Basically you had no 
money. 


A This would be, seeing that has become like a travel issue, it's out 
of the bounds of this Indictment, these questions. 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: We have a plea. The witness - - What you should know 
is that pursuant to Mr. Samuel's plea agreement, he has agreed to 
cooperate in terms of informing us what happened within the Indictment. 
Right now, part of our discussion with his attorney goes to the issues 
of how far past the actions indicated in the original Indictment may we 
discuss with him. So that's part of the issue here. 

So, do you want to put rit on hold or call the attorney? 


(Whereupon a discussion was had off the record between Attorney 
Lautenschlager and Mr Anderson.) 


Q Why don't you go get the attorney? 
A GRAND JUROR: Have you paid [omitted] back for the plane to Europe? 
A-JNO..L naven t: 


Q Do you have any intentions of paying [omitted] back half of the car 
that got confiscated? 


A I may have to work that one out in the future. I don't know. I'm not 
in contact with [omitted] now. I don't know how, like, things are, so - 


Q Did you partake in any actions prior to your swing through the 
Midwest? 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: That's outside the scope. 


A GRAND JUROR: Do your parents share your views or are they supporting 
you because you're their child? 


A I don't know if that's outside the scope, but I'd be willing to 
answer it. I don't know. I think, like, the largest portion is 
definitely they love me and they want to - -They give me the best 
Opportunities possible, and so - - 


O I mean, are they vegetarians? Do you talk about this at home, or this 
is strictly what? 


A They eat animal products. I think they're maybe sympathetic to some 
degree with, like, the idea of having of having strong beliefs in, you 
know, maybe - - maybe my mom more to these specific beliefs, but I 
wouldn't -- I guess they don't go to, like, protests and rallies and 
stuft and “this kind of Thing, cf Chat’ s what you want. 


(Recess at 11:10 am, until 11:11 am for the witness to confer with his 
counsel off the record.) 


O The question was how did you get your spending money in Europe? 
Basically you didn't have money for a bus ticket, airline ticket. Where 
were you going to finance yourself when you went to Europe? Work? Do 
what you could to eat? 


A iL planned to work, work odd, various odd. Jobs I- could find, - dzd 
things like performing music with people. I lived cheaply, very 
cheaply; like a sleeping bag, a backpack and tent, often with - - 
Staying with friends I would meet for periods of time. So I never, 
like, was paying for, like, an apartment. I was either staying with 
someone or traveling from one place to another, so I didn't need 
outside funds to support myself, if that's your question. 


MR ANDERSON: But the people that you stayed with in Europe were people 
who were being helpful and supporting you because they had similar 
ideas, right? 


A Actually, not necessarily. I just did a lot of traveling actually the 
two years I was gone and met by and large the people. Many of the 
people I met probably didn't know my beliefs. The people I stayed with 
and those that knew my beliefs didn't know nothing about these things 
that happened before. 


O They weren't associated with the animal rights movement? 


A Some probably were associated, but the majority were not. 


O Did you ever in your stay in Europe receive moneys from the Animal 
Liberation Front? 


A Nos NoO.-Io0rd net. 


Q And I asked you before, since leaving the United States and until 
now, have you had contact with [omitted] about the events of this whole 
Case? 


A Yes. About the events? 


Q About the events? Have you talked with [omitted] in general? 


A Yeah. I saw [omitted] once in Europe. 


Q [omitted] came to see you? 


A Yeah. Maybe, like, I don't know how long afterwards, but sometime in 
1998. Maybe summer, and I met [omitted] in Belgium and we spent some 
time together with friends. 


A GRAND JUROR: When your car got confiscated and you go on this bus 
ride, and then you go to Washington and then all of a sudden it's - - 
Did it just pop in your mind, this is a great time to go to Europe? 


A Actually I had interest in continuing traveling. I was going to 
Floridas .Dut-I didn't. = = T- hao lett. the University. I found: IL wasn't 
interested in what I was studying and even though I was going to 
Florida for that winter, I had some interest in traveling beyond 
Florida. Maybe - - I don't know - - to Europe or maybe Mexico. I didn't 
know where. 

I was actually just really truly interested in traveling, and so it was 
kind of maybe a dual opportunity here. 


O Right, but if you were traveling in a sleeping bag, and you were just 
going to be going to Florida and you were in a car and you had very 
limited money, now all of a sudden, hey, I'm going to jump on a plane 
and I'm going to Europe, you know, this doesn't - - it jut doesn't 
calculate, that all of a sudden, after you're - - after your car gets 
confiscated, now all of a sudden it's a great idea to jump on a plane 
to go to Europe. Only now I have enough money with good gas economy car 
to go to Florida and sleep on a sleeping bag on a beach. 


A I guess I wasn't that concerned with kind of the future cautions and 
like, you know, worries about where the future money will come from, 
this kind of thing, that a lot of people were. Maybe it's because of my 
age at the time or my fascination with, like traveling or whatever, but 
I wasn't too concerned about it. 

I thought that, say this never happened, I did end up in Florida and I 
maybe would get a job, you know, and live cheap and save up like that, 
a few thousand dollars and go traveling, or I just wasn't concerned 
about always having money for the future. If I wanted to travel 


suddenly, then I would go get myself a job or find the resources and 
travel. 


O Was your airline ticket to Europe one-way or two-way? 


A I believe they only sell two-way because countries won't let you sell 
a one-way ticket. They want to make sure you can leave too. 


Q You're incarcerated for what now? For these actions that you did with 
the mink? 


A Yes. 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: The nature of the plea agreement is he pled guilty 
to several counts in an Indictment issued by a previous Grand Jury, and 
part of the issue involving the plea agreement was that Justin would 
come in front of you today 


A QO far L was waiting Until trial; though. 

Q Since you entered a no contest plea. 

A Guilty plea. 

Q Guilty plea on two counts of the Indictment. 

A GRAND JUROR: You said you're 21 and [omitted] is as old as you? Older? 
A [omitted] is older. 

Q How old? 

A A few years maybe. Seven or nine years. 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Yeah. 


A GRAND JUROR: Did you have an association with a 0 ov 


Breakfield? 


A I remember having met him back in Seattle, but I was not a good 
friend of his ac all. 


MR ANDERSON: He was in the house in Mercer Island with you guys? 


A To my knowledge it was probably other people staying off and on in 
the house maybe. I don't know. That wasn't really a house I was living 
Tirs 


A GRAND JUROR: We couldn't call, like, the three of you were really a 
grop? He was not part of that group then where you, you know, discussed 
your actions? 


A No, he was not. 
EXAMINATION 
BY MR ANDERSON: 


O The Straight Edge materials, the stickers, the shirts that were in 
the car, those are Peter's? 


A They weren't mine, so, yeah. I believe they'd be Peter's, yeah. 


Q It was Peter's? Was Peter, did he consider himself, hold himself out 
to be sort of Straight Edge? 


A I guess you might. I guess these are issues you'd probably want to 
ask him. It would be in a sense conjecture for me to speak for him, but 


O Do you know what Straight Edge is? 

A I'm aware of it. It's a group of people that don't use drugs. 
Q Also vegans, too? 

A I've met Straight Edge that aren't vegan. 

Q They tend to be? 


A Definitely. Vegan - - Straight Edge is a way of saying it, but, no, I 
know a lot of Straight Edge people who eat animal products. 


Q But Peter doesn't? Peter doesn't? Peter is vegan Straight Edge? 
A Peter would consider himself vegan and Straight Edge, so - - 


Q Do you think Straight Edge fueled his beliefs, too, in what he was 
0883007 


A I don't know. I don't know how he came to believe the things he did. 
His own experiences. 


O Did he ever discuss Straight Edge ideas with you? 


A Yeah. I personally, I don't use drugs, but I don't consider myself 
Straight Edge. I don't know what he thought about that, but, so we 
would discuss the idea of drugs. We were both non-drug users. 


Q Okay. 


A GRAND JUROR: Where is Peter located right now? 


A That's a good question. They probably would like to know if you knew, 
too. 1. don't Know. 


MR ANDERSON: Was [name omitted] Straight Edge? 


A No. 


A GRAND JUROR: I just have sort of a general interest question. I'm 
curious through all this thing, why did you turn on mink? Why not geese 
or veal cattle or those cows being cooked up? Was it an economic reason? 


A I think mink were chosen for various reasons, one being the fur 
industry is one people tend to be more sympathetic to, so more people 
hear about it, they can more understand. 


Another being mink - - like, it was my, like, belief at the time, you 
know, as far as I knew that they had an ability to survive in this type 
of environment and so, like, whereas if you - - if you go and release a 


cow, well, that cow has for thousands of years or whatever bred to 
just, you know, basically be walking around fields. They don't have 
many of the same kind of natural survival abilities, or at least not in 
this type of environment. You don't have, like, countryside available 
for, you know, cows maybe to be walking around if they were, like, let 
out of the barn or something. 

So I think it was just various social issues and various kind of just 
practical issues, just especially the survival. They were released upon 
the belief that they had at least like some opportunity to survive. 
That they were - - Their bodies were adapted for this type of 
environment and the type of living. It wasn't like releasing them into 
the desert or anything, bit they were creatures who had, like, 
Sometimes often in the United States, like, lived in various areas 
before becoming extinct. And so, yeah, it was done for them. It wasn't 
solely an economic thing. It was - - 


Q Did you realize after that all of them died and actually some of them 
had bitten some people, too? 


A Actually some people say that. I don't think - - Personally I don't 
believe all of them died. There's no way to know. They say there's some 
that weren't recovered. That they say some weren't recovered that got 
hit by cars, but I don't know the actual death rate. It would have to 
been something that they'd have to be tagged or monitored to know that. 
I don't think anybody knows that. 

People say that in newspaper articles, but I think there's propaganda 
that goes on in the animal right groups, propaganda goes on in the 
animal industry groups and I don't know if you can believe either one. 


MR ANDERSON: If a child reports she was bitten by the mink, she doesn't 
have any interest in propaganda, does she? 


A I don't know. Maybe her parents or something. But I'm going to tell 
you that, no, not all of them, like, got out away and survived, I'm 
sure, and not all of them died and were eaten or hit by cars. And so 
you can make your own guess, but you know, nature's course took, so - - 


MS LAUTENSCHLAGER: Thank you. Thank you Justin. You're done. 


(Whereupon, 11:24am, the proceeding were concluded.) 
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JUSTIN CLAYTON SAMUEL provided the following information as part of a 
proffer agreement he entered with the United States Attorney's Office for the Western District of 
Wisconsin. Present during the interview was SAMUEL's attorney, DENNIS P. COFFEY, (414) 227- 
1270. The interview was conducted within the parameters specified in the proffer agreement. 


SAMUEL advised that he met PETER YOUNG and m ING: the 
three of them attended the University of Washington. SAMUEL met rand YOUNG at an 
animal rights rally, one of several he attended while he was a student at the university. SAMUEL 


stated he became knowledgeable about the animal rights movement by reading all animal rights 
related sites on the Internet, including the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) site. SAMUEL stated he 







direct action. SAMUEL stated that direct action meant the attack of a mink farm to release the 
minks from their cages. SAMUEL stated that YOUNG was reserved at first, which SAMUEL 
attributed to the short amount of time they had known each other, but eventually through some 
indirect conversations with him YOUNG stated he would be interested in this sort of activity. 


SAMUEL stated that YOUNG and VM hac become good friends, and the three 
had decided to purchase a car together for commuting purposes. SAMUEL stated that each party 
purchased one third of the vehicle, a red Geo Metro, which was titled to SAMUEL 
advised that the first trip they took in this car took place around August of 1997, when SAMUEL, 

EB and YOUNG traveled to Northern California to visit YOUN 's relatives; SAMUEL 
stated that they stayed with YOUNG's grandmother, SAMUEL stated that this 


trip was cut short due to some family problem he had to take care of, so they went back to Seattle. 








SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG had planned to take the car across the country to visit 
Florida, and along the way they would hit a few fur farms to release the minks. SAMUEL stated that 
he and YOUNG wanted to visit Florida to relax on the beaches. SAMUEL stated that this plan was 
discussed with Ill but V stated GI was not interested in getting directly involved in the 
release of these animals. SAMUEL stated that he, YOUNG “dD had general discussions 
about their previous involvements in the animal rights movement, and Wil gave them consent to use 
the car, titled under Wl name, to take this trip. 





SAMUEL advised that in the preparation for this trip he and YOUNG began stocking 
up on non-perishable foods, as well as cold weather clothing. SAMUEL stated that they also took 
masks they had utilized in previous animal rights protests. SAMUEL stated that he obtained a copy 
of the FINAL NAIL, and took it with them on the trip but does not recall where he found it. 
SAMUEL stated he may have downloaded it off the Internet, but may have also obtained it at an 
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animal rights rally because this publication is passed out at these events. SAMUEL stated he may 
have read the entire copy of the FINAL NAIL, but does not remember if he used it to gather 
information on how to avoid prosecution for illegally releasing mink. SAMUEL stated that the 
manner in which he and YOUNG had prepared for their raids could have been a combination of 
reading the FINAL NAIL and the use of commonly known methods to avoid prosecution, such as 
wearing dark clothing when you raid a farm. SAMUEL stated that he utilized the FINAL NAIL to 
obtain the addresses of fur farmers that he and YOUNG would attack. SAMUEL stated that 
YOUNG had obtained another list which contained the addresses of fur farmers, and believes that 
YOUNG may have found this list at a library. 


SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG chose to attack fur farms in the Midwest 
because of the concentration of fur farms in that area of the country. SAMUEL stated that he and 
YOUNG wanted to attack as many farms as possible, and in the shortest amount of time possible 
before winter weather became a problem. SAMUEL stated that YOUNG did all the driving because 
SAMUEL did not know how to drive a vehicle with a manual transmission. SAMUEL stated he did 
the navigating off a general atlas they purchased in Seattle, and off of detailed maps they had 
purchased when they got closer to their targets. SAMUEL stated that they would often buy their 
maps at Barnes & Noble book stores because they could spend some free time reading; SAMUEL 
stated he probably visited the Barnes & Noble store in Omaha, Nebraska. SAMUEL also remembers 
tearing a map out of a phone book in Wisconsin. SAMUEL stated that he does not remember 
whether he and YOUNG had purchased bolt cutters in Seattle, or if they purchased them along the 
way to the Midwest, but recalls that they may have purchased the tools in South Dakota, the site of 
their first raids in this trip. 


SAMUEL stated that the procedure he and YOUNG utilized to select and attack a farm 
would start with looking for farms that had good addresses they could easily locate on a map. They 
would then conduct surveillance on that farm to ensure they were comfortable with the amount of 
security the farm maintained, particularly if they had large fences or dogs. YOUNG would make 
notations regarding the security of these farms on the pages of the FINAL NAIL. Once they felt 
comfortable with their target they would hit the farm under the cover of darkness. 


SAMUEL stated that he remembered the location of one farm they attacked as Watertown, 
South Dakota, only because of the amount of time it took to complete the raid. SAMUEL was then 
asked if this raid stuck out in his memory because it was suppose to be his first fur farm attack. 
SAMUEL stated that the raids seemed to blur together in his memory and could not recall specific 
names or locations of the raids. SAMUEL stated the reason he remembered the Watertown raid was 
because it took almost three hours to complete the raid due to the latch mechanisms on the cages. 
SAMUEL remembered that he and YOUNG drove up to the Watertown, South Dakota farm during 
the day, and took one or two drives by the farm. SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG were anxious 
to start their attack. SAMUEL stated that the farm was located on a hill, which was situated a long 
distance from any house. SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG followed a procedure they utilized 
in most of their raids, where they utilized bolt cutters to cut a hole in the perimeter fence of the farm 
as a means for the mink to run from the farm. SAMUEL stated he and YOUNG would then release 
the mink from their cages and make their escape back to their vehicle. SAMUEL stated that after he 
and YOUNG had released all the mink, they ran, not stopping to help any of the mink get out. 
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SAMUEL stated that after the raid he felt more relaxed because things went smoothly and they 
escaped without being noticed. SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG may have celebrated their 
success with a big meal. 


SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG studied the map to find their next targets, but could not 
state with any certainty the names of the farms he and YOUNG hit. SAMUEL stated that most raids 
were conducted in the same manner as the raid in South Dakota. SAMUEL stated that they utilized 
the same bolt cutters during raids in several states, but also recalls discarding a few and purchasing 
new ones as needed. SAMUEL remembers he and YOUNG executing raids in South Dakota, Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 


SAMUEL recalled having their car towed from a ditch which was within a couple of 
miles of a fur farm they had been conducting surveillance on in Iowa. SAMUEL also recalled being 
interviewed by a policeman while he and YOUNG were eating at a mini-mart in Wisconsin. 
SAMUEL remembered the officer asking them about their travel plans and SAMUEL told him that 
they were traveling to Florida. SAMUEL also recalls a run in with an Amish farmer in Wisconsin. 
SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG were conducting surveillance on the fur farm located near this 
Amish farmer's property. SAMUEL stated they decided against raiding this farm after the Amish 
farmer saw them and asked them to leave his property. SAMUEL also recalled being pulled over by 
a Wisconsin State Trooper after making an illegal tum. SAMUEL stated that even after running into 
policeman two times, as well as the encounters with a farmer and the tow truck driver, he and 
YOUNG were still concentrating on hitting as many farms as they could before bad weather set in, 
and before pelting season ended. SAMUEL stated they were not too concerned with their freedom. 
SAMUEL stated that the last encounter with the trooper made them cut their trip a bit shorter, but 
they decided to conduct surveillance on a few more farms in Wisconsin and maybe attack one more 
before heading for Florida. They were conducting surveillance on these farms in and around the 
Sheboygan, Wisconsin area when they were stopped and detained by police. 


SAMUEL stated that when the police advised he and YOUNG that their car was being 
detained while they obtain a search warrant, SAMUEL called i 
J | ۱ | SAMUEL stated 
he had previously called after conducting some of these raids to see if EE had 
changed & mind about joining them. SAMUEL stated that WEM had reiterated Ig stance that 
4® did not want direct involvement in releasing mink. After the Sheboygan incident, SAMUEL 
called and told Ml the car was being detained by the police. did not ask him any 
questions about why the car was detained and did not want to know what happened. 
instructed SAMUEL and YOUNG go to the bus station where they would be wired a pair of bus 
tickets which they could pick up utilizing a code word because they would not use their real names. 
SAMUEL stated he specifically called MENEE because he wanted to talk to somebody who would 
not ask him a lot of questions. SAMUEL stated they picked up the tickets and found out they were 
going from Wisconsin to Washington, D.C. During this bus ride SAMUEL talked to YOUNG 
about their legal problems as well as what they would do in the future. SAMUEL stated that both he 
and YOUNG wanted to go somewhere to think and have some time to think and let things cool 
down. They discussed the option of going to Florida and keeping a low profile until they could 
figure out what to do. SAMUEL stated he asked YOUNG if he would like to leave the United States 
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for Europe, but YOUNG stated that he did not think it was necessary to leave the country and stated 
he wanted to go to Florida. When SAMUEL and YOUNG arrived in Washington, D.C., SAMUEL 
and YOUNG split up. SAMUEL took another bus to Newark, New Jersey where he received a 
prepaid ticket to London, England as well as a contact for a person in England who would look out 
for him. SAMUEL stated he does not know who paid for the ticket or who provided him with that 
contact. SAMUEL stated he did not know where YOUNG went. 


SAMUEL stated that he and YOUNG did not have any help during their raids in the 
Midwest, and stated he had never ard of, or ever talked to SEMEN" and 
0 SAMUEL stated that while he and YOUNG 
were conducting their raids, they had T in the newspaper about several raids in the Midwest and 
he theorized that other people could have been doing the same thing he was. SAMUEL stated he 
was unaware of the identities of any other individuals who may have conducted raids during this 
time. 





SAMUEL was asked if he communicated the news of his and YOUNG's raids to the ALF 
hin biet ps stated he knew that some people may do this but neither he nor YOUNG 
the results of their raids with anybody. SAMUEL stated that he knew who gessi 
was because he met him at some animal rig sts but would not consider him a 
close frend. SAMUEL stated he may have placed e number in his phone 
directory but he did not contact him immediately before, during or after the raids. SAMUEL stated 


he did not own a pre-paid long distance phone card and was unaware if YOUNG owned one o 
utilized it during these raids. SAMUEL stated he did not know, or ever talk to p

Your client, Justin Clayton Samuel, has been charged in an indictment with animal 
enterprise terrorism and interfering with interstate commerce by threat of violence. Of 
course, the government welcomes any information that may aid it in reaching a proper 
determination of this matter. Accordingly, the government seeks a proffer of the testimony 
of Mr. Samuel regarding his knowledge of the facts underlying this matter. 


The government requires a completely truthful statement by Mr. Samuel in this 
proffer. No direct use will be made of his statements, or any information provided by him, 
in the government's case-in-chief at trial, or in aggravation of his sentence, pursuant to 
USSG § 1B1.8. 


The indirect use of Mr. Samuel's statements, or other information provided by him, 
is permitted by this agreement. The government is completely free to pursue any and all 
investigative leads derived in any way from the proffer, which could result in the 
acquisition of evidence admissible against your client. 


If your client subsequently testifies at any trial or hearing contrary to the substance 
of the proffer, or presents a position inconsistent with the proffer (for example, during 
cross-examination of witnesses, through witness testimony, or during arguments), the 
government is completely free to use the statements and other information from the 
proffer at sentencing for any purpose, at trial for impeachment or in rebuttal testimony, or 
in a prosecution for perjury. These provisions are necessary to assure that your client 
does not make false statements during this proffer and does not commit perjury when 
testifying at any trials or hearings. 
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This letter contains the entire agreement regarding Mr. Samuel's proffer. No 
other promise or agreement exists between Mr. Samuel and the United States 
Attorney's Office regarding his proffer. If you wish to proceed pursuant to this 
agreement, would you and your client please sign this letter and return it to me. By his 
signature, Justin Clayton Samuel acknowledges that he has discussed the terms and 
conditions of this letter with you and that he understands his rights and obligations 
pursuant to the agreement. By his signature, Mr. Samuel also acknowledges that he is 
voluntarily and knowingly waiving his right not to discuss any matters which might 
incriminate him and that he is voluntarily and knowingly agreeing to make statements 
and answer questions according to the terms and conditions set forth in this letter.

1. Introduction - Maximum Penalty 


The defendant agrees to plead guilty to Counts 1 and 2 of the information filed 
by the United States Attorney's Office. Count one charges a Conspiracy to Engage in 
Animal Enterprise Terrorism in violation of Title 18 United States Code, Section 43(a). 
Count two charges a substantive violation of Animal Enterprise Terrorism in violation of 
Title 18 United States Code, Section 43(a). Each of these counts carry a maximum 
penalty of one year in prison, a fine of up to $100,000, a $25 special assessment, a 
1-year period of supervised release, and the entry of an appropriate restitution order. 
The defendant agrees to pay the special assessment at or prior to sentencing. The 
defendant understands that the Court will enter an order pursuant to 18 U.S.C. 8 3013 
requiring the immediate payment of the special assessment. In an appropriate case, 
the defendant could be held in contempt of court and receive an additional sentence 
for failing to pay the special assessment as ordered by the Court. 


2. Cooperation 


The defendant agrees to make a full, complete and truthful statement regarding 
his involvement in violations of federal criminal statutes charged in the indictment of 
September 16, 1998, as well as the involvement of all other individuals known to the 
defendant regarding the crimes charged in that indictment.

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If the defendant provides substantial assistance, the United States agrees to 
make the appropriate motions pursuant to either USSG 8 5K1.1 or Rule 35, Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure. The decision whether to make a motion based upon 
substantial assistance rests entirely within the discretion of the United States Attorney's 
Office for the Western District of Wisconsin. The defendant acknowledges that even if 
the United States makes a motion pursuant to USSG 8 5K1.1, or Rule 35, Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure, the Court is not required to grant the motion. 


The United States further agrees that, in any criminal or civil proceeding 
involving the defendant, the defendant's statements made pursuant to this plea 
agreement will not be directly used against the defendant. This agreement against the 
direct use of the defendant's statements does not include any financial disclosures 
which are made by the defendant pursuant to this plea agreement: The indirect use of 
these statements is permitted. This indirect use includes pursuing leads based upon 
information provided by the defendant, as well as the use of the statements themselves 
for impeachment and rebuttal purposes, should the defendant, at any point, be allowed 
to withdraw his plea and proceed to trial or at any proceeding ancillary to this case. 
These indirect uses are permitted if the defendant testifies inconsistently with the 
substance of these statements or otherwise presents a position inconsistent with these 
statements. 


The defendant further understands, pursuant to the provisions of USSG 
8 1B1.8, that the information provided by the defendant under the terms of this plea 
agreement will not be used against him to determine the applicable sentencing 
guideline range except as otherwise indicated in USSG 1 .B(b). 


3. Agreement/Recommendations 


The United States agrees that this guilty plea will be in complete satisfaction of 
all possible federal criminal violations that have occurred in the Western District of 
Wisconsin and both: (a) relate to the conduct described in the information: and (b) 
which were known to the United States as of the date of this plea agreement. This 
agreement not to prosecute is limited to those types of cases for which the United 
States Attorney's Office for the Western District of Wisconsin has exclusive decision- 
making authority. The defendant also understands that the United States will make its 
full file available to the Probation Office for use in the preparation of the presentence 
report. The United States also agrees to move to dismiss the indictment as it relates to 
Justin Samuel at or before the time of sentencing. 


The United States agrees to recommend that the defendant receive the greatest 
allowable reduction in the sentencing guideline calculations for acceptance of 
responsibility. This recommendation is based upon facts currently known to the United 
States and is contingent upon the defendant accepting responsibility according to the 
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factors set forth in USSG 8 3E1.1. The United States is free to withdraw this 
recommendation if the defendant has previously engaged in any conduct which is 
unknown to the United States and is inconsistent with acceptance of responsibility, or if 
he engages in any conduct between the date of this plea agreement and the 
sentencing hearing which is inconsistent with acceptance of responsibility. The United 
States will further recommend that Justin Samuel receive credit for the amount of time 
he has spent in custody on these charges pending his extradition. 


The United States reserves the right to make whatever comments it deems 
relevant to the sentencing process, both to the sentencing judge and the probation 
officer. The defendant understands that all relevant conduct as defined in USSG 
3 1B1.3 will be considered by the sentencing judge in determining the appropriate 
guideline range and resulting sentence. - 


4, Restitution 


The defendant agrees to pay restitution for all losses relating to the offense of 
conviction and all losses covered by the same course of conduct or common scheme 
or plan as the offense of conviction. The exact restitution figure will be agreed upon by 
_ the parties prior to sentencing or, if the parties are unable to agree upon a specific 
figure, restitution will be determined by the Court at sentencing. The defendant agrees 
to make a lump sum partial payment of $10,000.00 toward restitution before 
sentencing. 


5. Financial Disclosure 


The defendant agrees to complete a financial statement and to return itto this 
office prior to the sentencing hearing. The financial statement form is being provided to 
the defendant with this letter. 


6. Challenges to Guidelines/Appeals 


The defendant and the United States both reserve the right to comment on, and 
to challenge or support, the guideline computations which will be calculated by the 
probation officer and the sentencing judge. The parties may submit evidence to 
challenge or suppor the guideline calculations including any calculations relating to 
guideline departures. In addition, the defendant and the United States both reserve the 
right to appeal the sentence imposed, pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 3742. In the event of an 
appeal by either party, the United States reserves the right to make all arguments it 
deems appropriate in support of or in opposition to the sentence imposed by the Court. 
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T. Guideline Computation Discussions 


The defendant understands that any guideline computation discussions are not 
part of the plea agreement. The defendant should not rely upon the possibility of a 
particular sentence based upon any guideline computation discussions between 
defense counsel and the United States. 


8. Conclusion 


If your understanding of our agreement conforms with mine as set out above, 
would you and the defendant please sign this letter in the appropriate space below and 
return itto me. By his signature below, the defendant acknowledges his understanding 
that the United States has made no promises or guarantees regarding the sentence 
which will be imposed. The defendant also acknowledges his understanding that the 
Court is not required to accept any recommendations which may be made by the 
United States and that the Court is free to impose any sentence up to and including the 
maximum penalties set out above, subject to those limitations imposed by the 
sentencing guidelines. l 





All plea agreements are required to be approved by the United States Attorney 
prior to being forwarded to the defendant. Due to scheduling constraints, this plea 
proposal has not received the United States Attorney's approval. Consequently, | have 
not signed the proposal, and the final acceptance is conditioned upon approval from 
the United States Attorney.

And do you understand that the government in 
Count 1 has charged that you conspired with other people to 
ldo this? Namely, that you entered into an unlawful agreement 
to do these kinds of unlawful acts? Do you understand that 
that's the nature of that charge? 

IA Yes, I do. 

Q Okay. In your discussions with Mr. Coffey about this 
case, did you talk about possible defenses to the charges? 
land I'm more concerned about the charges in the Information, 
but obviously I'm sure that you would have talked about the 


other charges as well. But did you do this to your 
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satisfaction? 
A Yes, E did. 
Q Okay. And to your satisfaction did you and Mr. Coffey 
talk about the use of the sentencing guidelines in this case 
and how they will apply to you? 
A Yes, we did. 
Q All right. And did you discuss with Mr. Coffey to your 
satisfaction the consequences that you face, both directly 
and indirectly, by pleading guilty to these charges? 
A Yes, I did. 
|0 Okay. Mr. Samuel, if you were to plead not guilty to 
|these charges in the Information, or I suppose another way to 
look at it is to persist in your plea of not guilty to the 
misdemeanor charges in the Indictment, you would have a 
number of rights that no one could take away from you. By 
|pleading guilty today, you are giving up those rights. 
What I'm going to do today is list those rights and make 
sure you understand what those are and make sure the decision 
|to give them up today is a voluntary one. First of all, do 
you understand that you would have the right to a trial by 


|jury on these charges? 


Q Do you understand that you would have the right, with 
the assistance of your attorney, to participate in the 


selection of the jury and that you could strike any juror who 
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could not be fair? That is a strike for cause. And you 
could strike a certain number of jurors simply because you 
did not want them on the jury at all? Do you understand 
that? 


A Yes, I do. 


lQ Do you understand that throughout any trial, either to a 


judge or to a jury, you would be presumed innocent at all 


times? 
IA Yes, I do. 
IQ Do you understand that it would be the government's 


burden to prove that you were guilty of these charges and 
that it would have to prove this by evidence beyond a 


reasonable doubt? 


| A Yes, I do. 


Q Do you understand that if there were a jury on these 
charges, it would have to vote unanimously you were guilty 
before it could convict you? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q Do you understand that at any trial you would have the 


right, with the assistance of your attorney, to cross-examine 


all of the government's witnesses? 
A Yes, I do. 


|Q Do you understand that if you wished to do so, you could 


present your own witnesses and your own evidence and you 


could use this Court's subpoena power to ensure that your 
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witnesses did attend to provide testimony? 
A Yes, I do. 
Q Do you understand if you wished to do so, you could 
Jtestify at trial on your own behalf, but nobody could make 


you do that against your will? 


lo Do you understand that by pleading guilty today, there 
will be no trial? There will be no jury? There will be no 
witnesses and you will not get a chance to testify or to 
present any other evidence that might tend to show that you 
are not guilty? 


A Yes, I do. 


Q Is it your wish voluntarily to give up all of these 
|rights? 

| A Yes, it 18. 

Q Okay. Mr. Samuel, under the Fifth Amendment to the 


United States Constitution, you do have a right not to 
lincriminate yourself. In a moment I will be asking you to 
tell me what it is you did, and when you tell me about these 
things that constitute the charges, you will, in fact, be 
incriminating yourself. So before we get there, I want to 
make sure you understand your right and that you're giving it 
up voluntarily. 

So, do you understand your Fifth Amendment right not to 


incriminate yourself in this case? 
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A Yes, I do. 
IQ Do you understand you're giving up that right and you 
are incriminating yourself by pleading guilty today? 
A Yes, I do. 
IQ Is it your wish voluntarily to give up that right? 
LA Yes, it is. 

THE COURT: Very well. Mr. Anderson, to you then. 
If this case were to go to trial on the charges now before 
the Court, what would the government be prepared to prove? 

MR. ANDERSON: As to particularly Count 1, the 
conspiracy to travel in interstate commerce, and then going 
Ius to the other elements, first of all, Kathy Turbak of the 
|Turbak Mink Farm in Watertown, South Dakota would testify on 
October 16, 1997, their mink farm in South Dakota was 
attacked, resulting in the release of 2,400 mink. The attack 
was fences surrounding the farm were cut, using some form of 
tool; cages were opened, releasing the mink; and about one 
[quarter of the amount released, 600 mink were not recovered 
by the farm, resulting in a loss of approximately $21,000. 

Special Agent Mike Graham of the FBI in South Dakota 

would testify that in investigating the attack, he took wire 
samples from the fence in the areas where they were cut by 
|the tools that were suspected and sent those to the FBI Crime 
Lab. 


On October 25, 1997, Tom Olson of the Smieja Fur Farm, 
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EN EET in Independence, Wisconsin in the Western 
District would testify that in the early morning hours of 
October 25, someone had cut the fence along the west side of 
the mink barn and released nearly 800 blue iris mink of four 
cages, of which 104 were unrecovered, resulting in a loss to 
that farm of more than $10,000. His approximation was 
$126,000. 

My -- I'll note at this point, although they eventually 
made a final determination as to restitution and the damages, 
just so that there's not a dispute as to the numbers, our 
only point here is that it was more than $10,000 in damage. 

Detective Corcoran, C-o-r-c-o-r-a-n, of the Trempealeau 
County Sheriff's Department, took wire samples during the 
investigation of the Smieja Fur Farm attack and those wire 
samples similarly were sent to the FBI Crime Lab in 
Washington. 

On October 26, 1997, Jack Dittrich, D-i-t-t-r-i-c-h, of 
the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, Wisconsin, also in the 
Western District, would testify in the early morning hours, 
someone trespassed on his property, cut and knocked down 400 
feet of fence and released 2,500 mink from his farm. Three 
hundred of those went unrecovered for a loss to him, by his 
estimation, of between 40 and $60,000. Again, simply noting 
that it is more than $10,000 in losses caused to that farm. 


Special Agent of the FBI Ed Bruner collected wire 
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samples from that farm and those wire samples from the fence 
that was cut at that farm was also sent to the FBI Crime Lab. 

And, finally, also on October 26, in the early morning 
hours, Alex Ott would testify someone trespassed on his farm 
|property near Tomahawk, Wisconsin, opened a gate to that 
perimeter fence on his farm and released over 350 mink from 
[350 mink pens, some of which had more than one mink in them 
on the property. Approximately 70 of his mink were 
unrecovered and caused a loss to his farm. 

Deputy Seth Fuller of the Sheboygan County Sheriff's 
[Department would testify that on October 28, a red Geo Metro 
which had been sighted by numerous fur farmers in and around 
farms in the Sheboygan County area and had also, by 
information, been connected to appearances in the areas where 
the mink releases had taken place earlier in Wisconsin, Seth 


Fuller would testify that that car was stopped in Oostburg, 












Wisconsin and the occupants were identified as the defendant 
lyJustin Clayton Samuel and the driver of the vehicle, Peter 
Daniel Young. 

A subsequent search of the car after it's seizure 
revealed detailed local maps of the -- of the southwest and 
southeast Wisconsin areas, detailed maps also of other areas 
in Wisconsin that covered the areas where the mink releases 
had occurred. Also found in the car were soiled overalls, 


dark overalls and other dark clothing, ski masks, 
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flashlights; an ALF, Animal Liberation Front that stands for, 
fur farm target list which is known as The Final Nail; a 
subscription form to -- a subscription form to a publication 
known as No Compromise, which is an animal liberation 
advocacy paper; bolt cutters and some other pinching type 


tools that were found in the car, and also animal liberation 


|sStickers. 


The FBI Crime Lab analyst who received the wire-cutting 
samples and also the bolt cutters from the Sheboygan County 
Sheriff's Department which were turned over to the FBI is a 
Steve Casper. Mr. Casper would testify that the bolt cutters 


found in the red Geo Metro in which Mr. Samuel and Mr. Young 


|were passengers was tested against the wire samples from the 


cuttings of the fence at the farms identified earlier and 


that they positively matched as the tool used to cut those 


|fences at the Turbaks, Smieja and Dittrich fur farms. 


This evidence would prove that, first, that they 

conspired and that they did, in fact, travel in interstate 
commerce. That their purpose of travel was to disrupt an 
animal enterprise and that the fur farms are such defined 


animal enterprises in the statute, and that they did, in 


۱٤3ھ.‎ disrupt farms, including the Dittrich Fur Farm, 


intending to cause and did cause more than $10,000 in damage 


on all the farms conspired against. 


And also as to the substantive count, which is Count 2 
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of the Information, did cause more than specifically $10,000 
in damages to the Dittrich Minkery, on that farm. And that 
testimony would establish the elements of those two offenses 
charged in the Information, and that would be the evidence 
and testimony. 

THE COURT: Thank you. Mr. Coffey, were there any 
material misstatements or omissions from the government's 
Iproffer of the facts underlying the charges? 

MR. COFFEY: No, Your Honcr. 
|BY THE COURT: 
Q Okay. Mr. Samuel, this is the moment I was discussing 


with you just a bit ago where you have to tell me what it is 















you did. I would prefer that you give me a short narrative 
of your activities that constitute the crimes charged. If 
|necessary, I can ask you some questions along the way. But 
if you would be so kind as to tell me what it is you did to 
which you're pleading guilty? 

A I myself and one other person drove through various 
states in the Midwest and released mink from various fur 
farms here. 

Q Okay. And this other person, was that Peter Daniel 
Young? 

A Yes, it was. 

Q Okay. And you two had agreed that this was the course 


lof conduct you would be taking? 
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A Yes, it was. 
Q Okay. And in releasing these mink from the fur farms, 


was it your intent to disrupt the functioning of the farms by 


doing this? 


A Yes, it would. 

Q Okay. You're specifically charged in Count 2 with 
actually disrupting the functioning of a fur farm up in 
Medford, the Dittrich Minkery. Do you have any independent 


recollection of that minkery or being in Medford? 


| A Yes, I do. 


Q Okay. Did you, in fact, go in and release mink from 
that particular minkery? 


A Yes, I did. 


Q Okay. And did you do that with the intent to cause 


physical disruption to the operations of that minkery? 
A Yes, I did. 

THE COURT: Okay. Mr. Anderson, I think that's 
enough of a proffer. I don't know that we need to have 
Mr. Samuel talk about the jurisdictional dollar amount, do 
you? 


MR. ANDERSON: No, not as to that. Maybe as to 


‘Count 1 that they had -- he had conspired. He had agreed 


with Mr. Young to travel in interstate commerce for that 


purpose. 


THE COURT: Fair enough. 
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BY THE COURT: 


Q That may be implicit, but, Mr. Samuel, was part of your 
agreement with Mr. Young to travel from state to state for 
the purpose of causing this type of damage? 

A Yes, it was. 

THE COURT: Okay. Mr. Anderson, was that what you 
were getting at? 

MR. ANDERSON: Yeah. 

THE COURT: Are you satisfied with the proffer or 
statement by Mr. Samuel on the charges? 

MR. ANDERSON: Yes. 

THE COURT: Okay. So am I. 

BY THE COURS 

Q Mr. Samuel, then I have one last question for you. In 
light of our entire discussion this afternoon, in light of 
your understanding of your rights after your discussions with 
your attorney prior to coming in here, what is your plea to 
the two charges in the Information against you? Guilty or 
nob guilty? 

A Guilty, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Very well. Then on the basis of this 
discussion with the defendant Justin Samuel, and with his 
attorney, on the basis of the entire record of this case, I 
find and conclude that Mr. Samuel has entered his plea of 


guilty knowingly, understandingly and voluntarily, after an 
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adequate opportunity to consult with his attorney, with an 
understanding of the nature of the charges and with an 
understanding of the consequences that he personally faces as 
a result of his guilty plea. 

I am also satisfied that there is a factual basis for 
the guilty pleas to the two charges. 

As always, I will withhold final acceptance of the plea 
and entry of judgment pending my review of the presentence 
investigation. And we'll schedule that in a moment and get 
to the issue of the motion for release in a moment, but let 
me throw out the usual safety net. 

Mr. Anderson, is there anything else you think we need 
to put in the record this afternoon to ensure that this is a 
valid and binding guilty plea? 

MR. ANDERSON: I don't believe so. 

THE COURT: Mr. Coffey, same compound question to 
you? 

MR “COFFEY: NO, Your Honor; 

THE COURT: Very well. Then let's talk about the 
presentence investigation report schedule. Ms. Spinelli, 
will you be preparing the report in this case? 

MS. SPINELLI: I will. 

THE COURT: Is the usual five weeks sufficient? 

MS. SPINELLI: That is, Your Honor. 


THE COURT: If I did the counting right, that would 
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take us to about September 29, which would be a Friday. So, 
let's have the report due by then. 

Mr. Coffey, as you well know, under the applicable 
rules, Mr. Samuel is entitled to have up to five more weeks 
for his sentencing, but we can go shorter if everyone agrees 
to IL. 

(Whereupon a conversation was had off the record between 
Mr. Coffey and Defendant Samuel.) 

MR. COFFEY: Judge, I've explained to Mr. Samuel 
his right in terms of the timing of responses, et cetera, and 
we're prepared to waive that time consideration. 

THE COURT: Okay. Fair enough. I'm sitting here 
looking at my computer calendar and, Ms. Spinelli, I think I 
shorted you one week. I think you're entitled to October 6. 

MS. SPINELLI: Thank you. 

THE COURT: You're probably too polite to say 
anything, but I wanted to catch that at the front end. So 
the report will be due October 6. 

Mr. Coffey, can you get objections in, if any, say by 
the 16th, ten days later? 

MR. COFFEY: Yes, Your Honor. 

THE COURT: Mr. Anderson, does that work for you? 

MR. ANDERSON: Yes. 

THE COURT: Okay. Then, Ms. Spinelli, if you get 


any objections in hand by the 16th, would you be prepared to 
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respond to them say not later than the 23rd of October? 

MS. SPINELLI: I think ten days would be 
preferable, 1f we could have it, because some of the 
objections might be on restitution. 

THE COURT: Sure. The 26th then, which would be a 
Thursday, for your responses which means we could be ready 
for sentencing as early as Friday, but I think it would be 
better if we kicked it into the week of October 30th just in 
case there are disputes so the parties can work them out. 

I can do it virtually any day that week, so I'll check 
with the parties. Mr. Coffey, you suggested sooner is better 
than later. The week of the 30th, what is your availability? 
Do you have a preference as to date or time? 

MR. COFFEY: My preference, Judge, either -- any 
time on Wednesday, the 1st, the afternoon of the 2nd or 
anytime or Friday I am available. 

THE COURT: Okay. Wednesday works best for me, 
although they're all available. Mr. Anderson, what does your 
schedule look like? 

MR. ANDERSON: I know that week starting Monday I 
have -- am involved in a lengthy trial with a lot of 
witnesses. 

THE COURT: Which case is that? 

MR. ANDERSON:  Tesch, the social security fraud and 


that definitely will take me -- I would anticipate we're 
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going into Wednesday for sure, so -- 

THE COURT: Would you prefer Thursday? 

MR. ANDERSON: Well, that's not a lot of time. 

THE COURT: Would you prefer Friday? 

MR. ANDERSON: I anticipate if we have any issues 
about restitution, I may need to present witnesses from the 
farms as to the restitution figures perhaps. I'm not 
positive at this point, but -- so -- 

THE COURT: Okay. So make me an offer. What are 
you asking for? 

MR. ANDERSON: The following Monday? 

THE COURT: The 30th? 

MR. ANDERSON: Yeah. 

MR. ANDERSON: No. No. 

THE COURT: I'm sorry, it would be the 6th? 

MR. ANDERSON: The 6th. 

IHE COURT: The problem I have at this point is I'm 
supposed to be up in Eau Claire for a free-speech trial, 
First Amendment trial, so -- 

MR. ANDERSON: Okay. At least first thing Friday 
afternoon, the previous Friday? 

MR. ANDERSON: That would work better for me. 

Mr. Coffey, forgive me, but I don't recall your availability. 

MR. COFFEY: On Friday the 3rd, I'm fine any time 


the Court wants.

THE COURT: Okay. So 1:30 in the afternoon, 

Mr. Anderson? 

MR. ANDERSON: That's good. 

THE COURT: Then let's book it, November 3 at 1:30 
for sentencing. I think we came pretty close to that 70 days 
in any event, but, whatever. Okay. 

Then the last issue is the ouis to reopen the 
detention hearing and for release on bond with conditions. I 
have not had a chance to read it yet. Mr. Coffey, it's very 
short. Just give me a chance to read it and get 
Mr. Anderson's response. 

(Pause. ) 

THE COURT: Okay. Mr. Anderson, have you had a 
chance to read the motion and the attached affidavit? 

MR. ANDERSON: I'm sorry. I did read the motion. 

I didn't see the attached affidavit. 

(Pause. ) 

MR. ANDERSON: Okay. I Rave. 

THE COURT: What is your response to the request? 

MR. ANDERSON: Under the appropriate conditions, I 
don't, given the circumstances, I do not have an objection to 
the release. I would note it's -- that that includes, as I 
understood previous proposals for his release, a third-party 
custody arrangement with his father, if I was correct in my 


recollection of that, and, of course, we would ask for no 
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contact with any of the victims in this case that I've not 
mentioned. And also that the Court impose a no-contact 
restriction with -- 

THE COURT: Mr. Anderson, let me interrupt you and 
let's back up a little bit and take this one step at a time. 
Your bottom line is if appropriate conditions can be 
fashioned, you do not object to release, correct? 

MR. ANDERSON: Yes, if the right conditions are in 
place. 

THE COURT: Okay. In light of Mr. Samuel having 
spent quite some time in Europe prior to being found and 
brought back, I do have some flight concerns, although I note 
that Mr. Coffey has got a pretty darn good point. If a year 
is the maximum here, I don't want to exceed that. But there 
are two issues related to that. Actually one is related and 
one isn't. 

Under Supreme Court law, even in a misdemeanor case, 
there is a total of two years available for the sentence 
here. I haven't even looked at the guidelines. I have no 
idea where in the range Mr. Samuel might fall. I would have 
suspected, as Mr. Coffey proffered, that this is going to be 
money driven. I would suspect also that there will be at 
least some dispute as to the total amount. But at least for 
today's purposes, I'd like a ballpark estimate, Mr. Anderson, 


if you've got one, as to where you think the guideline range 


35 
falls here and if that is less than a year or more than a 
year. 

MR. ANDERSON: It is. That was one other thing I 
was going to note that his reference to it being a maximum of 
one year with the two counts, really the maximum is two 
years. The guidelines, from my best calculations and taking 
the numbers, aggregating the numbers which I referred to 
earlier, and they may be slightly more than that, those 
numbers. themselves place him in a range with, after receiving 
acceptance of responsibility, an adjustment for that, that at 
least he would, by my estimation, be in a range of 12 to 18 
months and therefore he could receive more than the 12. But 
that's my estimation. 

THE COURT: Okay. The second unrelated question is 
this, and I suppose this is your concern, not the Court's, 
Mr. Anderson, but I do want to raise it. The plea agreement 
requires Mr. Samuel to cooperate and name names and to point 
fingers and do a lot of things that most people hate to do. 
That's human nature. Has that already occurred? Have you 
got your sworn Grand Jury testimony under oath? 

MR. ANDERSON: That's tomorrow morning. 

THE COURT: Okay. So that will have occurred prior 
to release of Mr. Samuel on his proposed conditions? 

MR. ANDERSON: That's one of the reasons why it 


suggests the release next Tuesday. Is that -- The 5th, 
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whatever the 5th is. That we don't have a problem with that. 

THE COURT: Okay. 

MR. ANDERSON: Provided everything goes well. 

THE COURT: Fair enough. Then do you want to take 
the time now to fashion prospective conditions or do you want 
to come back to court and have me do it all and give the 
advisals on Tuesday, or what is the government's preference 
in that regard? 

MR. ANDERSON: If there are some conditions that -- 
I don't remember the proposed conditions from earlier. 

THE COURT: Well, the point is this. Since the 
proposal is next Tuesday anyway, we don't have to rush into 
this. I'm amenable to this, as long as everybody's interests 
are protected here. But I don't want to rush into thie: and 
release Mr. Samuel on conditions prospectively before 
everyone has had a chance to look this over. So, 

Mr. Anderson, if you're fine with everything we've got, I'll 
take the time now and we'll go down the list and check things 
off. If you'd rather check with your office, look at these 
things, talk with Ms. Spinelli, then we can reset this for 
later this week or early next week and I'm going to make the 
same offer to Ms. Spinelli. Her office may take a completely 
different approach to this, but I'll find that out in a 
moment . 


MR. ANDERSON: Well, because if there was the

proposal, the third-party custodian, and we didn't 
previously, it was not seriously looked at, I don't know. I 
know Mr. Samuel's father is now in a closer position. He's 
in Illinois, but I don't know that Probation and Parole ever 
checked that out, the situation, and I just want to make sure 
that everything is in place that makes both Probation and 
Parole and our office comfortable with the third-party 
custody arrangements. And I don't have that information is 
what I'm saying right now, but I would hope to have that by 
Tuesday or whenever. 

THE COURT: Okay. 

MR. ANDERSON: If not sooner. 

IHE COURT: Ms. Spinelli, why don't you give me 
your input on all of this? 

MS. SPINELLI: A couple of things. I did have the 
opportunity to meet at length with Mr. Samuel when we had the 
proposal before. We were satisfied with his willingness to 
be a third-party custodian. There were some sort of 
procedural kinds of questions and what were we 880109 to- dö 
with Mr. Justin Samuel while his father was at work. So 
there wasn't the 24-hour coverage and I don't know whether 
that's something the Court would still have concerns about or 
nou. 

In terms of his residence or his suitability, that was 


not in question. 
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The other thing I'd mention is there is, at least 
according to my bail report, there is an active warrant in I 
believe Snohomish County, Washington and I don't know what 
the status of that is. 

IHE COURT: Mr. Coffey, can you speak to that? 

MR. COFFEY: Yes. I've had several conversations 
with representatives of the Bellevue District Court in 
Washington. There is, in fact, a warrant outstanding, but it 
is operative only in three counties. I have never in my life 
heard of a warrant being operative in three counties, but it 
in essence is a determination, I guess, by local authorities 
that they'll go that far to pick someone up and they aren't 
going to go any farther or something to that effect, I 
believe. But the bail obligation on that matter is 51,000: 

The prosecutors in Bellevue District Court are not 
particularly interested in my client. Asa consequence -- At 
the time they were being talked to, there was obviously the 
Indictment and the other counts. I have not Spoken with them 
since we have amended it to the Information. I don't know 
that their opinion would have changed or not changed, but the 
reality is that warrant can be cleared either by dismissal or 
by posting of $1,000 cash bond. 

So, it is there. There's no question, but it is not -- 
chere is not, it is my understanding, any detainer with the 


marshals, and the State of Washington is not interested in 
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spending the money to bring Mr. Samuel back. go that's one 
item. 

The only other thing I would Say to the Court is 
Mr. Samuel's father is present in court this afternoon and 
can be here Tuesday of next week, if that's the choice of the 
Court. The balance of next week would cause significant 
employment problems for him. 

IHE COURT: It doesn't have to be next Tuesday. If 
everyone has time to do what they need to do by Friday, 
that's fine, too. 

MR. COFFEY: Well, I am -- I am going to be out of 
the state commencing tomorrow right after Mr. samuel's Grand 
Jury appearance. 

THE COURT:  Understood. Well, Tuesday works for 
me. Mr. Anderson, are you available on luesday? 


MR. ANDERSON: I'm available. My schedule cleared 


THE COURT: Okay. I can do this pretty much any 
time. I would -- I could do it no sooner than 9:30 and then 
the rest of the morning and then probably from 2:30 on in the 
afternoon, so I'll throw it out to the parties. Mr. Coffey, 
do you have a preference between midmorning or midafternoon? 

MR. COFFEY: I would just as soon do it in the 
morning if that's acceptable to the Court. 


THE COURT: Okay. Mr. Anderson, does 9:30 on 
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l |Tuesday, the Sth, work for you? 

2 MR. ANDERSON: Yes. 

3 THE COURT: Okay. Ms. Spinelli, how does that look 

4 for you? 

5 MS. SPINELLI: That's fine, Your Honor. 

6 THE COURT: All right. Then we will set this for a

On March 21, 2005, a man initially identified as Simon William Zimbal ("Zimbal"), a white 
male, date of birth April 2, 1976, was detained by SJPD Officers for attempting to shoplift eight 
ofthe same compact disks, titled "Ray Genius," from Starbucks at The Alameda. When asked 
for proof of his identification, the man verbally identified himself as Zimbal after providing a 
Virginia Identification card in the name of Zimbal. Upon further review of the man’s belongings 
for additional stolen merchandise, SJPD Officers discovered among other items an unsigned 
Wells Fargo Visa credit/check card in the name of NEN The man, identifying himself 
as Zimbal, was placed under arrest, handcuffed, and searched, whereupon a handcuff key was 
found near the small of his back, taped to the inside of his belt. 





During the SJPD booking process, the person originally identified as Zimbal was positively 
identified as Peter Daniel Young through a fingerprint comparison. Young was further identified 
with a date of birth of June 26, 1977, as having brown eyes and brown hair, and as being six feet 
(or 72 inches) tall and approximately 150 pounds. SJPD inventoried Young's belongings and 
booked them for evidence and/or safekeeping. At the time of his arrest, Young was in 
possession of numerous items including items described in Attachment D. These items were 
transferred to the custody of the FBI on March 24, 2005. 


On September 16, 1998, Young and co-conspirator Justin Clayton Samuel ("Samuel") were 
indicted in the U.S. District Court for the Western District of Wisconsin on four counts of 
violating Title 18 U.S.C. § 1951 (Interference with Commerce by Threats or Violence) and three 
counts of violating Title 18 U.S.C. $ 43(a) (Animal Enterprise Terrorism). They were indicted in 
connection with direct actions as related to the release of mink from Wisconsin fur farms from 
October 24 to 26, 1997. A copy ofthe federal Indictment in the case of United States of America 
v. Peter Daniel Young and Justin Clayton Samuel, docket number 98-C R-91-S, is attached hereto 
as Exhibit A and incorporated herein by reference. Prior to their indictment, Young and Samuel 
were stopped on October 28, 1997, by police in Wisconsin, and on October 29, 1997. a search 
warrant was executed for the contents of their vehicle. Among other things in the car, it was 
discovered that Young kept a personal diary, various phone lists, receipts, literature and 
documents. An analysis of these items showed that Young documented some of their travels and 


their animal rights associates. 


On September 18, 1998, valid federal warrants were issued by the U.S. District Court for the 
Western District of Wisconsin for the arrest of both Young and Samuel. A copy of the federal 
Arrest Warrant for Young, is attached hereto as Exhibit B and incorporated herein by reference. 


. Notwithstanding ongoing attempts to locate and arrest Young and Samuel, both individuals 


knowingly and willfully avoided capture, as federal fugitives, until such time as each was 
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captured by law enforcement officials. Through continued investigation by the FBI, and other 
law enforcement agencies, Samuel was arrested on September 4, 1999, in Hasselt, Belgium by 
the Belgian National Police. Samuel was subsequently extradited to the U.S. where on 
November 3, 2000, he pled guilty to two counts of Title 18 U.S.C. 8 43(a) (Animal Enterprise 
Terrorism). Young still remained a federal fugitive during that time period. 


Beginning upon Young's indictment, the FBI and other law enforcement agencies attempted to 
locate Young, by various means, including among other things, through contacts with his family 
members, through providing information to the media and over the Internet, and through 
notification to domestic local, state and federal law enforcement agencies and to foreign law 
enforcement organizations associated through Interpol. 


Facts and Circumstances Supporting Probable Cause

Based on my training, education and experience, I know that some individuals involved in the 
animal rights movement commit various acts of criminal activity. Some of these individuals act 
alone and some act in collaboration with other persons. A number of animal rights groups 
encourage and/or solicit their members and other associates to commit activities which they 
consider to be "direct actions". Direct actions normally encompass some element of criminal 
activity and do not typically include legal protest activities or demonstrations. For example, the 
Animal Liberation Front (“ALF”) has claimed responsibility for many direct actions that have 
caused several million dollars in damages. 


Animal rights groups generally do not have an organized membership for the purpose of 
conducting their criminal activities. ALF actions, for instance, are typically conducted by “cells” 
or small groups of people operating independently and without formal direction from any 
centralized leadership. These decentralized "cells" commit direct actions against known animal 
rights targets, such as medical laboratories that conduct animal testing. Most direct actions are 
then reported anonymously to the public, through the Internet and other means, on behalf of an 
animal rights group itself, such as in the case of ALF. 


The investigation into Young's activities since the warrant was issued for his arrest indicate that 
he has maintained his affiliation with animal rights activists, at least since 2004. In or about J uly 
or August 2004, an officer with the Santa Cruz police department making a welfare check for a 
woman living at 703 3" Street in Santa Cruz, the same building in which Young has resided 
since May 2003, identified Young, mE a known animal rights activist, and severa] 
suspected animal rights activists at that location. On or about July 12, 2004, an individual 
identifying himself as Simon Zimbal, date of birth April 2, 1976, was stopped in Indiana along 
with a nationally recognized animal rights activist. The Total Liberation 
Tour, an anarchist and animal rights presentation, was being held in Indiana at the same time that

Young is also suspected of having more recent contact with other animal rights activists. As 
stated above, Young had a Visa card in the name o n his possession at the time 
of arrest. is a known animal rights activist who lives in San Francisco. Among other 
activities, for her involvement in 
an animal rights direct action. The postal carrier who delivers mail to 703 3™ Street in Santa 
Cruz states NU eceives mail at that location. 





Several items in Young's possession at the time of his arrest as a federal fugitive, including a bus 
map, a Kinko's card and a music store receipt, place him within several blocks of 
house. is a known animal rights activist who resides in Santa Cruz. 
Beginning on or before April 20, 1997 had some association with, knowledge of or 








Since the time of Young's arrest, the investigation has revealed that Young has been living in 
Santa Cruz under the assumed identity of Zimbal. Santa Cruz Property Management Company 
advised that Young, using the Zimbal alias, rented the 703 3" Street, Apartment # 7 address 
beginning on or about May 5, 2003 until the present. Based on my training and experience, I am 
aware that fugitives will often keep records of the people who have assisted them, the places 
where they have been while evading law enforcement, as well as potential places to go to in the 
event of detection. Often this may occur at a location that the fugitive considers safe. 
Furthermore, safe locations can include the place where the fugitive is currently hiding. In fact, 
Young has previously demonstrated his routine of recording his contacts and travels, as was 
discovered during the search of Young and Samuel's vehicle in 1997 as discussed above. 


] also believe the following specific items, which are listed in Attachment D as being in Young's 
possession when he was arrested, provide probable cause to believe that Young was living in 
»anta Cruz in order to receive some form of assistance from local animal rights supporters, and 
that evidence of their support will be found in these items. 


a. A Hewlett Packard 3.2 mega-pixel digital camera, model number M307, serial 
number CN479145MK. Young's possession of the camera suggests the possibility 
that photographs of some of his recent friends and/or associates may be 1n memory 
on the camera. 


b. One gray and blue-colored Motorola Nextel I95CL cellular telephone, model number 
H57UANGRR7AN, serial number 9] 9TCQ1088, SIM card number 890130/ 
05007050437367. Young's possession of a cellular phone suggests that he is in 
contact with people, possibly friends and/or associates. A Nextel representative was 
contacted by Agents and provided with the serial number and SIM card number of

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the phone found in Young's possession. The Nextel employee was unable to identify 
any cellular telephone for which Nextel provided service and advised that the SIM 
number printed on the SIM card may not be accurate and that Nextel did not have a 
record of the seria] number provided. The Nextel representative further advised that 
an accurate SIM number for this Nextel telephone could be identified after turning 
the phone on and accessing several menu functions, The actual SIM card number 
and the telephone number for this phone are, as of yet, unknown or unable to be 
verified without turning on the phone and accessing its internal memory. The 
telephone number for this phone is unknown, however this Affidavit is seeking to 
allow Agents to turn the phone on and access the memory of the phone and any 
voicemail messages that may have been recorded. 


c. One X-symbol key ring, containing seven keys. Young's possession of these keys, 
which do not seem to contain any vehicle keys from a visual inspection of the keys, 
suggests that he had a residence, as the keys fit a general description of house or 
apartment keys. These keys have yet to be copied, however, this Affidavit seeks to 
allow Agents to copy the keys for comparison at a number of possible addresses 
visited by Young. 


d. 15 U.S. Postal Delivery Confirmation receipts, dated between January 13, 2005 and 
February 8, 2005. Eleven were stamped from the East Santa Cruz Post Office, zip 
code 95062, and four were stamped from the Santa Cruz Post Office, zip code 95060. 

Young's possession of these suggests that he was mailing out several packages in at 

least the January and February 2005 time frame, and therefore that he was making 

contact with people in some capacity and he was not merely in hidi 





oung as someone who brought between 20 to 50 small “media mailer” packages 
containing CDs, digital video disks (“DVDs”), or books to mail out to customers of 
his unspecified business, which he said he operated through his computer. This 
provides probable cause to believe that a computer, and possibly business-related 
records and contacts, will be located at Young’s residence. 


e. One address/telephone book marked on the outside with “EMBRACE 10D” and an 
“EARTH CRISIS FOREVER TRUE” sticker, dated 2001. Given the nature of an 
address/telephone book, there is probable cause to believe that the address/telephone 
book found in Young's possession at the time of arrest will contain information 
relating to means of contacting individuals. Based on my training and experience 
working on animal rights movement and fugitive cases, I believe that Young would 
maintain records of means by which he could contact those willing to assist him. 


f. One store receipt for Streetlight Records in Santa Cruz dated January 26, 2005 at 7:30 
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pm, located at an address of 939 Pacific Avenue, Santa Cruz, California 95060, 
telephone number (831) 421-9200. Agents interviewed several employees of this 
store, one of whom recognized a photograph of Young and stated that Young had 
been frequenting the store over approximately the past year. Young was last seen in 
the store about one week before his arrest. This store is approximately three blocks

possibly VC426370R06. The card has a small, white piece of paper taped to the front 
with “3.16” written on the paper. Agents visited the store and determined that such 
cards, with similar serial numbers, are sold from a vending-style kiosk within the 
store. This card records all customer transactions, such as sending a facsimile or 
making copies, on the memory chip. That specific information has yet to be 
accessed, but this Affidavit seeks to allow Agents to access the memory ofthe chip to 
determine its activity and the exact location of that activity. This Fedex/Kinko's

activation sticker was still affixed to the front of the card. Initial investigation into 
this Visa, as conducted by the arresting SJPD officers on or about March 21, 2005, 
revealed that the credit card had been activated, but the card had neither been 
reported stolen nor cancelled and the card expires in January 2007. Since Young has 
been in the Santa Clara County Jail, several outgoing calls made by him have been 
recorded and reviewed by Agents. One such call on or about March 26, 2005 is a 
recording of Young speaking with an unknown female. A part of their conversation 
revolves around the fact that Young is being charged with felony possession of a 
stolen credit card. Regarding this assertion, Young comments something to the effect 
of "I definitely didn't have any stolen credit cards on me" at the time of his arrest. 
This comment by Young bolsters probable cause that an unknown 
individual, may have provided the Visa card to Young iding him in 
avoiding capture. Additional details about the activity Visa account 
have not yet been made available to investigators from Wells Fargo. 






One Virginia Identification card number T63-44-1501, issued in the name of Simon 
William Zimbal, date of birth April 2, 1976, height 6'0", address 1020 William Street 
# 512, Fredericksburg, Virginia 22401-5462. The card was issued on March 1, 2003 
and was due to expire on March 1, 2008, in the name of Zimbal. Some significance 
for this item has been discussed; however, additional investigation by Agents has 
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revealed that Young used this identity to rent the apartment at 703 3" Street, 
Apartment # 7 in Santa Cruz from on or about May 5, 2003 to the present. 


Description of Computer Systems and Electronic Storage Devices and Media

I have consulted with FBI Computer Forensic Examiner (“CFE”) Donald C. See, who has been 
employed with the FBI for approximately 22 years. CFE See is specially trained in computer 
search and seizure and is certified by the FBI as a member of the FBI Computer Analysis 
Response Team (CART). CFE See has been a member of CART for approximately seven years 
and has conducted numerous searches and seizures involving computers and computer data. 
CFE See has also told me what is summarized in paragraphs below. 


Computer hardware, software, documentation, passwords, and data security devices may be 
important to a criminal investigation in two distinct respects: (1) the items themselves may be 
instrumentalities, fruits, and/or evidence of crime; and/or (2) items may have been used to collect 
and store information about crimes (in the form of electronic data). Thus, Rule 41 of the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procedure permits the government to search and seize computer hardware, 
software, documentation, passwords, and data security devices which are: (1) instrumentalities, 
fruits and/or evidence of crime; and/or (2) storage devices for information about crimes. 


Based on his knowledge, training, and experience, CFE See knows that searching and seizing 
information from computers often requires agents to seize most of all electronic storage devices 
(along with related peripherals) to be searched later by a qualified computer expert in a 
laboratory or other controlled environment. This is true because of the following: 


Computer storage devices can store the equivalent of thousands of pages of information. 
Additionally, a suspect may try to conceal evidence; he or she might also store it in random order 
with deceptive file names. This may require searching authorities to examine all the stored data 
to determine which particular files are evidence or instrumentalities of crime. This sorting 
process can take weeks or months, depending on the volume of data stored, and often it would be 
impractical to attempt this kind of search on site. 


searching computer systems for criminal evidence is a highly technical process requiring expert 
skill and a properly controlled environment. For example, on site and laboratory analysis bya 
qualified computer specialist is often required in order to properly retrieve and analyze 
electronically stored (computer) data, document and authenticate the data, and prevent the loss of 
the data either from accidental or deliberate programmed destruction. In many cases, the 
evidentiary data can be backed up to government owned computer data storage devices at the site 
ofthe search. However, there are circumstances that may necessitate the seizure and removal of 
the entire computer system and peripheral devices to a secure laboratory setting in order to 
analyze and extract the evidence. To effect accurate and complete analysis may require seizure 
of all computer equipment and peripherals which may be interdependent, the software to operate 
the computer system, data security devices (including passwords) and related instruction manuals 
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RS. 


which contain directions concerning the operation of the computer system and software 
programs. This is true because the peripheral devices which allow users to enter or retrieve data 
from the storage devices vary widely in their compatibility with other hardware and software. 
Many system storage devices require particular input/output devices in order to read the data on 
the system. It is important that the computer expert be able to properly re-configure the system as 
it now operates in order to accurately retrieve the evidence. In addition, the computer expert 
needs the relevant system software (operating systems, interfaces, and hardware drivers) and any 
application software which may have been used to create the data (whether stored on hard drives 
or on external media), as well as all related instruction manuals or other documentation and data 


security devices. | 


Based on the above facts and circumstances and information, permission is requested to seize all 
computer systems and peripherals if necessary even though there may be unrelated information 
stored on the computer system(s). This unrelated data will not be used and will be separated (to 
the extent possible) from the evidentiary data and preserved. 


The terms "records," "documents," and "materials" include all of the items described in 
Attachments C and D in whatever form and by whatever means they may have been created 
and/or stored. This includes any handmade, photographic, mechanical, electrical, electronic, 
and/or magnetic forms. It also includes items in the form of computer hardware, software, 
documentation, passwords, and/or data security devices.

From on or about September 18, 1998 through the present, Young has knowingly and willfully 
avoided capture as a federal fugitive given his lifestyle over at least the last two years by his 
possessing and utilizing a false Virginia Identification card to live and work undetected by law 


enforcement. Based on the facts as described in this Affidavit, I have probable cause to believe 
that one or more individuals, possibly including have in some manner 


assisted Young in remaining concealed from arrest. 






Young remains in the custody of the Santa Clara County Department of Corrections, awalting 
transfer into federal custody and potential extradition to the Western District of Wisconsin. 
Young's personal belongings currently remain in the lawful custody of the United States. 


Based on the foregoing facts, along with my knowledge of the case, my education, training, and 
experience as a federal law enforcement officer, and consultation with others involved in this 
investigation, I have probable cause to believe that at some unknown date on or after September 
18,1998 until on or about the present, an unknown number of Young's friends and/or associates 
have engaged in being an Accessory After the Fact in violation of Title 18 U.S.C. 8 3, 
Conspiracy to Conceal a Person from Arrest in violation of Title 18 U.S.C. $ 371, and 
Concealing a Person from Arrest in violation of Title 18 § 1071; and that evidence, fruits, and 
instrumentalities of such violations, further described in Attachments C and D, will be found at 
the following location and among the following items and will provide additional evidence of

Certain items found on the person of, or in the possession of, Peter Daniel Young, a white male, 
date of birth June 26, 1977, at the time of his arrest on March 21, 2005 by SJPD. The items to be 
searched are further described in Attachment D. 


This is a continuing investigation into who, if anybody, assisted Young during his years as a 
fugitive. Although he is currently in custody and some of his suspected associates are aware that 
he has been arrested, these and other individuals may attempt to conceal the efforts they made to 
assist him. As such, disclosure of the search warrant, the application, this affidavit and 
attachments, and the exhibits hereto, will jeopardize the successful progress ofthis investi gation. 
Therefore I request that this search warrant, the application, this affidavit and attachments, and 
the exhibits hereto, be sealed until further order of the Court.

I, Scott A. Merriam, being duly sworn, do hereby depose and state the following: 


I am a Special Agent with the United States ("U.S.") Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation ("FRI"), assigned to the Oakland Resident Agency within the San Francisco Field 
Office. I have bern employed as a Special Agent with the FBI since July 1977, and I am 
currently assigned to the FBI's Joint lerrorism Task Force (“ITTF”). My duties are to 
investigate violations of federal Jaw, including criminal activity by animal rights activists and/or 


groups. 


. This affidavit contains information necessa: y to support probable cause for this application. Itis 


not intended to include every fact or mailer observed by mc or known by the Government Î am 
une of the Special Agents investigating (he matters referenced in this Affidavit, The information 
provided is based on my personal knowledge and obscrvations during the course of this 
invesligation; information conveyed to me by othe: law enforecment and Government officials; 
and my review of records, documents, interview repurts, and other physical evidence obtained 
during this investigation. Except where specifically indivaled, I have pcrsonally reviewed all of 
the evidence, 1ecords, intervicw reports, and other related materials referred to in this Affidavit. 


In conjunction with an ongoing investigation, this Affidavit ik subinitted in support of an 
Application fur a Search Warrant to seize and search the fulluwing locations and/or items: 


a. The apariment located at 703 3" Street, Apartment 4 7, Santa Cruz, California 95060. 
The place ما‎ be searched is further described in Atlaclunuent A, which is attached 
hereto and incorporated hercin by reference. 


b. Certain items found on the person of, or tn the possession of, Peter Daniel Young 
("Young"), a white male, date of birth June 26, 1977, at the time of his arrest by 
officere of the San Jose Police Departmont (“SJPD’’) on March 21, 2005 inside the 
Starbucks coffee shop located at 1338 The Alameda, San Jose, California 95126 
("Starbucks at The Alameda"). The items to be searched are further described in 
Attachment B, which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference. 


. Based on evidence obtained during the cowse of this investigation, as set forth in the details 


below, I have probable cause to believe that, hegmning at some unknown date on or after 
September 18, 1998 until on or about the present, an unknown number of Young's friends and/or 
associates have been engaging in criminal activity in violation of federal law. 1 have further 
probable cause to believe that evidence, fruits and inste nmentalities of such violations of federal 
law, including but not limited to, Title 18 U.S.C. § 3 (Accessory After the Fact), Title 18 U.S.C. 
6 371 (Conspiracy to Conceal a Person fram Arrest), and Title 18 U.S.C. § 10/1 (Concealing a 
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Person from Arrcst), will be found in the items tu be seized which are more particularly 
described in Attachments C and D, which are attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
reference.

Ou Maich 21, 2005, a man initially identified as Simon William Zimbal ("Zimbal"), a white 
male, date of birth April 2, 1076, was detained by SJPD Officers for attempting to shoplift eight 
of the same conipact disks, titled "Hay Genius," from Starbucks at The Alameda. When asked 
for proof of his identification, the man verbally identified himself as Zinibal after providing a 
Virginia Identification card in thc name of Zimbal. Upon further review of the man’s belongings 
for additional stolen merchandise, SJPD Officers discovered, among other items an unsigned 
The man, identifying himself 
as Zimbal, was placed under arrest, handcuffed, and scarched, whereupon a handcuff key was 
found near the small of his hack, taped to the inside of his belt. 





During the SJPD booking process, the person originally identitied as Zimbal was positively 
identified as Peter Daniel Young throug): a fingerprint comparison. Young was further identified 
with a date of birth of June 26, 1977, as having brawn eyes and brown hair, and as being six feet 
(or 72 inches) tall and approximately 140 pounds. STPD inventoricd Young's belongings and 
booked them tor evidence and/or safekeepiny. At the time of his arrest, Young was in 
possession of numerous items including items descnhed in Attachment D. ‘hese items were 
transferred to the custody of the FBI on March 24, 2005. 


On September 16, 1998, Young and co-conspiralur Justin Clayton Samuel (“Samuel”) were 
indicted in the U.S. District Court for the Westem District of Wisconsin on four counts of 
violating Title 18 U.S.C. § 1951 (Interference with Commerce by Threats or Violence) and three 
counts of violating Title 18 U.S.C. § 43(a) (Animal Enterprise Terrorism), They were indicted in 
wounection with dircet actions as related to the release of mink from Wisconsin fur farms trom 
October 24 to 26, 1997, A copy of the federal Indictment in the case of Unit cs of Amenoa 
v. Pete: Daniel Young and Justin Clavion Samuel, docket number 98-CR -91-S, is attached hereto 
as Exhibit A and incorporated herein by reference. Prior tn their indictment, Young and Samuc! 
were stopped on October 28, 1997, by police in Wisconsin, and on October 29, 1997, a scarch 
warrant was cxccuted for the contents of their vehicle. Amony othe: things in the car, it was 
discovered that Young kept a personal diary, various phone lists, receipts, literature and 
ducuments. An analysis of these items showed that Young dovurueuted some of their travels and 
their animal rights associates. 


On Sepirsuber 18, 1998, valid federal warrants were issued by the U.S. District Court for the 
Western District of Wisconsin for the arrest of both Young and Samuel. A copy of the federal 
Arrest Warrant for Young, is attached hereto ag Exhibit B and incorporates! herein by reference. 


Notwillistanding ongoing attempts to Jocate and arrest Young and Samuel, both individuals 
knowingly and willfully avoxded capture, as federal fugitives, until such tune as each was 
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11. 


captured by law enfuicement officials. Through continued investigation by the FBI, and other 
law cnforcement agencies, Samuel was arrested on September 4, 1999, in Hasselt, Belgium hy 
the Belgian National Police. Samucl was subsequently extradited to the U.S. where on 
November 3, 2000, he pled guilty to two counts of Title 18 U.S C. $ 43(a) (Animal Enterprise 
Terrorism). Young still remained a federal Fugitive during that time penod. 


Bevinning upon Young's indictmeut, the FBI and other law enforcernent agencics attempted to 
locate Young, by various means, including among other things, through contacts with his family 
members, through providing information to the media and over ihe Internet, and through 
notification to domestic local, state and federal law enforcement agencies and to forcign law 
enforcement organizations associated through niei pol. 


Facts and Circumstances Supporting Probable Cause

Based on my training, education and experience, I know that some individuals involved in the 
animal nights movement coiunit various acts of criminal activity. Some of these individuals act. 
alonc and some act in collaboration with other persons. A number of animal rights groups 
encourage and/or solicit their members and other associates (¢ commit activities which they 
consider to be "direct actions" Direct actions normally encompass some clement of criminal 
activity and do not typically include legal protest activities ot demonstrations. For example, tbe 
Animal Liberation Front ("ALF') Las claimed responsibility for many direct actions that have 
caused several million dollars in damapes. 


Anunal nghts groups generally do not have an organized membership for thc purpose of 
conducting their criminal activities. AT.F actions, for instance, are typically conducted by "cells" 
or smali groups of people operating independently and without formal direction from any 
centralized leadership. These decentrulized “cells” commit direct actions against known arumal 
rights targets, such as medical laboratories that conduct anma! testing. Most direct actions arc 
then reporied anonymously to the public, through the Internet and other means, on behalf of an 
animal rights group itself, such as in the case of ALT. 


The investigation into Young's activities since the warrant was 1550642 for his arrest indicate that 
he has maintioned his affiliation with animal rights activists, at least since 2004. In or about July 
or August 2004, an officer with the Santa Cruz police department making a welfare check for a 
woman living at 703 3” Street in Santa Cruz, the same building in which Young has resided 
since May 2003, identified Young a known animal rights activist, and several 
suspected animal rights activists at that location. On or about July 12, 2004, an individual 
identifying himself as Simon Zimbal, date of birth April 2, 1976, was stopped in Indiana alung, 
with Rodney Coronado, a nationally recognized animal rights activist. ‘lhe Total Liberation 
Tour, an anarchist aru! animal rights presentation, was being held in Indiana at the same time that 
Coronado and Zimbal were identified, 
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Young is also suspected of having more recent contact with other animal rights activists. As 
stated above, Young had & Visa card in the name NN in his possession at the time 
of arresi. a known animal rights activist who lives in San Francisco. Among other 
activities, had a restraining order placed against "ENS" herinvolvement in 
an animal rights direct action. ‘I'he postal carrier who deliveis mail to 703 3” Street in Santa 
Cru2 states that receives mail at that location. 








Soveral items in Young's possession at the time of his arrest as a federal fugitive, including a bus 
map, è Kinko's card and a music store reccipt, place him within several blocks off 
ED house, is a known animal rights activist who resides in Santa Cruz. 
Deginning on or before April 20, 1997, had some association with, knowledge of, or 
affiliation with Young, since both 
























attended Young's court appearance un March 21, 2005, and hie contact information, amonp 
uthers, was placed on a piece of paper lo be ۱۷ع‎ to Young in jail. 


Since the time of Young's arrest, the investigation lias revealed that Young has been living in 
Sanlu Cruz under the assumed identity of Zimbal. Santa Cruz Property Management Company 
advised that Young, using the Zimbal alias, rented the 703 3 Street, Apartment # 7 address 
beginning on or about May 5, 2003 until the present. Based on my training and oxperience, I am 
aware thal fugitives will otten keep records of the people who have assisted them, the places 
where they have heen while evading law enforcement, as well as potential places to go to in the 
event of detection. Often this may occur at a localion that the fugitive considers safe. 
Furthermore, sale locations can include the place where the fugitive is currently hiding. In fact, 
Young has previously demonstrated his routine of recording his contacts and travels, as was 
discovered during the search of Young and Samuel's vehicle jn 1997 as discussed above. 


. Ialso believe the following specific items, which are listed in Attachment D as being in Young's 


possession when he was arrested, provide probable cause to believe that Young was living in 
Santa Cruz in order lu receive some form of assistance from local animal sights and 
that evidence af their support will be found in these items. 


a. A Hewleil Packard 3.2 mega-pixel digital camera, model nuruber M307, serial 
number CN479145MK. Young's possession of the camera suppests the possibility 
that photographs of some of his recent friends and/or associates may he in memory 
on the cameis 


b. One gray and blue-colored Motorola Nextel [95 CL cellular telephone, model number 
H57UANGORR7AN, serial uumber 919TCQ1088, SIM card number $90130/ 
0800705043736F Youry’s possession of a ccllular phone suggests that be is in 
contact with pennle, possibly friends and/or associates. A Nextel representative wus 
contacted by Apents and provided with the serial number and SIM card numher uf 
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the phone found in Young's possession. The Nextel employee was unable to identity 
any cellular telephone for which Nextel provided service and advised that thc SM 
number printed on the SIM card may nnt he accurate and that Nextel did not havea 
record of the scnal number provided. The Nextel representative further advised that 
an accurate SIM number for this Nextel telephone could be identified after turiung 
the phioue on and accessing several menu functions. The actual SIM card number 
and the telephone number for this phone are, as of yet, unknown or unable to be 
verified withunt turning on the phone and accessing its intemal memory. The 
telephone number for this phone is unknown, however this Affidavit 1s seeking to 
allow Agents to Lun the phonc on and access the meanmry of the phone and any 
voicemail messages thal may have becn recorded. 


. One X-symbo] key ring, containing seven koys. Young's possessiun of these keya, 


which do not seem to contain any vehicle keys from a visual inspection of the Keys, 
suggests that he had a residence, as the kcys fit a general description of house or 
apartment koys. These keys have yet to be copicd, however, this Affidavit seeks to 
allow Agents to copy the keys for comparison at a number of possible 016۹ 
visited by Young. 


. 15 U.S. Postal Delivery Confirmation receipts, dated between January 13, 2005 and 


February 8, 2005. Eleven were stamped from the Bast Santa Cruz Post Office, zip 
code 95062, and tour were stamped from the Santa Cruz Post Otce, zip code 95060. 
Y ouny's possession of these suggests that he was mailing out severa! packages in at 
least the January and February 2005 time franie, and thercfore that he was making 
contaci. with people in some capacity and he was not merely in hiding. One of these 
two Post Offices was where 










esidence, and one empluyec 10-0060 a photo of 
Young as soricone who brought between 20 to 50 small “media mailer" packages 
containing CDs, digital vidco disks (“DVDs”), or books to mail out to customers of 
his unspecified business, which he said he operated through his computer. ‘This 
provides probable cause to belicve that a computer, and possibly busincss-related 
records and contacts, will be located at Young's residence. 





. One address/teleplione book marked on the outside with “EMBRACE 10D” and an 


"EARTH CRISIS FOREVER TRUE” sticker, dated 2001. Given the nature of an 
address/telephone book, there is probable cause to believe that the address/lelephone 
book found in Young's possession at the time of arrest will contain information 
rclating to means of contacliny individuals. Based on my training and experience 
working on animal rights movement and fugitive cases, I believe that Young would 
maantain records of means hy which he could contact those willing to assist him. 


One store receipt for Sireetlight Records in Santa Cruz dated January 26, 2005 at 7:30 
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pm, located at an address uf 939 Pacitic Avenue, Santa Cruz, Calitornia 95060, 
telephone number (831) 421-9200. Agents interviewed several employces of this 
slore, one of whom recognized a photograph of Young and stated that Young hod 
becu frequenting the store over approximately the past year. Young was last 56:05 in 
the slime about one week before his arrest. This store is approximately three blocks 
from mm rcs dence. 


g. One FedEx-Kinko's Otfice and Print Center Card, number VC426370RO6, or 


h. One unsigned Wells Fargo Visa credit/check card, issued iu the name of

possibly VC426370R06. ‘lhe card has a small, white picce of paper taped to the front 
with "3,16" wrilten on the paper. Agents visited the storc and determined that such 
cards, with similar serial numbers, are sold from à vending-style kiosk within the 
store. This card records all customer transactions, such as scnding a facsimile or 
making copies, on the memory chip. That specific information hos yet to be 
accessed, but this Affidavit seeks to allow Agents to access the memory ofthe chip to 
determine its activity and the exact Jocation of that aclivity. This Fedex/Kinko’s 
store 18 approximately one binck from residence.

ta the front of the card. There is additional probable cause to believe that individuals, 


possibly including چک‎ may have provided assistance in concealing Youn 
from) arrest because of Young's possession l 
At the time of Young's arrest, the back of card was not sipned, and the 


activation sticker was still affixed to the front of the card. Initial investigation into 
this Visa, as conducted by the arresting, SJPD officers on or about March 21, 2005, 
revealed that the credit card had been activated, but the card had neither becn 
reported stulen nor cancelled and the card expires in January 2007. Since Young has 
been in the Santa Clara County Jail, several outgoing calls made by him have been 
recorded and ieviewcd by Agents. One such call on or about March 26, 2005 is a 
recording of Young speaking with an unknow female. A part of their conversation 
revolves sicnind the fact that Young is being charged with felony possession wf a 
stolen credit card. Regarding this assertion, Young comments something to the effet 
of "I definitely didn't have any stolen credit cards on me" at thc time of bis arrest. 
This comment by Young bolstere probable cause that or an unknown 
individual, may liave provided the Visa card to Young as a means of aiding him in 
avoiding capture. Additional detaile about the activity on Visa account 
have not yet heen made available to investigators from Wells Fargo. 

















One Virginia Identification card number T63-44-1501, issued in the name of Simon 
William Zimbal, date of birth April 2, 1976, height 6*0", address 1020 William Street 
#512, Frederickstin g, Virginia 22401-5462. The card was issued on March 1, 2003 
and was due to expire an March 1, 2008, in the name of Zinibal. Some significance 
for this item has bers: discussed; however, additional investigation by Agents has 
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revealed that Young used this identity tù rent the apartment at 703 5^ Sweer, 
Apariment # 7 in Santa Cruz from on or about May 5, 2003 to the present. 


Description of Computer Systems and Electronic Storage Devices and Media

I have consulted with FB] Compuler Forensic Examiner (“CFE”) Donald C. See, who has been 
employed with the FBI for approximately 22 years, CFE See is specially trained in computer 
search and scizure and is certified by the FBI as a member of the FBI Computer Analysis 
Response Team (CART). CFE See has bees a member of CART for approximately seven years 
and has conducted numerous searches and seizures involving computers and compule: data. 
CFE Sec lias also told me what is summarized in paragraphs below. 


Computer hardware, softwarc, documentation, passwords, and data security devices may be 
important to a criminal investigation in two distinct respects: (1) thc items themselves may be 
instrumentalities, fruits, and/or evidence of crime; and/or (2) items may have been used to collect 
and store information about crimcs (in the form of electronic data). Thus, Rule 41 of the Federal 
Rules of Criminal Procednre permits the government to search and seize computcr hardware, 
software, documentation, passwords, and data security devices which ae: (1) instrumentalities, 
fruits and/or evidence of ضر ررزہ‎ and/or (2) storage devices for information about crimes. 


Based on his knowledge, traininy, and expcricnce, CFE See knows that searching and seizing 
information from computers often requires agents to seize most of all electronic storage devices 
(along with related peripherals) tu be searched later by a qualified computer expert in a 
laboratory or other controlled envirunmnent. This 1$ true because of the following: 


Computer storage devices can store the equivalent of thousands of pages of information, 
Additiunally, a suspect may try to conceal evidence; he or she might also store it in random order 
with deceptive filc names. This may require searching authorities to examine all the stored data 
to determine which particular files are evidence or instrumentahties of crime. This sorting 
process can take wecks or months, depending uu the volume of data stored, and often it world be 
impracticul to attempt this kind of search on silr. 


3, Searching computer systems tor criminal evidence is a highly technical process requiring expert 


skill and a prupeily controlled environment. For example, on site and laboratory analysis by a 
qualified computer specialist is often required in wider to properly retrieve and analyze 
electronically stored (computer) data, document and authenticate the data, and prevent the loss of 
the data either finm accidental or deliberate programmed destruction. In many cases, the 
evidentiary data cau be backed up to government owned curpputer data storage devices at the site 
ofthe search. However, there are circumstances that may necessitate the seizure and removal of 
the entire computer system and peripheral devices to a secure laboratory setting in order to 
analyze and extract the evidence. To cttoct accurate and complete analysis may require seizure 
ofall computer equipment and peripherals which may be interdeprinclent, the software to operate 
the computer system, data security devices (including passworils) and related instruction manuals 
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which contain directions conceming the operation of the compuler sysiem and suftware 
programs. Ihis is true because the peripheral devices which allow users to enter or retrieve (lala 
from the storage devices vary widely in their compatibility with other hardware and soflware. 
Many system storage devices require particular input/output devices in order to read the data on 
the system. It is important that thc computer expert be able to properly re-configure the system as 
i now operates in order to accurately rctricvc the evidence, 1n addition, the computer expert 
needs the relevant system software (operating systems, interfaces, and hardware drivers) and any 
application saflware which ruay have been used to create the data (whether storod on hard drives 
Or ar external media), as well as all related instruction manuals or other documentation and data 
secunly devices 


. Based on the above facts and circumstances and information, permission is requested to scizc all 


computer systems and peripherals if necessary even though there away be unrelated information 
stored on the computer system(s). This unrelated data will not be used and will be separated (tei 
the cxtent possible) from the evidentiary data and preserved. 


5 The tems "records," "documents," and "materials" include all of the items described in 


Attachments C and D in whatever form and by whatever means they may have been created 
and/or stored, This includes any handmade, photographic, mechanical, electrical, electronic, 
andor magnetic forms. Jt also includes items in thc form of computer hardware, software, 
documentation, passwords, and/or data security dcviccs. 


Conclusion

From on or about September 18, 1998 through the present, Young lias knowingly and willfully 
avoided capture as a federal fugitive given his lifestyle over at ]easl tlic last two years by his 
possessing and utilizing a false Virginia Identification card to live and work undetected by law 
enforcement. Based on the facts as described in lus Affidavit, I have probable cause to believe 
that one or more individuals, possibly including Haydeu aud/or Solomon, have in some manner 
assisted Young in remaining concealed from arrest. 


. Young remains in the custody of the Santa Clara County Department of Curvetinns, awaiting 


transfer into federal custody and potential extradition to the Western Disiricl of Wisconsin. 
Young's personal belongings currently remain in the lawful custody of the United States. 


. Based on the foregoing facte, along with my knowledge of the case, my education, training, and 


expcricnce as a federal law entorcement officer, and consultation with others involved in this 
investigation, [ have probable cause to believe that at some unknown date on or after September 
18, 1998 unti on or about the present, an unknown number of Young's friends and/or associates 
have engaged in being an Accessory After the Fact in violation of Title 18 U.S.C. § 3, 
Conspiracy to Conceal a Person from Arrest in violation of Tide 18 U.S.C. § 371, and 
Conccaling a Person trom Arrest in violation of Title 18 § 1071; and that evidence, fruits, and 
instrumentalitics of such violations, further described in Attachments C and D, will be found at 
thc following location and among the following items and will provide additional evidence of 
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violations of these federal criminal statutes. 


The aparunent located at 703 3" Street, Apartment # 7, Santa Cruz, California 95060. The place 
to be searched is further described in Atachment A 


Certain items found on the person of, or in the possession ul, Peter Danici Young, a white male, 
date of birth Jun: 26, 1977, at the time of his arrest on March 21, 2005 by SJPD, The items to be 
searched are further described in Attachment D. 


This is à continuing investigation into who, if anybody, assisted Young during his years as a 
fugitive. Although he is currently in custody and some of his suspected associates arc aware that 
hc has been arrested, these aml alter individuals may attempt to conceal the efforts thcy made to 
assist him. As such, disclosure of the search warrant, the application, (hits affidavit and 
attachments, and the exhibits hereto, will jeopardize the successful progress of this investigation. 
Therefore I request that this search wariant, the application, thie affidavit and attachinents, and 
tlie exhibits hereto, be sealed until furiher order of the Court.

BRIEF IN SUPPORT OF MOTION TO SUPPRESS EVIDENCE 


For the purpose of this motion, Young does not take issue with the 
court's conclusion that Deputy Fuller had a reasonable suspicion that 
justified a brief investigatory detention of Young and the car he was 
driving.! The facts presented at the evidentiary hearing regarding 
Young's motion, however, do not permit the conclusion that Fuller had 
probable cause to seize the car. 

The court's Report and Recommendation concerning Samuel’s 
suppression motion recites the standard the government must meet to 
establish probable cause. As applied to this fact situation, the law 
regarding probable cause hasn't changed significantly since that opinion 


was written in 2000. This brief will not retread that ground. 


! Dkt. 68: 10. 


Nothing that Fuller personally observed established probable cause 
to seize the car. Fuller admitted that he observed no traffic violations 
and that he did not see the occupants of the car violate any law. The 
question is therefore whether the information Fuller obtained from others 
gave him probable cause to seize the car. 

What Linda Zimbal actually knew (and what she apparently 
conveyed to Fuller) is ambiguous.? Zimbal testified that she was “told 
that there were some raids in central Wisconsin and that day we were 
also - our calling tree was enacted because there were several farms in 
the Mishicot area that had seen the suspicious vehicle that was involved 
in the raids in central Wisconsin." (Tr. 8/4/00 at 6) We don't know who 
saw the Geo or whether that person is reliable. More importantly, the 
statement that the vehicle “was involved in the raids" is conclusory. 
Zimbal did not explain how the vehicle was involved or why it was 
believed to be involved.? Conclusory statements do not suffice to 
establish probable cause. United States v. Mykytiuk, 402 F.3d 773, 776 


(7th Cir. 2005). 


? Zimbal didn't recall “exactly what [she] communicated” to Fuller. (Tr. 8/4/00 
at 19) 


3 Zimbal was uncertain about what she had actually been told. She testified 
that the Geo had been "seen at one of the - one or more of the break-ins, I 
guess." (Tr. 8/4/00 at 8) Zimbal's “guess” about what was seen cannot 
support probable cause. Zimbal later admitted that she wasn't sure the Geo 
was seen at the time any raid occurred. (Tr. 8/4/00 at 18) 


The government's exhibit 2 establishes a basis for Deputy Fuller's 
belief that the Geo had been seen on October 27 *in the vicinity of a fur 
farm at Mishicot ... and earlier at 1:00 PM ... was seen at a fur farm in 
Kewaunee." But October 27, 1997 was a Monday, and according to 
Linda Zimbal, there had been raids at mink farms in central Wisconsin 
“just that weekend before" October 28. (Tr. 8/4/00 at 7) Mishicot and 
Kewaunee are on the eastern border of Wisconsin. The fact that a Geo 
was seen near some mink farms at least a day after raids in a different 
part of the state doesn't make it probable that the Geo was connected to 
the raids. 

Zimbal did not testify that there were any raids in Mishicot. Mink 
farmers near Mishicot may have seen the Geo - and it would be difficult 
to drive through rural Wisconsin without traveling near a mink farm? - 
but since there were no reported raids in Manitowoc County, the 
presence of the Geo there could not have established probable cause to 
believe that the Geo had been involved in crimes committed in another 
part of the state. 

Fuller claims he relied on the "teletype of attempt to locate that 


vehicle concerning activity involving mink ranching in Trempealeau

County." Exh. 3at 2; Tr. 8/4/00 at 36. Fuller admitted that 
Trempealeau County is at the Wisconsin/Minnesota border, while 
Oostburg, where Fuller encountered the Geo, is near Lake Michigan, at 
the opposite end of the state. Notably, the teletype does not say that the 
Geo had been seen in Trempealeau County. It says the vehicle was seen 
in Manitowoc and Kewaunee Counties, and then it says there had been 
mink releases in Tomahawk, Medford, and Independence over the 
weekend.» (Exh. 2) That non sequiter does not create probable cause to 
suspect the vehicle's involvement in those raids, because the teletype 
doesn't claim that the Geo was seen in those cities.9 

The other information that Zimbal conveyed to Fuller added little to 
the probable cause equation. As Fuller testified, Zimbal saw the Geo 
drive north on County Highway A, turn into a dead-end road, and then 
drive south on County A to Oostburg. Fuller acknowledged that he 
doesn't know whether the dead-end road, Abraham Court, was identified 


by a street sign. It is therefore disingenuous of Fuller to read an intent 


5 Independence 1s in Trempealeau County. Tomahawk and Medford are in 
northern Wisconsin. Neither Zimbal nor Fuller suggested that the Geo was 
seen near Tomahawk or Medford, and *central Wisconsin" is too vague to 
support the inference that the Geo was seen as far north as Tomahawk.

to deceive into Young's denial that he had been on Abraham Court. How 
would Young have known the name of an unsigned dead-end road? 

Turning onto a dead-end road, driving a short distance, and 
stopping to consult a map before returning to County A to drive in the 
opposite direction is evidence only of a driver who is trying to get his 
bearings. While Zimbal may have believed that the Geo was situated to 
have a good view of her farm, Fuller acknowledged that he has no 
evidence that any sign identified the property as a mink farm. Nor did 
Zimbal suggest that she ever saw the occupants of the vehicle gaze in the 
direction of her farm. There 1s no evidence that the view of farm sheds 
from Abraham Court would have permitted the conclusion that her 
property was a mink farm. While it may be suspicious that a driver 
would stop near her farm briefly to consult a map (and this behavior is 
really too commonplace to raise much of a suspicion), it fails to create a 
probability that the car would contain evidence of a crime. 

It cannot be suspicious that the map Fuller later saw in the glove 
box was a *detailed" map of Wisconsin. Drivers who prefer *blue 
highways"! to interstates need maps that show the locations of those 
highways. The backpacks and clothing in the car were consistent with 


two young men on a camping trip, and campers need detailed maps to

locate isolated campgrounds. Again, nothing in Fuller's observations 
objectively permitted suspicion to ripen into probable cause. 

Probable cause is *a fluid concept," but it is nonetheless *clear that 
only the probability, and not a prima facie showing, of criminal activity is 
the standard of probable cause.” Illinois v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 232, 235 
(1983). The information available to Fuller prior to the seizure of the 
vehicle barely made a prima facie showing that the car might contain 
evidence of a crime. Only speculation would permit Fuller to conclude 
that a car observed near mink farms a day or two after they were raided 
was probably involved in those raids. The investigatory detention of the 
car's occupants added no information that elevated suspicion to a 
reasonable, objective conclusion that the car probably held evidence of 
criminality. In light of the new evidence taken in support of this motion, 
the court should suppress the evidence seized as a result of the search.

BRIEF OF UNITED STATES IN OPPOSITION TO 
MOTION TO SUPPRESS EVIDENCE 


1. Introduction 

The defendant, Peter Young, has moved to suppress evidence obtained as a 
result of the stop, detention, and search of the red Geo Metro which he was operating 
on October 28, 1997. While conceding that the police had reasonable suspicion 
sufficient for a valid Terry stop, Young contends that there was insufficient probable 
cause to seize the vehicle for the purpose of obtaining a search warrant. For the reasons 
set forth below, the United States respectfully urges the Court to deny the motion to 
suppress because the seizure and search of the vehicle were founded upon probable 
cause to believe that the vehicle contained evidence of their involvement in the attacks 
upon the Wisconsin fur farms. 
2 Facts 

Linda Zimbal (Zimbal) and her husband were mink farmers in the Sheboygan 
County community of Oostburg, Wisconsin. (Tr pg. 3)". Prior to October 28, 1997, 
Zimbal was alerted by a fur farmer telephone network of raids at fur farms in central 


Wisconsin within recent days. (Tr pg. 6). Zimbal was also aware that her fur farm was

connected to the fur farm raids. The vehicle was described as a red Geo Metro with 
State of Washington plates bearing the license number 560GDO. She had been 
informed that the vehicle was seen near fur farms prior to the break-ins. (Tr pg. 7). She 
had also been informed that five or six other farmers had seen the same vehicle near 
their fur farms. (Tr pg. 30). 

From what Zimbal knew of the method of raiding the fur farms, it was believed 
that the animal rights activists would "case" the farm and check out its location before 
attacking the farm and releasing its stock.

The teletype from the FBI was received by the sheriff's department on 
October 27, 1997. (Ir pg. 36; Government Exhibit 1). 

When Deputy Fuller arrived where the Geo Metro was parked between the 
hardware store and restaurant, he observed that the vehicle matched the description 
issued in the "Attempt to Locate." (Tr pg. 38). Further, the individuals in the vehicle 
matched the description of the persons in the Attempt to Locate. (Id.). As Deputy 
Fuller approached the front of the vehicle, he saw the driver of the vehicle look up at 
him and the passenger quickly shove a piece of paper into the glove box area. (Tr pgs. 
38, 39). Peter Young was identified as the driver of the vehicle and Justin Samuel was 
identified as the passenger. When Deputy Fuller spoke to each of them separately, they 
indicated that they were on their way to Florida from the State of Washington. From 
the information Deputy Fuller had from Zimbal and their present location in Oostburg, 
it was apparent that the suspects were not using a common route to travel from 
Washington to Florida. (Tr pg. 40). Deputy Fuller also asked them why they had been 
on Abraham Court near the mink farm. Both Young and Samuel denied being on 
Abraham Court contrary to Zimbal's observations. (Tr pgs. 40, 41). Deputy Fuller 
found it unusual that if they were unfamiliar with the area, when he questioned them 
about Abraham Court, they did not ask where Abraham Court was located. Deputy 
Fuller mentioned the connection of Abraham Court to the mink farm, but neither of the 
suspects acknowledged seeing or being in the vicinity of a mink farm. (Tr pg. 41). 


Deputy Fuller also observed of the visible contents in the vehicle from outside of 


the vehicle. He noticed a very detailed map of smaller, less important roads for the 
Southwest area of Wisconsin. This raised suspicion in Fuller's mind because such a 
detailed map was inconsistent with their explanation that they were simply passing 
through the state en route to Florida. (Tr pg. 46) Deputy Fuller also noticed dark 
clothing which he believed could be used at night when the raids generally took place. 
(Ir pg. 47) 

Deputy Fuller also received information from other law enforcement agencies 
concerning the possible connection of the Geo Metro to the raids that had occurred in 
Central Wisconsin. Deputy Fuller was informed that the vehicle had been seen by an 
off-duty officer at a mini-mart in Trempealeau County. The vehicle also had been seen 
around other mink farms in Wisconsin, some of which had experienced mink releases. 
(Tr pg. 52). Furthermore, the sighting in Trempealeau County was approximately four 
days before October 28, indicating that the Geo Metro was not simply passing through 
Wisconsin. (Id.). 

Based upon all of the information which Deputy Fuller had at that point, the 
vehicle was seized and impounded for the purpose of obtaining a search warrant. 
When that decision was made, Samuel and Young were offered the option of being 
transported to the Sheboygan Sheriff's Department to wait for the search warrant to be 
completed and the search conducted, or they could be given a ride to any other 
location. They chose to be taken to a convenience store. (Tr pg. 69). Deputy Fuller 
provided Samuel and Young with a business card and phone number in order to 
contact Deputy Fuller to check on the status of the application for the search warrant. 
He told them, if the request for the search warrant was denied, the keys would be 
returned and they could take the car. (Id.). 

3. Analysis 


As this Court noted at the pretrial conference and evidentiary hearing in this 


case, the Court has already weighed the facts and legal arguments concerning the 
existence of probable cause justifying the seizure of the Geo Metro until the state search 
warrant was obtained. In response to an identical challenge to the seizure of the car 
raised by the co-defendant, Justin Samuel, this Court found that probable cause existed 
to justify seizure of the car until the search warrant was issued. (R. 68). 

While the Court indicated at Young's evidentiary hearing that it would consider 
the impact of any newly developed facts as they impacted upon the Court's prior 
probable cause finding, Young has done little to argue the impact of any new facts upon 
the probable cause. Rather he has largely revisited the previously established facts, and 
merely offered supplemental arguments and innocent explanations for isolated events 
or facts in the record. 

Young seemingly contends that there was no certain or definitive evidence -- no 
reliable eyewitnesses, for example -- that he, Samuel or the Geo Metro were responsible 
for the Wisconsin mink farm break-ins. Granted, this is the case, otherwise their 
immediate arrests would have been warranted at the time of the stop. But certainty of 
criminal conduct is not the probable cause standard. 

In Chambers v. Mahoney, 399 U.S. 42, 51 (1970), the Court held that it was 
reasonable to seize and impound an automobile, on the basis of probable cause, for 
"whatever period is necessary to obtain a warrant for the search." The Court declared: 

For constitutional purposes, we see no difference between 
on the one hand seizing and holding the car before 
p the probable cause issue to a magistrate and on 
the other hand carrying out an immediate search without a 
warrant. Given probable cause to search, either course is 
reasonable under the Fourth Amendment. Id. at 52. 

The probable cause standard is satisfied if, "under the totality of the 
circumstances, . . . there is a fair probability that contraband or evidence of a crime will 


be found in [the car]." United States v. Navarro, 90 F.3d 1245, 1253 (7th Cir. 1996). 


Probable cause requires only a probability or substantial chance of criminal activity, not 
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an actual showing of such activity. Id. (citing Illinois v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 243-44 n.13). 
A review of the totality of circumstances surrounding the stop of the Geo Metro 
demonstrate that there was probable cause to search the vehicle because the fair 
probability of evidence within the vehicle existed. * 

Specifically, before having contact with Young and Samuel, Deputy Fuller had 
information that: (1) a car matching the specific description of the Geo Metro was seen 
in and around a number of fur farms from central Wisconsin to the Sheboygan area; (2) 
the car was not simply seen passing the farms, but had stopped at, or drove slowly 
around the fur farms; (3) the car had Washington State license plates and, therefore, was 
not a local vehicle traveling on rural roads; (4) attacks on the central Wisconsin farms 
coincided with the sightings of this car; (5) the fact they had driven slowly past the 
Zimbal home address searching for the fur farm was a possible indication that they 
were using the "Final Nail" farm target list which carried the Zimbal's home address 
for the Zimbal fur farm; (6) in addition to information from Zimbal, Deputy Fuller was 
aware of an “Attempt to Locate" issued by the FBI for the very same vehicle in 
connection with the fur farm raids. Once Deputy Fuller approached the vehicle, his 
observations, the answers Young and Samuel provided to his questions, and the further 
information he received from investigative agencies connected to the " Attempt to 
Locate," led to probable cause to believe that the Geo Metro may contain evidence of 
the attacks on the fur farms. 

Specifically, Deputy Fuller's observation of Samuel's furtive and rapid attempt to 


conceal the detailed southeast Wisconsin map in the glove compartment raised 


* [n the final paragraph of Young's brief in support of his motion he concedes 
that "information available to Fuller prior to the seizure of the vehicle barely made a 
prima facia showing that the car might contain evidence of a crime." This statement 
immediately followed the citation to Illinois v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 232, 235 (1983), "it is 
nonetheless clear that only the probability, and not a prima facia showing, of criminal 
activity is the standard of probable cause." 
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suspicion about their presence and activity in the Oostburg area. If they had been lost 
or were seeking some innocent landmark nearby they would have no reason to appear 
nervous or hesitate to seek the deputy's aid with directions. Further, when they 
informed the deputy that they were merely traveling from the State of Washington to 
Florida, suspicion was compounded, since Sheboygan County, Wisconsin is not a 
normal route between those two locations. 

Moreover, if they were lost or had taken a wrong turn, there would have been no 
reason for each of them to flatly deny having been on Abraham Court, near the Zimbal 
fur farm. Zimbal clearly witnessed them at that location. Yet, when Deputy Fuller 
asked them if they had been there, neither of them asked where the road was located, if 
they were indeed unfamiliar with that road. Neither of them offered an explanation 
suggesting they had stopped on any roads with which they were unfamiliar. Their flat 
denial of stopping on that road when coupled with the reports of their vehicle possibly 
"casing" fur farms prior to an attack, factored prominently in the determination of 
probable cause to search the vehicle. This suspicion was further bolstered by the 
deputy's observation of unusually detailed local maps in the car, not typically used by 
someone just passing through the area. In addition, the sightings of the Geo Metro 
dated back four to five days, during the same span as the reported farm raids in 
Wisconsin, again indicating that Young and Samuel were not simply passing through as 
they claimed to Deputy Fuller. 

Finally, Deputy Fuller also observed dark clothing in the vehicle that could have 
been used to conceal their presence at night when the attacks on the farms usually 
occurred. 

Although the defendant acknowledges the probable cause standards set out 
above, his argument focuses on the lack of an “actual” showing that he was involved in 


the farm raids rather than the existence of the probability that he was involved and that 


evidence of his involvement could be contained in the car. His arguments concerning 
the existence of probable cause cast aside the "fair probability" standard, in favor of a 
"certainty" standard that is inconsistent with the controlling precedent concerning 
probable cause. 

Young suggests a number of innocent explanations for isolated aspects of their 
activity, but those do not negate the fact that, considering the totality of circumstances, 
the most probable set of facts connected Young, Samuel and the red Geo Metro to the 
mink releases and justifies the search of their vehicle. In order to have sufficient 
probable cause to justify seizure and detention of the vehicle, the police do not need to 
explain away all other possible innocent explanations for their behavior. See United 
States v. Malin, 908 F.2d 163, 166 (7th Cir. 1990). 

The one new aspect of information developed at Young's evidentiary hearing 
was the uncertainty of the identifiable posting of " Abraham Court" or any sign 
identifying the Zimbal mink farm. Young asks, "How would Young have known the 
name of an unsigned dead-end road?" This very question, however, bolsters the reason 
that the deputy was suspicious. There is no dispute that Zimbal saw them on that road. 
But it is suspicious and peculiar that Young, unfamiliar with the roads and not having 
seen a sign, would have immediately denied being on Abraham Court. A person 
unfamiliar with the area, not possessing a detailed local map, or lost would have 
professed ignorance of the roads they had been on and inquired about it's location. 
Furthermore, the fact that the mink farm was not identified with a sign would not 
detract from probable cause, but add to it. Only persons targeting the mink farms 
utilizing the address list of the unposted farms would know what they were observing 
or scouting. The only persons interested in scouting unposted mink farms would be 
those interested in conducting or aiding in raids against the farms. 


Given that the farms were being raided at night, it was reasonable to assume that 


the vehicle may contain evidence of clothing, flashlights or burglary-type tools which 
would aid them in the raids. Since the sightings of the Geo Metro were at numerous fur 
farms that were targeted by the Animal Liberation Front in out-of-the-way rural areas, 
it was reasonable to believe that there was a probability that they possessed evidence of 
lists or addresses of the farms which they were using to locate the farms. This was 
especially true since they passed the Zimbal home which was used as the fur farm 
address and was published in the "Final Nail," before they located the farm itself. 
There also was the probability that they possessed tools for cutting or opening the 
fences in order to free the mink. These are just a few of the types of possible evidence 
that the car could contain. Deputy Fuller listed in greater detail the type of items 
sought by the search in the application for the search warrant. 

Based upon, (1) the information gathered by Deputy Fuller in the Terry stop, (2) 
the information known to the sheriff's department before the stop, and (3) the further 
details obtained from other investigating agencies, the Sheboygan County Sheriff's 
Department developed probable cause to believe that the Geo Metro may contain 
evidence that the occupants had been involved in the recent fur farm raids in 
Wisconsin, and that they were currently planning further farm attacks when intercepted 
by Deputy Fuller. Although, under the automobile exception to the warrant 
requirement, law enforcement could have searched the vehicle immediately, they chose 
to temporarily detain the vehicle while they sought a judicially issued search warrant. 
Deputy Fuller offered reasonable accommodation to Samuel and Young, so they could 
wait at the sheritf's department while the application for the search warrant was 
processed. However, Samuel and Young chose not to wait for their car, but accepted a 
ride to the local convenience store. Fuller provided them with a telephone number to 
contact him at the sheriff's department regarding the car. The search warrant was 


obtained the next day, October 29, 1997. 
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4. Conclusion 
Based upon the forgoing, there was a fair probability that evidence of a crime 
would be found in the vehicle. Seizing the vehicle was reasonable and minimally 
intrusive, until such time as a search warrant could be obtained. The United States, 
therefore, respectfully requests that the court deny the defendant's motion to suppress 
evidence.

REPLY BRIEF IN SUPPORT OF MOTION TO SUPPRESS EVIDENCE 


The government argues that “certainty of criminal conduct is not 
the probable cause standard.” Gov't brief at 6. True, but neither is 
suspicion. Brinegar v. United States, 338 U.S. 160, 175 (1949). 
“Probable cause exists where the facts and circumstances within [the 
officers’] knowledge and of which they had reasonably trustworthy 
information [are] sufficient in themselves to warrant a man of reasonable 
caution in the belief that an offense has been or is being committed.” Id. 
Moreover, “it is clear that only the probability, and not a prima facie 
showing, of criminal activity is the standard of probable cause.” Illinois 
v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 235 (1983). 
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suspicion. Brinegar v. United States, 338 U.S. 160, 175 (1949). 
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v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 235 (1983). 

The government argues that six bits of information add up to 
probable cause. The first is that a Geo Metro was seen near fur farms in 


central and eastern Wisconsin. Yet fur farms are ubiquitous in rural 


Wisconsin, negating the evidentiary value of observations of a car that 
happened to drive near a few of them. 

Second, the Geo allegedly *drove slowly around the fur farms." 
(Gov't brief at 7) Actually, the Geo drove slowly past Linda Zimbal on 
Wilson-Lima road, and Zimbal was the only person who told Deputy 
Fuller that she'd seen the Geo drive slowly. There is no evidence of any 
fur farm on Wilson-Lima. Zimbal testified that the car drove past her 
home, and that she then called her *husband at the mink farm" (tr. 
8/4/00 at 9). The fact that the Geo drove slowly past her home doesn't 
make it probable that the Geo's occupants were casing a fur farm. 

Third, the Geo had Washington plates. Wisconsin prides itself on 
tourism. It is hardly suspicious that people from other states travel 
through Wisconsin. 

Fourth, *attacks on the central Wisconsin farms coincided with the 
sightings of this car.” Gov't brief at 7. Fuller had no evidence that the 
Geo was seen at the same time any fur farm was raided. Zimbal knew 
only that one unidentified farmer *saw this vehicle prior to the break-in 
at one point or another before that weekend." (Tr. 8/4/00 at 7) That 
vague assertion hardly supports the statement that fur farm raids 
*coincided with the sightings of the car." The only other information 
Zimbal could impart was that “our calling tree was enacted because 
there were several farms in the Mishicot area that had seen the 


suspicious vehicle that was involved in the raids in central Wisconsin." 


(Tr. 8/4/00 at 6) Zimbal gave Fuller no facts to support her conclusion 


that the Geo had been “involved” in the raids.! 
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any mink releases. 


The government places additional reliance on “Samuel’s furtive and 
rapid attempt to conceal the detailed southeast Wisconsin map in the 
glove compartment." (Gov't brief at 7) In fact, Fuller did not say that 
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(Tr. 8/4/00 at 6) Zimbal gave Fuller no facts to support her conclusion 
that the Geo had been “involved” in the raids.! 

Fifth, the government asserts that "they had driven slowly past the 
Zimbal home address searching for the fur farm." Gov't brief at 7. The 
government assumes that the Geo occupants were "searching for the fur 
farm," but there's no evidence that the occupants were searching for 
anything other than the town of Oostberg where they finally stopped. 

Finally, the government relies on the “Attempt to Locate" issued by 
the FBI. As Young’s initial brief makes clear (and the government doesn’t 
dispute), the “attempt to locate” doesn’t claim that the Geo was seen near 
any mink releases. 

The government places additional reliance on “Samuel’s furtive and 
rapid attempt to conceal the detailed — Wisconsin map in the 
glove compartment." (Gov't brief at 7) In fact, Fuller did not say that 
Samuel’s actions were "furtive" or that the map was “concealed.” The 
map obviously wasn't concealed given Fuller's ability to see it. In any 


event, there's nothing suspicious about a driver having a map, or about 


! At one point, Zimbal testified that she believed “one of the farmers did indeed 
see that vehicle at his farm." (Tr. 8/4/00 at 18) She quickly amended that 
statement, making clear that she thought the farmer saw the car “prior to the 
raid.” Then she admitted that, without looking at her notes, she didn’t know 
whether the farmer saw the car before or after the raid. (Tr. 8/4/00 at 19) 
More importantly, she couldn't say that she gave any of that information to 
Fuller. (Tr. 8/4/00 at 19) In the absence of evidence that Fuller had any 
reason to believe that the Geo had been seen at a farm while it was being 
raided, there is no support for the government's assertion that raids *coincided 
with the sightings of this car." 


putting the map away in the glove compartment, where maps are 
customarily stored. 

The government finds it suspicious that the occupants denied 
being on Abraham Court, but Fuller was unaware of any street sign that 
would have alerted the occupants to their presence on Abraham Court. 
Finally, the government finds it suspicious that dark clothing could be 
seen in the car. All clothing is either light or dark, and an aesthetic 
preference for one or the other is hardly evidence of wrongdoing. 

Nothing added to nothing adds up to nothing. At best, the 
information available to Fuller might have made him suspicious, but it 
did not make it probable that the car contained evidence of criminal 
behavior. Since probable cause did not exist to support the seizure of 


the vehicle, the evidence derived from that seizure must be suppressed.

ORDER 


Before the court are defendant Peter D. Young's motions to suppress evidence (dkt. 207), for a bill of 
particulars, (dkt. 208) and to dismiss Count 5 (dkt. 210). For the reasons stated below | am granting in 
part the remaining portion of the request for a bill and denying the motion to suppress and the 
unbriefed motion to dismiss. 


l. Bill of Particulars 


The parties have winnowed their dispute down to the identities of the unnamed coconspirators to 
which the conspiracy count refers. Such information still appears to be an exception to the Seventh 
Circuit's general antipathy towards bill of particulars. See United States v. McAnderson, 914 F.2nd 
934, 946-47 (7th Cir. 1990) (no bill necessary where government identifies the alleged 
co-conspirators); United States v. Glecier, 923 F.2d 496, 502 (7th Cir. 1991) (one reason no bill 
required is because government provided names of all coconspirators not identified in indictment), but 
see United States v. Hernandez, 330 F.3d 964, 975 (7th Cir. 2003) (government not required to 
identify juvenile coconspirators where no one knew their names but their identity otherwise was 
discernible from other discovery). 


Here, in Count 5 (and Count 1, which has been dismissed), the government departed from the usual 
conspiracy charge boiler plate and did not claim that there were any "known" but uncharged 
coconspirators. The government cannot disclose information that it does not have. See Hernandez, 
330 F.3d at 975 . On the other hand, as Young notes in his reply brief, the government has responded 
to his motion by reporting that "the identity of many coconspirators is unknown . . .." Response of the . 
United States, dkt. 218, at 2. What is Young to infer from this statement? Given the amorphous nature 
of the Animal Liberation Front and the broad wording of the background paragraphs in the indictment, 
it is not clear who the government believes are co-conspirators, using the legal definition of that term: 
the publishers of "The Final Nail"? The writers of the articles and the compilers of the farm list? People 
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who provided more active and direct support to Young and Samuels? 


Perhaps at trial the government intends to introduce nothing more than the acts of Young and 
Samuel, encouraged and guided by the writings of anonymous like-thinkers. Or perhaps the 
government intends to prove up a more direct and active connection between the defendants and 
known ALF members. If it is the former, then there will be no surprises at trial. If it is the latter, then 
Young has a right to know what he will be facing so that he may prepare to defend against it. The 
government must commit to its theory; if it involves anyone's acts beyond the publication and 
dissemination of "The Final Nail," then the government must identify those people to Young. To that 
extent, | am granting Young's motion for a bill of particulars. 


ll. Motion To Suppress 


Young has alleged that local authorities violated his Fourth Amendment rights when they seized the 
car in which he and Justin Samuel were traveling. In 2000, Samuel filed a similar motion, and on 
August 4, 2000 | held an evidentiary hearing from which | found facts and recommended conclusions 
of law in an August 22, 2000 report and recommendation (the "RR"). On July 22, 2005, Young filed 
the instant motion and supplemented the record by questioning Deputy Seth Fuller at a July 27, 2005 
evidentiary hearing. In considering this motion | am adopting and incorporating the facts | found in the 
RR, supplemented as necessary by information adduced at the July 27, 2005 hearing: 


Facts 


Linda and Bob Zimbal own and operate a family mink farm in Oostburg, Wisconsin. The Zimbals' 
residence is on Wilson Lima Road, a rural road off of County Trunk A near Oostburg. The Zimbals' 
mink farm is about a half mile north on Abraham Court, which is parallel to Wilson Lima and also 
accessible from County Trunk A. Abraham Court is about a mile long and dead ends at the mink farm. 


Over the past decade or so, mink farms and mink farmers have been subjected to raids by people 
associated with a group known as the Animal Liberation Front (ALF). ALF publishes a document 
entitled "The Final Nail" in which it lists the names and addresses of mink farmers, mink farms and 
other people involved in the fur industry. Fur farmers surmise that The Final Nail is intended to provide 
targets for raiders. 





In response to such activities, fur farmers and their industry organizations have organized defensively. 
For instance, the Zimbals were part of a telephone tree through which area fur farmers would 
exchange current information regarding raids on fur farms. Fur farmers also obtained copies of The 
Final Nail to determine which farms were listed therein; prior to October 28, 1997, Linda Zimbal was 
aware that her residential address on Wilson Lima Road was listed in The Final Nail. 


Just prior to October 28, 1997, the Zimbals learned through their telephone tree that fur farms in 
centrai Wisconsin recently had been raided in the past few days. Linda Zimhal learned that several 
farms in the Mishicot area had been raided and that a particular vehicle was being associated by the 
fur farmers with those raids: a red Geo Metro with Washington state plate 560GDO. Zimbal heard 
that approximately five or six other farmers had seen the Geo in the same couple of days that the 
phone tree was in operation in Wisconsin and at least one of the raided mink farmers had seen the 
car. The raids had occurred within the past week; Mishicot is about an hour's drive from Oostburg. 
Farmers reported that the car had been seen prior to one actual raid and had been seen at least two 
other times engaged in activity which they characterized as "casing" the fur farms: fur farmers 
reported having seen the Geo driving slowly to the mink farms, sitting in their driveways, slowly circling 
the perimeter of the farms. If anyone approached the car while stopped, the occupants would drive 
away without speaking to anyone. Zimbal was aware that at least some of the mink farms at which 
the Geo had been sighted were not on major highways where a lot of vehicles normally travel.1 


In light of this information about recent activity in central Wisconsin, the Zimbals visited with Captain 
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Rakow of the Sheboygan County Sheriffs Department on the morning of October 28, 1997. The 
Zimbals provided Captain Rakow with the information they had received from their telephone network, 
including the description of the suspect vehicle. Captain Rakow responded that if the Zimbals saw the 
suspect car, they should call 911 to get the police involved. 


That same day, October 28, 1997, the Sheriff s Department disseminated to its patrol deputies an 
"Attempt To Locate" request from the FBI. The FBI's request had been sent to the attention of all law 
enforcement agencies in the area and referenced a "vehicle involved in unlawful releases of mink." 
The request asked all agencies to look for a red Geo Metro with Washington license plate 560GDO or 
560000, which did not come back to this type of vehicle. The request advised that the Metro was 
occupied by two white males in their late teens to early twenties. The request reported that the vehicle 
had last been seen on October 27, 1997 at 1:00 p.m. at a fur farm in Kewaunee County and at 3:00 
p.m. in the vicinity of a fur farm at Mishicot. The request reported that on the weekend of October 
25-26, there were three illegal releases of large quantities of mink from fur farms in Tomahawk, 
Medford and Independence, Wisconsin, and that within the past two weeks there had been similar 
unlawful releases in Illinois with over $ 800,000 worth of mink released. The ۴۳۱ reported that the 
"above vehicle may contain excellent suspects in these and other crimes." 


On the afternoon of October 28, 1997, Linda Zimbal was home washing windows. While engaged in 
her chore, Zimbal saw a small red car driving very slowly up Wilson Lima Road. This grabbed her 
attention for two reasons: no one drives slowly down that road and the car matched the general 
description of the suspect vehicle reported in the phone tree. 


Zimbal grabbed her cellular telephone, hopped in her van, and began pursuit. Zimbal fell in behind 
the slow-moving westbound car and determined that it was the Geo Metro with Washington license 
plate 560600 about which she had been warned. Zimbal followed the car when it turned north on 
County Trunk A, then turned east onto Abraham Court, the dead end where the Zimbals' mink farm 
was actually located. Zimbal did not follow the car down Abraham Court, but continued north and 
turned east onto the driveway of the next farm up the road. From this vantage point, she could see 
clearly down Abraham Court. 











Zimbal observed the Geo travel about halfway down the road and stop. Zimbal could see two men in 
the car who were looking toward the farm. The passenger was holding up a large piece of paper. The 
location at which the car had stopped had a good view of the Zimbals' mink farm and sheds. After 
sitting for about two minutes, the driver turned the car around and came back out the way he had 
entered. Zimbal fell in behind the car again and called 911 to contact Captain Rakow. 











The 911 dispatcher eventually had Sheriff s Deputy Seth Fuller telephone Zimbal on her cell phone in 
her van as she followed the Geo. Deputy Fuller was then an eight year veteran of the department. 
Earlier that day he had been advised during roll call of the FBI's "Attempt To Locate" request. 
Pursuant to this request, Deputy Fuller and all of his colleagues were on the lookout for tris vehicle - 
independently of Zimbal's report. 





Deputy Fuller asked Zimbal why she was following the Geo; Zimbal responded by divulging to Deputy 
Fuller all of the information she had regarding the previous mink releases in other locations, the 
sightings of the Geo near mink farms, and the activities she personally had observed that day. Zimbal 
remained on line with Deputy Fuller from his initial callback all the way through the ultimate police 
seizure of the vehicle and its occupants in Oostburg. 








Toward this end, Zimbal followed the Geo into Oostburg, where she observed it pull into the parking 
lot of the town grocery store. The occupants of the car exited and did some dumpster diving for lunch. 
They then drove into a narrow side parking lot between Oostburg's hardware store and deli. Zimbal 
followed in her van. 


About this time Deputy Fuller arrived in his squad car. Deputy Fuller parked and approached the Geo 
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from the front. Inside he saw two young white males who matched the description of the car's 
occupants provided in the FBI's attempt to locate request. As Deputy Fuller approached, the driver 
looked up and the passenger shoved some piece of paper into the glove box. This aroused Deputy 
Fuller's curiosity because he saw that the paper was an open map and that the passenger put it away 
so quickly and messily rather than folding it. 


Deputy Fuller was able to see into the glove box: the crumpled map was partially visible to him and 
appeared to be very detailed. This raised suspicions to Deputy Fuller since the map appeared to 
contain many small, unimportant roads as compared to a general atlas. The map was specifically for 
the southwest area of Wisconsin, which would normally not be used by someone passing through on 
a state highway or interstate. Deputy Fuller also observed dark clothing, which in Deputy Fuller's 
opinion would have been consistent with the release of mink: dark clothing would camouflage night 
movements. 


Other law enforcement officers arrived on the scene. Although the preliminary introductions are not in 
the record, Deputy Fuller had occasion to question the two occupants of the car separately. The driver 
was Peter Young; the passenger was defendant Justin Samuel. Each man individually told Deputy 
Fuller that the two were on their way to Florida from Washington. Deputy Fuller was suspicious of this 
because it would not be a common route to travel down County Highways in Sheboygan County to get 
from Washington to Florida. 


In his individual conversations with each of the men, Deputy Fuller asked if they had been near the 
mink farm on Abraham Court. Each man told Deputy Fuller that he had not been on Abraham Court. It 
is not clear whether Abraham Court was marked with a street sign bearing the road's name. Neither 
man asked Deputy Fuller for any background information, for instance where Abraham Court was. 
Although Deputy Fuller mentioned the mink farm in his questioning, neither man used that as a 
memory cue to respond to his question: each man simply denied having been near any mink farm on 
Abraham Court. This further aroused Deputy Fuller's suspicions: he expected that people unfamiliar 
with the area, if asked whether they had been on a certain road, would respond that they might have 
been, but that they did not know the names of the roads or where such roads are located. Neither 
man did this. 


About 75 minutes into the stop, the law enforcement officers decided that they would impound the 
Geo and apply to the circuit court for a search warrant. By then, Deputy Fuller had spoken 
telephonically with ۴۳۱ agent Jeff Hill. Agent Hill advised Deputy Fuller that an off-duty police officer 
had seen this same Geo Metro in a mini-mart in Trempealeau County approximately four days prior to 
October 28, and that it had been seen around some other mink farms in the Wisconsin area that had 
been victims of mink releases. This information contradicted Young's and Samuel's accounts that they 
were "just passing through" Wisconsin on their way to Florida. 


After the decision was made to impound the car, Deputy F utteroffered Young-and- Samuel two— — 
options: they could accompany the officers down to the sheriff's office to wait while the search was 
conducted or a deputy would drop them off somewhere nearby. The men chose the latter option so a 
state trooper drove them to a nearby mini-mart. 





The circuit court did not issue the requested warrant until the following afternoon, October 29, 1997. 
Items of evidentiary value were seized pursuant to the warrant. 


Analysis 


Young, like Samuel before him, claims that the authorities did not have probable cause to seize the 
Geo Metro and then search it. | previously found that there was probable cause for the seizure and 
Young has not persuaded me otherwise. Young's attempt to break apart the gestalt of what occurred 
and then individually attack the smaller pieces brings to mind the idiom of being nibbled to death by 
ducks. | agree with Young that there are minor discrepancies in witness accounts regarding who knew 
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what and when, that facts from which actors on the scene drew inculpatory inferences also were 
susceptible to innocent explanation, but when all is said and done, the ducks have failed: there still 
was probable cause supporting the seizure. 


The parties agree that the law on probable cause has not changed significantly, so there is no need to 
update the citations from the RR, although | have added some additional citations to clarify how little 
evidence it takes to establish probable cause. Indeed, in the past five years the Court of Appeals for 
the Seventh Circuit has reduced the quantum of evidence necessary to establish reasonable 
suspicion and probable cause. See, e.g., United States v. Muriel, 418 F.3d 720, WL , Case No. 
04-3968 slip. At 2-3 (7th Cir. 2005) (court accepts without comment officer's claim that during traffic 
stop his suspicions were aroused by "three police support decals affixed to the windows, a teddy bear 
on the dashboard and an American flag on the front of the vehicle" because such items "are used to 
divert attention from illicit activity"); cf. United States v. Olson, 408 F.3d 366, 371-72 (7th Cir. 2005) 
("slight" corroboration of informant sufficient to establish probable cause supporting warrant); United 
States v. Mykytiuk, 402 F.3d 773, 776 (7th Cir. 2005) (appellate court chooses not to second guess 
district court's determination that warrant lacked probable cause but hints that it would have held 
otherwise). 





As noted in the RR, the Geo was parked in a public lot when Deputy Fuller first approached it. Even if 
it had not been, Deputy Fuller at least possessed a reasonable suspicion of criminal activity that would 
have justified an investigative stop pursuant to Terry v. Ohio, 392 U.S. 1, 88 S. Ct. 1868, 20 L. Ed. 2d 
889 (1968) . So, from the outset, Deputy Fuller was entitled briefly to detain Young, Samuel and their 
car if he had a reasonable, articulable suspicion that they had been involved in criminal activity, or that 
the Geo contained evidence of criminal activity. See, e.g., United States v. Griffin, 150 F.3d 778, 
782-83 . Here, the FBI's Attempt To Locate request, coupled with Zimbal's telephonic report, amply 
supported Deputy Fuller's initial encounter with the men. 


Young challenges Zimbal's report as ambiguous, conclusory and based on secondhand information. 
But Zimbal actually provided the police with broad, deep and specific background information, that, 
even shorn of conclusory word choice, provided a nexus between the Geo to the farm attacks that had 
occurred when the car was observed nearby. To the extent that Zimbal was passing along what other 
people had told her, this hardly made her report suspect. Her information source was fellow farmers 
motivated to identify accurately their attackers so that they could be stopped. As just noted, the FBI 
had done whatever quantum of investigation it deemed necessary to issue an Attempt To Locate 
request, which dovetailed Zimbal's information. 


Young questions the value of the FBI's request, noting that it reports activity that encompasses most 
of the state of Wisconsin and that it does not tie the Geo to the attacks. This is partially true and 
virtually irrelevant. As fur farms were attacked across this geographically vast state, the same red Geo 
with misappropriated Washington plates more than once was spotted in the area over a several day 
period. Mere coincidence? Common sense and logic suggested otherwise. Hence, the recuest to 
track down the vehicle to allow further investigation. 


Within minutes, Deputy Fuller's powerful suspicions definitely ripened into probable cause supporting 
a full search. Probable cause exists if, given the totality of the circumstances, there is a fair probability 
that contraband or evidence of a crime will be found in a particular place. See United States v. 
Ledford, 218 F.3d 684, 687 (7th Cir. 2000) . In making this determination, police may draw inferences 
based on their own experience. United States v. Faison, 195 F.3d 890, 893 (7th Cir. 2000) . A 
probable cause determination, by definition, is based on probabilities and need not rise to the level of 
a virtual certainty. /d. "Probable cause requires only a probability or a substantial chance of criminal 
activity, not an actual showing of such activity." United States v Roth, 201 F.3d 888, 893 (7th Cir. 
2000) , quoting Illinois v. Gates, 462 U.S. 213, 244, 103 S. Ct. 2317, 76 L. Ed. 2d 527 (1983) ; see 
also United States v. Ramirez, 112 F.3d 849, 851-52 (7th Cir. 1997) ("all that is required for a lawful 
search is probable cause to believe that the search will turn up evidence or fruits of crime, not 
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certainty that it will") (emphasis in original}. Although people often use "probable" to mean "more likely 
than not," probable cause does not require a showing that an event is more than 50% likely, See 
United States v. Garcia, 179 F.3d 265, 269 (5th Cir. 1999) ; see also Edmond v. Goldsmith, 183 F.3d 
659, 669 (7th Cir. 1999) (Easterbrock, J., dissenting) (probable cause exists somewhere below the 
5096 threshold). 


If an officer has probable cause to search a car, then he may do so without a warrant. See Ledford, 
218 F.3d at 687 . If, however, the police decide to apply for a warrant, they may forego an immediate 
search and hold the automobile for a reasonable period of time while they prepare their paperwork. 
United States v. Griffin, 150 F.3d 778, 784 (7th Cir. 1998) (it is reasonable to hold a vehicle for six 
hours while obtaining a warrant to search it): United States v. Hall, 142 F.3d 988, 994 (7th Cir. 1998) 
(one-day temporary detention of a computer to inspect its hard drive was reasonable).2 





Deputy Fuller knew before even approaching the Geo that other people had linked it to several mink 
releases in Central Wisconsin within the past four days. True, it was not clear to Deputy Fuller (or 
anyone on the scene) whether the Geo had been seen speeding from a fresh release in the dead of 
the night with wire cutters dangling from the window, but according to Zimbal's phone tree, fur farmers 
had been seen this very car casing numerous mink farms in a three-county area, at least one of which 
had been attacked. Additionally according to the FBI's transmission, over the weekend of October 
25-26, while the Geo was meandering across Central Wisconsin's back roads, three illegal mink 
releases occurred, Within two hours on October 27, the same Geo had been seen in the vicinity of two 
different mink farms. Then, Zimbal saw and reported the vehicle casing her farm in Oostburg. 
"Casing" is a fair and accurate verb based on what Zimbal saw and reported, and Deputy Fuller, as a 
veteran patrol deputy, was entitled to accept her representations on this point, One could argue with 
some merit that these facts alone provided probable cause to search the Geo. 


Keep in mind that the question is not whether Deputy Fuller had probable cause to arrest Young and 
Samuel--although he may well have—but whether it was reasonable for Deputy Fuller to conclude 
simply that there was a fair probability that evidence of the crimes would be found in the Geo. It would 
not matter if Deputy Fuller was correct in this belief, only whether it was reasonable for him to reach 
this conclusion. See, e.g., United States v. Cashman, 216 F.3d 582, 587 (7th Cir, 2000) (stop was 
legal if trooper reasonably believed the car's windshield was cracked to an impermissible degree, 
even if it wasn't actually impermissibly cracked). Given the multiple sightings of this specific car near 
so many mink farms in such a concentrated area over a continuous several day period—including a 
drive-by in Oostburg twenty five minutes before Deputy Fuller approached the car--and given that at 
least one of those mink farms had been raided, it was more than a mere hunch or assumption for 
Deputy Fuller to conclude that probably there was evidence in the Geo relating to illegal fur farm 
attacks. Perhaps Deputy Fuller could not specify what evidence he would find, but it was probable that 
he would find something, be it wirecutters, a diary, a marked map, dark clothing, or some other 
evidence of ihe crime. 





But there was more: upon approaching the Geo, Deputy Fuller observed two occupants who matched 
the FBI's description of the occupants previously observed in the car. Samuel aroused suspicions by 
quickly and messily shoving his detailed area map into the glove box upon Deputy Fuller's approach. 
Deputy Fuller still was able to discern the nature of this map which could be viewed as the figurative 
smoking gun: while not contraband in and of itself, such a detailed map probably was direct evidence 
of the crimes under investigation. It would be fair for Deputy Fuller to infer that the map would include 
the geographic areas at which the cased or vandalized mink farms were located; it would be 
reasonable for Deputy Fuller to conclude that such a map might also be marked to show exact fur 
farm locations.3 Additionally, Deputy Fuller saw dark clothing in the car, which he surmised could be 
used to camouflage night maneuvers, This observation by itself was not compelling to the probable 
cause analysis, but it had some evidentiary value. To the same effect, the clothes themselves properly 
could be viewed as possible evidence of the suspected crimes and thus subject to seizure. 
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Young challenges the evidentiary value of the map and the clothing to no avail. Yes, some people 
prefer "blue highways,"4 and everybody in America probably owns some dark clothing. According to 
Young, it was just as likely that he was a camper as a saboteur. But how many days would even the 
most unhurried camper in America spend traversing Wisconsin while motoring cross-continent in a 
Geo? It defies credulity. Regardless, the fact that Young can hypothesize possible innocent 
explanations for some of the evidence does not bar Deputy Fuller from considering this evidence as 
parts of a totality and then drawing reasonable inculpatory conclusions therefrom. United States v. 
Scott, 19 F.3d 1238, 1242-43 (7th Cir. 1994). Locals had seen this Geo cruising near mink farms, 
which most easily could be located by using such a map. When Young and Daniel saw Deputy Fuller 
approaching, they hurriedly stuffed the unfolded map into the glovebox. In isolation, any of the facts 
known to Deputy Fuller can be explained away; in their totality, these facts clearly establish probable 
cause to search the Geo. 


Finally, in response to Deputy Fuller's specific inquiry, both men unhesitatingly denied having been 
near any mink farm on Abraham Court. This was unwise: first, Deputy Fuller knew this to be untrue, 
second, Deputy Fuller reasonably expected that a guileless traveler would have been more 
circumspect regarding the specifics of his travels through unfamiliar parts. Young argues that, absent 
proof that there was a street sign on Abraham Court, it is unfair to surmise that his denial was 
knowingly false. That may be true as far as it goes, but that's not very far: as the government rejoins, if 
Young didn't know where he had been, how couid he be so cocksure of where he hadn't? It is a minor 
point in the probable cause calculus, but it whatever heft it has weighs against Young, not for him. 


In sum, notwithstanding Young's current challenges, there was more than enough direct and 
circumstantial evidence to establish probable cause that the Geo contained evidence of illegal mink 
releases. This isn't a case of "nothing added to nothing,” but a series of small to mid-sized 
“somethings” coalescing into probable cause. Young is not entitled to suppression of any evidence 
seized from the Geo or derived from the search. 


Ill. Dismissing Count 5 


Young filed a motion to dismiss Count 5 pursuant to F.R.Cr.P. 7(cX1} because the grand jury failed to 
cite to the charging statute. Young acknowledged that Count 5 appeared to charge him with 
conspiracy but claimed, unconvincingly, that he wasn't sure of this and his uncertainty affected his 
ability to defend himself. Perhaps in recognition of the merits of this motion, Young declined to brief it, 
which constitutes a waiver of his claim. See United States v. Stevens, 380 F.3d 1021, 1024-25 (7th 
Cir. 2004) . 


In any event, dismissal is not warranted: courts review violations of Rule 7(c)(1) for prejudice, and 
here the failure to cite 18 U.S.C. § 371 was harmless. Cf United States v. AJ Assets and Equipment, 
58 F.3d 1181, 1184 n.2 (7th Cir. 1995) (incorrect citation to charging statute not grounds for dismissal 
if harmless). Here, the indictment contains the elements of the offense charged, fairly informs Young 
of the nature of the charge against which he must defend (particularly as amplified by the 
back-and-forth on Young's request for a bill of particulars), and enables him to plead an acquittal or 
conviction in bar of future prosecutions for the same offense. This is enough. See United States v. 
Webster, 125 F.3d 1024, 1029 (7th Cir. 1997) . 


ORDER 
Itis ORDERED that: 


1) Defendant Peter D. Young's motion for a bill of particulars is granted in part and denied in part as 
stated above; 


2) Defendant's motion to suppress evidence is denied; and 


3) Defendant's motion to dismiss Count 5 is denied.

The gov. would present testimony of 


Kathy Turbak of the Turbak Mink Ranch in Watertown SD. 


556 would testify that on or about October 16, 1997 their mink farm in South 
Dakota was attacked, resulting in the release of 2,400 mink. She would testify that 
fences surrounding the farm wer cut, using some form of tool; cages were opened, 
releasing the mink, and about 1/4 of the mink released were not recovered, resulting in 


a losses in excess of $10,000. 


Special Agent Mike Grahm of the FBI in SD would testify that in investigating the 
attack, he took wire samples from the fence in the areas where they were cut by the 
tools that were suspected and sent those wire samples to the FBI Crime Lab. 


Det Ron Corcoran of the Trempealeau Co SD - Would testify that on Oct. 23, 


1997, he observed Young and Samuel and their Geo Metro with Washington license 
plates in Galesville, WI. Two days later he took wire samples from the site of a farm 
attack in Independence Wisc which were turned over to the FBI Lab. 


Tom Olson of the Smieja Fur Farm - Would testify that On or about Oct 25 in the 
early morning hours, the Smieja farm in Independence Wisconsin was attacked. The 
fence was cut along the west side of the mink barn and nearly 800 Blue Iris Mink were 
released from four cages, of which 104 mink were never recovered. He would testify 
that the attack resulted in more than $10,000 in loss to the Smieja farm. 


Ron Dittrich of the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, WI (WD) would testify (as to 
counts 5 and 6) that in the early morning hours of October 26, 1997, the Dittrich Minery 
was attacked, when perpetrators trespassed onto the Dittrich Farm, cut and knocked 
down 400 feet of fence and released 2,500 mink from the farm owned by his family. 
Three hundred mink went unrecovered for a losses well beyond $10,000. 





Retired Special Agent Ed Bruner of the formerly of the FBI office in Wausau WI, 
would testify that he collected wire samples from the site of the Dittrich farm attack and 
sent them to the FBI lab 


Alex Ott of the Ott Mink Farm near Tomahawk, WI would also testify that on Oct 
26, 1997, his farm was attacked when perpetrators trespassed on his farm property, 
opened a gate to a perimeter fence on his farm and then released over 350 mink from 
350 mink pens, some of which had more than one mink. He would testify that about 70 
of his mink were unrecovered, causing more than $10,000 in loss to his farm 





Deputy Seth Fuller of the Sheboygan County SD - would testify that on October 
26, 1997 a red Geo Metro with State of Washington plates that had been sighted by 
multiple fur farmers in and around farms in the Sheboygan area , and had also by 
information from the fur famer's calling network, been sighted in areas of the state 
where earlier mink releases had taken place, was stopped by him in Oostburg 
Wisconsin. The two occupants were identified as Peter Daniel Young, the D, and 
Justin Clayton Samuel. 





This evidence would prove that : 
Young and Samuel conspired to and did 
Travel in interstate commerce 


The purpose of their travel was to disrupt animal enterprises 
(Specifically the fur farm involved) 


That they did, in fact, disrupt and cause damage to the farms 


AS to Count 6 they specifically disrupted and damaged the Dittrich Mink 
farm causing more than $10,000 in damage

of the Red Geo Metro revealed 


- detailed local maps of rural Wisconsin, including the areas in which previous 
mink releases had occured 

- Dark clothing, including dirt covered overalls

- flashlights 


- an Animal Liberation Front fur farm target list, from a document 
known as "The Final Nail" 


- a subscription form to a publication known as "No Compromise" - an animal 
liberation advocacy paper 


- Bolt cutters and other pinching type tools 


- Animal liberation stickers 


Steven Casper, FBI crime lab tool mark identification analyst,- 





Would testify to his background and qualifications as a Tool Mark identification 
expert with the crime lab. He would testify that he received the wire cutting samples 
taken from the sites of the attacks previously mentioned and the bolt cutters and tools 
taken from Young and Samuel's red Geo Metro by the Sheriff's Dept. 


Mr. Casper would testify that he tested/compared the wire samples to the 
impressions/ marks left by the bolt cutter and tools, and identified a positive match. The 
bolt sutters and tools possessed by Young and Samuel had been used to cut the wire 
at the site of the farm attacks on the Turbak, Smieja and Dittrich farms. 


Finally, to confirm all the evidence above, the Gov. would have the testimony of 
Justin Samuel: 


samuel would testify that he and Young planned to and did drive through various 
states in the Midwest, including Wisconsin, trespassed onto the farms, cut down fences 
and released mink from the farms. 


He would testify that their intent was to (1) free the mink and (2) disrupt the mink 
farm operation , causing economic harm as a disincentive to operating the mink farm.

Dear Judge: 


I am a fur farmer who has been in the fur business for over 25 years. I am self-employed 
and my business is the sole source of income for providing for my wife and child. Over the 
years I have generally raised about 5,000 mink and 100 foxes per year. At all time: my 
farm has been in compliance with the {1.5 D.A. and the Fur Commission USA standards 
for animal care and housing. 


On Saturday, October 18, 1997, I was awakened by a phone call at 5:30 A.M. infc rming 
me that mink were “running all over the place.” I raced out of my house and mink were 
coming our of the ditches from every direction. It was immediately obvious to me chat the 
ALF had struck. I then called everyone I knew to help assist in catching the mink. 
Approximately 50 people arrived over the next few hours. As daybreak occurred, I could 
see the true impact, Every single door to mink was opened and every fox cage thai could 
not be opened was cut open. Many mink refused to leave their known homes and 
remained housed while the doors were closed back up. Many other mink, however, ran 
out of their homes. This sudden change of environment threw many in shock and 2 slow 
death. I found many other mink to be fighting each other until death, leaving magled flesh, 
blood, and fur everywhere. 


The roads nearby were covered with dead and partially run over mink due to cars itriking 
them. These mink'were led unto their death and suffering by being drawn towards car 
noises which they mistakenly believed were motorized feeding carts. Other mink r: n to 
nearby houses and farms and got into chicken coops, killing most of the chickens, 10t to 
mention many geese and ducks. The farmers that heard all the commotion were fo: ced to 
save their livestock by shooting and killing these mink. These animals continued to turn up 
over the next weeks. They arrived very thin and malnourished but yet refused to e: t: They 
were so traumatized that they could not function to the point I had to put them to sleep or 
they died through the night. I responded to all call, 24 hours a day, regardless whe her the 
caller indicated the mink was alive or dead. Many calls came from the Sioux City Folice 
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Department. I spent two weeks catching mink on only 2 hours of sleep per night. 


These cruel, criminal acts of Young and Samuel and other conspirators resulted in the 
release of 5,00 mink, of which 1,300 mink perished, 100 fox of which 25 perished, the 
loss of all breeding records, and approximately 500 feet of fence in two separate hı using 
yards. The combined total loss is $310,000 of which only $50,000 was covered by 
insurance. 


Given the layout of my two farmyards and the great number of animals,it is clear tc: me 
that my farm was under surveillance before the terrorist attack. It is also obvious tat this 
was the work of numerous terrorists of the group, not just Defendants Samuel and Young. 
In my opinion, there must have been between 5 and 10 terrorists participated to ge: all this 
damage accomplished in one short night before the first alert. 


Young's terrorism has been a terror indeed to my wife and son who was 7 at the tirne. My 
son lost much focus and concentration, his grades slipped and he to this day is still feeling 
victimized due to continued reign of terror by the ALF. For example we received :. letter 
in the summer of 1999 which contained a razor blade and the words “get out of bu iiness 
or you will pay the consequences.” We now must screen all mail for letter bombs ¿nd any 
other form of maiming device. 


According to the FBI, Young struck a fur farm in Watertown, SD, the night before he hit 
my farm, Watertown is 3.5 hours away from my farm. My farm was then struck. Three 
days later Samuel got his vehicle stuck along a county gravel road close to a mink : arm in 


` Cherokee, Iowa. A tow truck driver can confirm Young 's presence there. Cherokee is 


about 40 miles from my farm. The exact same modus operandi was used in all these 
attacks according to the FBI. FBI Special Agent George Strong told me that Samuel 
recalls a farmyard on a hill with a house below it. That matches my farm's description, as 
the farm lies on a big loess hill. Samuel is claiming “I can't remember" as to my far n, so I 
sent US Attorney Bob Anderson photos and a description of my farm in the year 2000. 


I am still a victim without recourse to date because the crimes of Young for terrori ing 
and vandalizing tny farm have gone unpunished. I must now maintain constant watch and 
sleepless night for ALF thugs. ALF claimed immediate credit for all these farms as soon 
as these were struck. They struck again exactly one week after learning Samuels p ea 
bargained in federal court, with ALF criminals terrorizing 14,000 mink in eastern Iowa. 


Recently Young expressed to the associated press he would do it all over again. 
I respectfully request that you send the strongest message possible to this ALF terrorist 
group by sentencing Young to the maximum allowed by guidelines

"This guy is a pro," Tomkins 
said. 

On May 5, Young pleaded guilty 
to petty theft and was sentenced to 
time served. He was turned over 
to federal authorities and is now 
jailed in Madison, Wisc., where he 
faces trial Sept. 6 on two misde- 
meanor counts of animal enter- 
prise terrorism, and a maximum 
two-year sentence, if convicted, 
said Madison-based Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Bob Anderson. 


Friendly territory 


In Santa Cruz, Young allegedly 
rented an apartment under a false 
name, using a Virginia identifica- 
tion card. He sought help from ani- 
mal rights activists here, accord- 
ing to search warrant applications 
recently unsealed in the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court of Northern California. 

He appears to have run a mail- 
order CD business using his com- 
puter while on the lam, federal 
agents say. 

Santa Cruz police said they were 
aware federal agents were in the 
city surveilling a residence, but 
said they do not know where the 
apartment was. Federal court doc- 
uments state it was near the home 
of an unnamed fellow animal 
rights activist who was arrested 
with Young during a protest at UC 
Davis in 1997. San Jose police say 
he was also associating with a San 
Francisco animal rights activist. 

Samuel, his co-defendant in the 
mink case, was caught in 1999 in 
Belgium and struck a deal with 
prosecutors and was sentenced to 
two years in prison.

declined to comment. Anderson 
said his office would not file evad- 


ing charges, as they do not have 


evidence to prove beyond a rea- 


‘sonable doubt that he knew the 
charges were pending and fled. 


"We have inferences we can 


draw, but they are probably not 


sufficient," he said. 

However, in the applications for 
the warrant, an Oakland-based 
FBI officer, Scott Merriam, said he 
had "probable cause to believe that 
one or more individuals ... have in 
some manner assisted Young in 
remaining concealed from arrest." 

Young's attorney in Madison, 
Chris Kelly, downplayed the doc- 
uments. 

"I'm not sure most of it has any 
real significance. to the charges- 
Peter is facing (in: Wisconsin).

Prosecution to proceed for 1997 raid on mink farm

WATERTOWN, S.D. - A prosecutor faces a deadline to try a man accused of releasing hundreds of mink from a farm near 
Kranzburg nine years ago. 


The defendant, Peter Daniel Young, 28, is serving'a two-year sentence in a federal prison in California after pleading guilty in U.S. 
District Court in Madison, Wis., to animal enterprise terrorism for releasing mink at farms in Iowa, South Dakota and Wisconsin. 


Codington County State's Attorney Vince Foley said in December that the federal penalty did not fit the crime committed at the 
Turbak Mink Ranch near Kranzburg when hundreds of the animals were released from pens. Many died before they could be 
recaptured - a loss that played a part in the eventual closure of the business, the former owners said. 


Federal investigators said they believe Young is connected with the Animal Liberation Front, a radical group that has attempted to 
destroy animal-related industries it considers inhumane. 


Prosecutor Foley filed state charges against Young of third-degree burglary, intentional damage to property and animal enterprise 
trespass. The first two charges carry a maximum sentence of 10 years in prison. The third charge has a maximum penalty of two 
years in prison. 


On Tuesday, Foley said Young has demanded a speedy trial or dismissal of the charges. 


By filing the request for a speedy trial, Foley said Young eliminated any extradition issues and started the clock on a 180-day 
window for prosecution. 


"That means we have to try his case within that time period," Foley said Tuesday. "We are making arrangements to have him 
transported here to face trial." 


Foley said Young could be brought to Watertown within a month. 


Young, of Mercer Island, Wash., was arrested in San Jose, Calif., a year ago when he was caught shoplifting. He had been on the 


run since being indicted by a federal grand jury in Wisconsin in 1998 on four extortion charges and two animal enterprise 
terrorism counts. 


Authorities later dismissed the four extortion counts after deciding a U.S. Supreme Court ruling in 2003 invalidated the legal 
theory behind them. He then pleaded guilty to animal enterprise terrorism in a deal with prosecutors.

Assistant U.S. Attorney John Vaudreuil said a Supreme Court decision in 
2003 found the definition of extortion under federal law means someone 
must actually take something from another person, not just deprive that 
person of something. 


After consulting with the U.S. Department of Justice and FBI attorneys, 
Vaudreuil said his office decided the charges no longer fit the 
allegations in the indictment. Young wasn't accused of actually taking 
anything from the farms. Vaudreuil filed the order for dismissal Thursday. 


"There's no goal to obtain things from the targeted mink farms in this 
case. The goal is to shut them down. We all agree that charge, 
extorting something from these people, no longer fit," Vaudreuil said. 


Prosecutors said they believe Young is part of the Animal Liberation 


Front, a radical group that aims to destroy animal-related industries it 
considers inhumane. 


Young, 27, of Mercer Island, Wash., has become a folk hero in the 

animal rights movement. Someone has set up a Web site to solicit funds for 
his legal defense, and someone sent him an escape plan while he was 

being held in the Dane County Public Safety Building earlier in July. 


Vaudreuil said his office doesn't plan to bring charges against Young 
for being a fugitive. He said flight charges usually are filed against 
people who flee after appearing in court at least once; Young never 
appeared before he disappeared. 


He insisted that decision and dismissing the charges doesn't mean the 
government takes ALF actions any less seriously. For example, the charge 
of animal enterprise terrorism has been upgraded from a misdemeanor to 

a felony since Young was on the run, Vaudreuil said. 


But that won't affect Young's case. 


"This criminal is going to slide under the wire. It's a shame," said 
Teresa Platt, executive director of the mink farmer association Fur 
Commission USA. "The law is an imperfect beast." 


Young's legal troubles aren't over, Vaudreuil said. He's still due in 
court Wednesday for a pretrial conference. 


"Mr. Young still faces two years in prison, obviously, if he's found 
guilty," Vaudreuil said.

"You've got to be kidding. Unbelievable. Unbelievable," said Alex Ott, 
owner of Ott's Mink Ranch in Tomahawk. Young was accused of helping to 
free 300 mink from Ott's farm in 1997. 


Young would have faced 82 years in prison if convicted on all six 

counts against him. He still faces two counts of animal enterprise terrorism 
- misdemeanors that each carry up to a year in prison. The four counts 

of interference with commerce by extortion each carried up to 20 years. 


"I'm pretty pleased, as is Peter," said Young's attorney, Chris Kelly. 
"We're in a much better position." 


Young and alleged accomplice Justin Samuel were indicted in 1998 on the 
six charges. Prosecutors Say the pair broke onto five farms in Iowa, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin in 1997 and freed around 7,000 mink. 


Samuel cooperated with authorities and got two years in prison. Young 
vanished until this past March, when he was arrested in San Jose, 
Calif., for shoplifting CDs from a Starbucks.

The Pacific Northwest remains a hotbed of volatile, illegal action in 
the name of the ELF and ALF. The FBI is investigating arsonists here 
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who have burned local research labs, a slaughterhouse and 
expensive homes near sensitive habitat. Black-hooded vandals also 
continue to release captive animals by the thousands. 


It's that subculture which launched Seattle-area native Peter Daniel 
Young to cult-hero status. A "Support-Peter" Web site, T-shirts, even 
a fan club -- all for a man currently in federal prison for violations of 
the Animal Enterprise Terrorism Act. 


Halsne: "Any regrets?" 


Young: "The only thing I can say I regret is that I got caught. I don't 
regret anything else." 


KIRO Team 7 Investigators spoke with Young from inside the 
Victorville Medium Security prison in California. The Justice 
Department wouldn't allow us to videotape. His voice alone, however, 
carries plenty of passion for his cause. 


Young: "You have to understand that what happens to animals in this 
country is so egregious and so violent, so gory, so horrific, that it 
warrants extreme action. It is a tremendous risk to take. Prison is a 
extreme risk to take. Possibly getting shot is a tremendous risk to 
take. But, the severity of what happens to animals is so extreme, 
that I believe a lot of people are willing to take that risk." 


Young grew up on Bainbridge and Mercer islands. As a teenager, he 
stopped eating meat and progressed from peacefully protesting 
animal rights to criminal actions. 


Federal prosecutors just handed him two years in prison for freeing 
millions of dollars worth of mink from fur ranches. Additional charges 
could keep him behind bars eight more years. Still, he is 
unrepentant. 


Young: "So long as an animal has the capacity to feel pain, I'm going 
to be there to protect it." 


Doug Kelly is executive director of the American Mink Council. He 
says activists like Young are dangerous and "in danger" every time 
they take action. 


He warns, "Somebody comes into your million-dollar house and 
you're watching them pour gasoline all over and starting to throw a 
match on it, you're going to do something about it. You're going to 
stop them however you can stop them." 


Animal Liberation Front raids on Washington fur farms, like one in 
Snohomish County, have financially devastated some local farming 
families. However, overall, Kelly says eco-terrorists have failed to 
hurt the market. Pelt prices this season are at an all-time high. 


"Fur. Not only is it nice, it's exquisite. It's warm. Nothing is warmer. 
That's why God put the animals on the earth, is for us to use." 


You might not agree with Kelly's views or with the shouts of animal 
rights protesters, but both are legal expressions. Arson and burglary 
break-in actions committed in the name of ALF and ELF are not. 


To find out more about how and why they conduct their illegal terror 
campaigns, KIRO Team 7 Investigators spoke with admitted criminals 
within both organizations. 


Members showed me how they slip through unnoticed onto farms, 
how they scare animal researchers, even handed us the 
firebomb-building blueprints they use. 


KIRO Team 7 Investigators constructed and tested the simple 
time-delayed device. 


Arson experts supervised the process, wanting you to see what just 
$4 worth of fire building materials can be do to a building. 


U.S. Attorney General for Oregon Karin Immerqut is leading way in 
an attempt to dismantle ALF and ELF. 
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"If you follow the advice, and create incendiary devices and commit 
arsons, we'll hunt you down a prosecute you." 


Immergut says the two eco-groups are intertwined. Just this year, 
secret grand juries in the Pacific Northwest have indicted 14 alleged 
eco-terrorists, the most serious round-up of suspects ever. 


"The risk to other persons is enormous. In addition, we've seen 
arsons set next to propane tanks, next to gas meters. Again, that 
clearly poses a danger to human life." 


Charges of arson and conspiracy could put some activists, who call 
themselves "The Family," in prison for up to 35 years. Several 
members are accused of burning down the University of Washington 
Horticultural Center in 2003 because they didn't like the way tree 
research might alter Mother Nature. 


Peter Young says he was not part of that cell. However, he 
understands when he gets out of prison, the FBI still has a file that 
labels him a domestic terrorist. 


"I'm marked for life. There's no question about that. I imagine I'll 
probably be a suspect in just about anything that ever happens 
illegally for animals for the rest of my life. I'm very well aware of 
that." 


The FBI says Peter Young is definitely a member of ALF, but it was 
interesting, when we asked him about it from federal prison, he 
denied it. 


There may be a legal reason for that. The Justice Department has 
some new "conspiracy" rules. If they can prove you're a member of 
ALF or ELF, you might get an extra 10 years behind bars.

WATERTOWN (AP)- A man convicted in federal court in Wisconsin for releasing 
mink from fur farms in three states now faces state charges in Watertown. 
Peter Daniel Young is charged in the release of hundreds of mink from the 
Turbak Mink Ranch near Kranzburg in 1997, Codington County State's Attorney 
Vince Foley said. 

Young was indicted in 1998 on federal charges for releasing mink at farms in 
South Dakota, lowa and Wisconsin.

A man convicted in federal court in Wisconsin for releasing mink from farms in three states now 
faces state charges in South Dakota. Peter Daniel Young, 28, of Mercer Island, Wash., is 
charged in the release of hundreds of mink from the Turbak Mink Ranch near Kranzburg in 1997, 
said Codington County State's Attorney Vince Foley. 


Young was indicted in 1998 on federal charges for releasing mink at farms in South Dakota, lowa 
and Wisconsin. After being a fugitive for several years, he pleaded guilty in a plea bargain to 
charges of animal enterprise terrorism and was sentenced last month to two years in prison in 
federal court in Madison, Wis. Young wasn't remorseful for his crime at the time. He read a 
statement to the court, calling his mink farm raids an "act of conscience." He told fur farmers in 
the audience "it was an absolute pleasure to raid your farms" and urged everyone in the 
courtroom to go out and attack more farms. Federal investigators said they believe Young is 
connected with the Animal Liberation Front, a radical group that has attempted to destroy animal- 
related industries it considers inhumane. 


Foley said the state charges of third degree burglary, intentional damage to property and animal 
enterprise trespass were filed against Young after discussions with the state attorney general's 
office and the owners of the now-defunct mink ranch.

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PART A. THE OFFENSE 


Charges and Convictions 


l. On September 16, 1998, a grand jury in the Western District of Wisconsin returned a six- 
count indictment against Peter Daniel Young and Justin Clayton Samuel (Case No. 98- 
CR-91-S). Count 1 charged that from on or about October 17, 1997, through on or about 
October 29, 1997, the defendants conspired to obstruct, delay and affect commerce and 
the movement of articles and commodities in such commerce by extortion; in violation of 
18 U.S.C. 88 1951 and 2. Counts 2, 3 and 4 charged that on or about October 25, 1997, 
October 26, 1997, and October 26, 1997, respectively, the defendants did knowingly and 
unlawfully obstruct, delay, affect, and attempt to obstruct, delay and affect commerce and 
the movement of articles and commodities in such commerce by extortion; in violation of 
18 U.S.C. 88 1951 and 2. Count 5 charged that from on or about October 17, 1997, 
through on or about October 29, 1997, the defendants conspired to travel in interstate 
commerce for the purpose of causing physical disruption to the functioning of animal 
enterprises and with the intent to cause physical disruption to the functioning of animal 
enterprises, by damaging property and causing the loss of animals and records, resulting in 
economic damage of more than $10,000; in violation of 18 U.S.C. 88 43(a) and 2. Count 
6 charged that on or about October 26, 1997, the defendants did knowingly travel in 
interstate commerce for the purpose of causing physical disruption to the functioning of 
an animal enterprise and did intentionally cause physical disruption to the functioning of 
the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, Wisconsin, by damaging property, destroying records 
and causing the loss of animals, thereby resulting in economic damage of more than 
$10,000; in violation of 18 U.S.C. 88 43(a) and 2. The indictment was sealed, and 
warrants were issued for the defendants' arrests. 








A. Peter Daniel Young was arrested in San Jose, California, on March 21, 2005, on unrelated 
local charges. He was taken into custody by the U.S. Marshals Service on May 6, 2005, 
and had his initial appearance before Chief U.S. Magistrate Judge Patricia Trumbull in the 
Northern District of California that same day. Young waived his right to an identity and 
detention hearing and was ordered removed to the Western District of Wisconsin in 
custody. 


3. Young was arraigned before U.S. Magistrate Judge Theresa Owens on May 24, 2005, and 
entered not guilty pleas. He was ordered detained pending trial based on the risks of flight 
and danger. 


4. On July 26, 2005, Counts 1 through 4 of the indictment were dismissed without prejudice. 


5. A written plea agreement was reached in this case, the complete text of which is contained 
in a letter to defense counsel dated August 26, 2005. In summary, Young agreed to plead 
guilty to Counts 5 and 6 of the indictment and to pay restitution for all losses relating to 
the offenses of conviction and the same course of conduct or common scheme or plan as 
those offenses.

On September 2, 2005, Peter Young appeared before U.S. Magistrate Judge Stephen L. 
Crocker and pleaded guilty to Counts 5 and 6. The Court withheld adjudication of guilt 
until the time of sentencing. A presentence investigation was ordered to be filed by 
October 7, 2005. Objections to the report are due October 21, 2005. Sentencing is 
scheduled for November 8, 2005. 


Codefendant 


Justin Clayton Samuel was arrested in Belgium in September 1999 and held based on the 
arrest warrant in the instant case. He was extradited to the United States and was 
arraigned before U.S. Magistrate Judge Stephen L. Crocker on June 12, 2000. On August 
30, 2000, Samuel pleaded guilty to a two-count information filed in Case No. 00-78M-X- 
01: Count 1 charged that from on or about October 17, 1997, through on or about 
October 29, 1997, Samuel conspired with Peter Daniel Young and other persons to travel 
in interstate commerce for the purpose of causing physical disruption to the functioning 
of animal enterprises and with the intent to cause physical disruption to the functioning 
of animal enterprises, by damaging property and causing the loss of animals and records, 
resulting in economic damage of more than $10,000; in violation of 18 U.S.C. 88 43(a) and 
2. Count 2 charged that on or about October 26, 1997, the defendant did knowingly travel 
in interstate commerce for the purpose of causing physical disruption to the functioning 
of an animal enterprise and did intentionally cause physical disruption to the functioning 
of the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, Wisconsin, by damaging property, destroying records 
and causing the loss of animals, thereby resulting in economic damage of more than 
$10,000; in violation of 18 U.S.C. 88 43(a) and 2. 


The sentencing hearing was held before U.S. Magistrate Judge Crocker on November 3, 
2000. After hearing testimony from the victims, the Court found that the total intended 
loss for guidelines purposes was approximately $569,372. Samuel was sentenced to 12 
months' imprisonment as to each count, to run consecutively, and a one-year term of 
supervised release. He was also ordered to pay restitution in the amount of $364,106. The 
restitution obligation was ordered joint and several with Peter Daniel Young should he be 
convicted. 


Ihe Offense Conduct 


Paragraphs 9 through 20 are the same as the like-numbered paragraphs in Justin Clayton 
samuel's presentence investigation report. 


In October 1997, Justin Clayton Samuel and Peter Daniel Young traveled from South 
Dakota to Iowa to Wisconsin on a mission to release mink from various mink farms. They 
drove a red Geo Metro registered in Washington state to their friend Allison Porter. The 
duo illegally entered at least four farms, setting free thousands of mink. Unfortunately for 
Samuel and Young, they and their somewhat distinctive vehicle were spotted by various 
witnesses, and fur farmers were anxious to give police information about the activists who 
threatened their operations. The Geo Metro was impounded in Sheboygan County, 
although Samuel and Young were not held. A subsequent search of the vehicle yielded the 
bolt cutters used to cut the fences at three of the victim farms along with other 
incriminating evidence.

During the evening hours of October 16, 1997, the Turbak Mink Ranch in Watertown, 
south Dakota, was illegally entered. Holes were cut in the exterior fence and about 2,400 
mink were released from their sheds. All but 600 of the mink were recovered. An FBI 
agent investigating the incident removed a six-inch length of the fence which had been cut 
by the perpetrators and forwarded it to the FBI Laboratory for inspection. 


Between the hours of 6:00 p.m. on October 17, 1997, and 7:00 a.m. on October 18, 1997, 
several sections of fence at the Circle K Fur Farm in Sioux City, Iowa, were cut and 
knocked down. About 2,000 mink were let out of their individual cages and a number of 
foxes were also let loose. 


Between the hours of 10:30 p.m. on October 20, 1997, and 12:30 a.m. on October 21, 
1997, the Fassett Fur Farm in Webster City, Iowa, was vandalized. Three mink were let 
loose, two of which were recovered. The tags bearing the name and breeding information 
for numerous individual mink were taken from the cages and torn up. The owner of the 
farm reported he did not see the subjects but heard a man's voice and a woman's voice, and 
he believed the subjects were scared off before they could do much damage. 


On October 21, 1997, Dan Robb, a driver for Lubeck's Towing, towed a red Geo Metro 
out of a ditch in the vicinity of Perrin and Sons Fur Farm in Cherokee, Iowa. Robb told 
the FBI the car had Washington state license plates and was occupied by two white males. 
He recalled there was a lot of luggage and clothing in the car. 


Detective Ron Corcoran of the Trempealeau County, Wisconsin, Sheriff's Department 
stopped at the Budget Mart in Galesville, Wisconsin, at about 10:00 p.m. on October 23, 
1997. He saw a red Geo Metro bearing Washington state license plate #560GDO in the 
budget Mart parking lot. When he went into the store, Detective Corcoran spoke with two 
white males who were heating food in the microwave. The two stated they were on a trip 
to visit friends. The Trempealeau County dispatcher ran a check on the license plate and 
learned the vehicle was registered to Allison Porter. 


At around 4:50 p.m. on October 24, 1997, an Amish man named Neal Borntrager saw a 
small red car drive onto his property in rural Granton (Clark County), Wisconsin. He saw 
two white males get out of the vehicle and walk across a field. Borntrager yelled and asked 
what they were doing. The two stated they were traveling and were looking for a place to 
camp. Borntrager told them they were on private property and asked them to leave. He 
noted the car had a Washington state license plate, either #560GDO or #560DGO. 


Between the hours of 4:30 p.m. on October 24, 1997, and 6:00 a.m. on October 25, 1997, 
the Smieja Fur Farm in Independence (Trempealeau County), Wisconsin, was illegally 
entered. About thirty feet of the exterior fence was cut and laid down. The intruders 
opened 352 shelter boxes, each of which housed a male and a female mink, and all of the 
animals were released. About thirty male mink were released from another row of pens. 
One of the fur farm's owners, Jim Smieja, stated he had gotten up around 3:00 a.m. and 
turned on the light in his house. He speculated the intruders may have left when they saw 
the light. Detective Corcoran took samples of the fence which had been cut by the

perpetrators and forwarded them to the FBI Laboratory for inspection. All but 104 of the 
released mink were recovered; however, their value as breeders was lost because there was 
no way to identify each individual mink and its lineage. 


A Geo Metro driven by Peter Daniel Young was stopped for making an illegal U-turn at the 
intersection of Highway 37 and Clairemont Avenue in Eau Claire, Wisconsin, at about 
2:00 a.m. on October 25, 1997. The vehicle bore Washington license plate #560GDO. 


At approximately 1:30 a.m. on October 26, 1997, Jack Dittrich, owner of the Dittrich 
Mink Farm in Medford (Taylor County), Wisconsin, was awakened by someone who called 
to report there were mink all over the road. Dittrich contacted the sheriff's department 
and immediately began attempts to recover the mink. Investigation revealed that about 
400 feet of the perimeter fence had been cut and laid down on the ground, allowing egress 
for the animals. About 3,000 mink were released. All but 280 were caught, but 112 died 
after being caught. Wire samples from the fence which had been cut by the perpetrators 
were sent to the FBI Laboratory for examination. 


At about 6:30 a.m. on October 26, 1997, a Lincoln County sheriff's deputy was dispatched 
to Ott's Mink Farm in Tomahawk, Wisconsin, because a number of mink had been set 
loose. The gate on the perimeter fence was opened, as were the doors to 350 pens in one 
mink shed. Some of the pens housed two mink. Alex Ott Sr. recalled he had gone outside 
his house with a flashlight around 1:50 a.m. and shined the light around the mink farm. 

He speculated he might have interrupted the intruders, because numerous other mink sheds 
were not opened. All but 70 of the mink were recovered. Neighbors subsequently reported 
they had seen a small red car parked in the vicinity of the fur farm twice near the end of 
October 1997. On both occasions, a white male was standing near the car. 


Jim Langer, owner of a mink farm in Norman (Kewaunee County), Wisconsin, reported 
seeing a red Geo Metro bearing Washington state license plate #560GDO drive past his 
farm twice at about 12:30 p.m. on October 27, 1997. 


Linda Zimbal contacted the Sheboygan County Sheriff's Department around 2:15 p.m. on 
October 28, 1997, to report a red Geo Metro bearing Washington license plate 0 
was stopped on Abraham Court, the dead end road on which her mink farm is located. 
Zimbal stated she had information from other mink farmers that the vehicle had been in 
the vicinity of recent mink releases. Sheriff's deputy Seth Fuller located the vehicle parked 
behind a hardware store in the Village of Oostburg. Deputy Fuller spoke with the 
occupants of the car, Peter Daniel Young and Justin Clayton Samuel, and both denied 
being on Abraham Court. Deputy Fuller observed dark-colored clothing, sleeping bags and 
a supply of food in the car. Young refused to consent to a search of the vehicle, so it was 
impounded pending application for a search warrant. Young and Samuel were allowed to 
leave. 


A. warrant to search the vehicle was obtained in the Circuit Court for Sheboygan County, 
Wisconsin, on October 29, 1997, and was executed that same day. Among the items found 
in the car were:

The notation on the list next to a Cherokee, Iowa, address reads, “Fell in a ditch.” The 
notation next to a Granton, Wisconsin, address reads, “Amish confrontation.” 


The FBI Laboratory examined the wire samples from the Turbak, Smieja and Dittrich mink 
farms and determined those fences were cut with the bolt cutters found in the Geo Metro. 
The wire samples from the fences cut at the Circle K Fur Farm did not match the tools 
found in the Metro. 


Loss Calculations: Peter Young pleaded guilty to Counts 5 and 6 of the indictment. Count 
5 alleged that from on or about October 17, 1997, through October 29, 1997, Young and 
Justin Samuel conspired to travel in interstate commerce for the purpose of causing 
physical disruption to the functioning of animal enterprises by damaging property and 
causing the loss of animals and records, resulting in economic damage of more than 
$10,000. The overt acts alleged in Count 5 involved mink farms including: the Turbak 
Mink Ranch, the Smieja Fur Farm, the Dittrich Minkery and the Ott Mink Farm. (Other 
victims named in the overt acts included: the Circle K Fur Farm, the Fassett Fur Farm and 
the Short Fur Farm; however, the government cannot prove by a preponderance of the 
evidence that these defendants were responsible for trespassing and destruction at those 
locations.) Count 6 pertained specifically to damages and losses caused to the Dittrich 
Minkery. 


Breeding stock were released at all four victim farms. Mink which are set aside as breeders 
are more valuable than those sold for pelts. If a breeder mink is separated from its cage and 
accompanying tags, its identity and lineage cannot be determined and it is no longer useful 
as a breeder. Based on the declaration of victim loss forms submitted by the four victims 
and testimony taken at Justin Samuel's sentencing hearing on November 3, 2000, the 
Court found the total intended or unmitigated loss was $569,372." Some of the mink were 
recovered and were sold for pelts. The Court found the total loss for restitution purposes 
was $364,106. 


! Assistant U.S. Attorney Robert Anderson's letter to the Court dated October 31, 


2000, outlines in detail the government's calculations as to the unmitigated losses and 
the appropriate restitution for each victim fur farm. The Court deducted $42,000 from 
the unmitigated loss to the Turbak Farm, having determined the value of each breeder 
mink was less than the $200 estimate provided by the government. The Court also 
added $6,740 to the Smieja Fur Farm's unmitigated loss based on a more specific 
declaration of loss from owner Josephine Smieja. The government's letter and Josephine 
Smieja's declaration are attached to this report for further detail.

Justin Clayton Samuel's Statements: In August 2000, codefendant Justin Clayton Samuel 


was interviewed by the FBI and testified before a grand jury. Samuel was interviewed by 
this writer during the course of his presentence investigation in September 2000. 


Samuel stated he met Peter Young and Allison Porter in late 1996 or early 1997 while he 
was attending the University of Washington. All three were interested in animal rights. 
Samuel, Young and Porter all decided to purchase a car together for commuting purposes. 
They purchased the aforementioned red Geo Metro, which was titled in Porter's name. In 
August 1997, the three traveled in the car to northern California to visit Young's relatives. 


Samuel stated that about nine months after he met Young, he approached Young and asked 
if he was interested in releasing mink from their cages. Samuel stated Young was hesitant 
at first but eventually stated he would be interested. Samuel stated that Allison Porter was 
not interested in direct involvement with the release of animals, but she gave her consent 
for them to use the Geo Metro. 


Samuel stated that he and Young wanted to attack as many farms as quickly as possible 
before winter weather became a problem. Samuel and Young traveled through Idaho and 
Montana but did not begin releasing animals until they were in South Dakota. They 
worked from a list of fur farms in a booklet called “The Final Nail.” Samuel stated they 
would visit a farm during the daytime and decide whether it was an appropriate target 
based on access, parking, the degree of isolation, and whether or not the property appeared 
to be guarded. The actual attacks on the farms occurred at night and took from one to four 
hours. Sometimes they cut the fence to open up more area from which the animals could 
escape. Samuel remembered that he and Young executed raids in South Dakota, Iowa and 
Wisconsin. 


Samuel stated that after the police impounded their car in Sheboygan, they were told they 
were free to go. They accepted the officer's offer of a ride into town and called Allison 
Porter, who bought them bus tickets to Washington, D.C. Samuel stated he and Young 
split up in Washington. They assumed the police would get a warrant to search their car 
and that incriminating evidence would be seized. Allison Porter bought Samuel a plane 
ticket to Europe and gave him the address of someone with whom he could stay. He 
traveled throughout Europe and the Middle East and was ultimately arrested in Belgium 
in September 1999. Samuel stated he did not know where Peter Young went. 


Ihe defendant was arrested at a Starbucks coffee shop in San Jose, California, for 
attempting to shoplift eight identical music CDs. He identified himself as Simon William 
Zimbal and presented an identification card from Virginia in that name. During a search 
incident to his arrest, police found he had an unsigned Wells Fargo Visa credit/check card

Impact of Plea Agreement

recommendations and does not undermine the statutory purposes of sentencing.

| am writing this letter in response to the objections offered by Justin Samuel's 
attorney, Dennis Coffey, with regard to the calculation of losses suffered by the fur 
farmers. It is also my hope that this letter will not only outline the position of the 
government concerning these issues at sentencing, but may also offer a reasonable 
means for the court to employ calculations for loss and the calculation of restitution. 


The defendant has objected to the loss and offense level computations based 
upon those calculations within the presentence investigation. The primary objection 
which resonates through each of the victim's calculations is the contention that there is 
no foundation for setting the value of a breeder mink at $200.00 per mink. This 
correspondence and its attachments, which the government will offer at sentencing, will 
establish the foundation for a reasonable estimation of the value of a mink used for 
breeding at $200.00 apiece. 


There are two different values to be used for the mink losses involved in this 
offense. The first value is what each mink was worth if they were pelted out for their fur. 
Obviously, once pelted out, the mink are no longer valued for breeding purposes. The 
second value to be used in calculating losses is the value of mink that would have been 
used as breeding stock to produce further mink of a desired quality. The value of 
breeder mink is greater than the value of those mink used for pelts. 


The defendant does not appear to contest the estimated pelt value of each type 
of mink which has been approximated in the presentence investigation. He only takes 
issue with the breeding value assigned to the loss of breeding mink in the calculations. 
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In this regard, while contending that there is no foundation for the presentence 
investigation's use of the $200.00 figure, apart from information received directly from 
the farmers, he has submitted a North American Fur Auctions summary of prices paid 
for various mink in the most recent fur auction. He argues for example, that the 
average price of a Blue Iris male was $45.91 with a top price of $130.00. What the 
defendant fails to take into account is that these figures from North American Fur 
Auctions are for the "pelts" of animals, not for live "breeding" animals themselves. North 
American Fur Auctions does not deal in live breeding animals or the sale of live 
animals. For this reason it would be erroneous to take the $130.00 top figure as a value 
for live breeding mink. 


To accurately estimate the breeding value of mink, the United States will offer 
testimony at sentencing that establishes that the value of live breeder mink is typically 
anywhere from three to five times their pelt value. Furthermore, the attached exhibits 
from two farms which supply breeder mink, the Zimbal Minkery in Oostburg, Wisconsin 
and the Lodder Fur Farm in Kaysville, Utah, establish that Blue Iris mink (depending 
upon sex) can range anywhere from a low end of $155.00 to a high end of $345.00. 
The Olsons are connected with the Smeija Fur Farm. According to the statement of 
Chuck Lodder from the Lodder Fur Farm, the Olson's purchased fifty Blue Iris mink in 
1997 for a total of $10,000.00, which is precisely $200.00 per breeding mink. 


Due to the fact that the mink are not tagged or physically marked in any way 
which could damage their pelt value, the only means of identifying which mink 
belonged to which breeding line is by the segregation of the mink in cages which 
contain identifying information. Once the mink are released from their cages in large 
groups, there is no way to identify which mink belonged to which cage, therefore, any 
possible identification and segregation of the mink for breeding purposes is lost. This 
means that the farmers can only pelt the mink and retrieve whatever pelt value those 
mink hold. The breeding value is lost. As the witness that the government will present 
at the sentencing will explain, there is only one insurance company which insures fur 
farmers and they only insure the pelt value of the mink, not the value of lost breeding 
stock which is essential to the farm. Therefore, the insurance coverage does not 
adequately place the farmers back in the position they were before the terrorist attack 
on farms has occurred. 
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The following are the calculations of the United States regarding the losses to 
each of the identified farmers or ranches:

- 2400 mink total released from three sheds.

Smeija Fur Farm 


In the Smeija Fur Farm raid there were two distinct areas from which mink 
were released. In the FBI report of interview with Broney Matchey, Manager at the 
Smeija Fur Farm, Matchey described that one shed area contained 352 cages, each 
containing a male and female Blue Iris mink which were released, for a total of 704 
mink. Matchey described a second area where 30 cages were opened also | 
containing a male and female Blue Iris mink, for another 60 mink released. The 30 
cage section was already a segregated, previously identified breeding mink stock, 
so these are clearly a loss of 60 mink at the breeding value. The larger section 
containing the 704 mink which were released had been graded for breeding 
purposes within the immediate days preceding the release. According to Tom 
Olsen, Manager of the Smeija Fur Farm, approximately forty to forty-five percent of 
the mink that were released from this section were identified as potential breeding 
stock mink. Based upon this estimate, the numbers in the presentence do need to 
be adjusted. |

If the court totals up these mitigated losses it would reach a figure of

*The United States would note, for the purpose of further observing the 
reasonable nature of these figures, that while calculating the amount of restitution 
may necessitate the use of mitigated loss figures, the calculation of the offense 
conduct using the amount of potential loss or harm to the farmers would not 
necessitate use of mitigated loss figures. In other words, in determining the 
defendant's offense range based on loss, the sentencing guidelines do not call for a 
calculation of how the victim mitigated the damages of the defendant's intended 
harm to the victim. Rather, the defendant might appropriately be sentenced for the 
full value of his intended loss to the victim if his plan had been successful. Using the 
unmitigated potential losses:

The United States raises this alternative means of calculation not as an objection 
to the current guideline figure calculated by the presentence investigation, but as a 
demonstration of the reasonableness of that figure. However, should the defendant 
challenge his sentence on appeal and successfully have this matter remanded for re- 
sentencing, the United States does reserve the night to argue the propriety of the 
alternative calculation.

Special Agent Mike Grahm of the FBI in SD would testify that in investigating the 
attack, he took wire samples from the fence in the areas where they were cut by the 


tools that were suspected and sent those wire samples to the FBI Crime Lab. 


Det Ron Corcoran of the Trempealeau Co SD - Would testify that on Oct. 23, 
1997, he observed Young and Samuel and their Geo Metro with Washington license 
plates in Galesville, Wl. Two days later he took wire samples from the site of a farm 
attack in Independence Wisc which were turned over to the FBI Lab. 


Tom Olson of the Smieja Fur Farm - Would testify that On or about Oct 25 in the 
early morning hours, the Smieja farm in Independence Wisconsin was attacked. The 
fence was cut along the west side of the mink barn and nearly 800 Blue Iris Mink were 
released from four cages, of which 104 mink were never recovered. He would testify 
that the attack resulted in more than $10,000 in loss to the Smieja farm. 


Ron Dittrich of the Dittrich Minkery in Medford, WI (WD) would testify (as to 
counts 5 and 6) that in the early morning hours of October 26, 1997, the Dittrich Minery 
was attacked, when perpetrators trespassed onto the Dittrich Farm, cut and knocked 
down 400 feet of fence and released 2,500 mink from the farm owned by his family. 
Three hundred mink went unrecovered for a losses well beyond $10,000. 


Retired Special Agent Ed Bruner of the formerly of the FBI office in Wausau WI, 
would testify that he collected wire samples from the site of the Dittrich farm attack and 
sent them to the FBI lab 


Alex Ott of the Ott Mink Farm near Tomahawk, WI would also testify that on Oct 
26, 1997, his farm was attacked when perpetrators trespassed on his farm property, 
opened a gate to a perimeter fence on his farm and then released over 350 mink from 
350 mink pens, some of which had more than one mink. He would testify that about 70 
of his mink were unrecovered, causing more than $10,000 in loss to his farm 





Deputy Seth Fuller of the Sheboygan County SD  - would testify that on October 
28, 1997 a red Geo Metro with State of Washington plates that had been sighted by 


multiple fur farmers in and around farms in the Sheboygan area , and had also by 
information from the fur famer's calling network, been sighted in areas of the state 
where earlier mink releases had taken place, was stopped by him in Oostburg 
Wisconsin. The two occupants were identified as Peter Daniel Young, the D, and 
Justin Clayton Samuel.
